Popular govern- 
ment based onan unintelligent public 
opinion means a Hayti or Santo Domin- 
go.

REFUSED TO LEAVE SHIP 


Five Hundred Persuaded to Dis- 
embark, but a Large Number 
Held Out Until Battered by 
Police and Sent Ashore

Colon, Oct. 2.—Six hundred and fifty 
laborers from Martinique, brought 
here Friday on steamer Versailles un- 
der contract to work on the canal, re- 
fused to disembark or submit to vacci- 
nation, which is imperative under the 
American sanitary regulations. They 
clamored to be taken back to Marti- 
nique, claiming that they had been 
misinformed as to the conditions here 
before they embarked and that later 
they learned these conditions were in- 
tolerable and deadly. 

Five hundred of them, however, 
were with difficulty persuaded to land, 
and these were sent to points along 
the line of the canal. One hundred and 
fifty remained on board the ship and 
declined to leave the vessel under any 
consideration. These were forcibly 
ejected from the vessel yesterday after- 
noon by Panaman and canal zone po- 
licemen, but not until nearly every one 
of them had been clubbed and several 
were bleeding from nasty wounds. 

Early Sunday morning the French 
eonsul at Colon, M. Bonhenry, ex- 
plained to the men that they had left 
Martinique under contract with the 
canal zone emigration agent. ‘The men, 
however, were not amenable to this 
reasoning. Notwithstanding the ef- 
forts of the consul and of the Panaman 
and American officials and despite the 
information given them by several of 
their countrymen that health and other 
conditions on the isthmus were satis- 
factory and that the terms of their em- 
ployment would enable them to save 
money, they persistently refused to 
leave the ship, baring their breasts and 
invoking death in preference to going 
ashore. 

The captain of the Versailles told the 
men he was ready to take back to 
Martinique all those who were able to 
pay their passage, but the men argued 
that the French government would be

SUSPEGT IS TAKEN 


The First Arrest In Connection 


With Winthrop Mystery 


CASE NOT VERY STRONG 


Man Who Gave Information to 
Reporter Tells Rambling Story 
--Suspect Is Said to Resemble 
Man Wanted by the Police 


Boston, Oct. 2.—The first arrest in 
connection with the finding in the har- 
bor near Winthrop of a dress suit case 
containing the torso of a woman on 
whom, the medical examiner states, 
an illegal operation had been  per- 
formed, occurred Sunday, when the 
local officers took into custody, on sus- 
picion of being an accomplice in the 
case, William A. Haynes of 52 Cham- 
bers street, West End. 

The arrest is stated to have been 
made on statements by Samuel A. 
Wingfield, who told the police that he 
had a friend who had cut up a body. 
Haynes was examined at length by the 
police and, while he denied the accusa- 
tion, he was locked up. 

The authorities, while declining to 
make a specific statement regarding 
the arrest, indicate by their manner 
that they are far from confident that 
the right man Is being detained. No 
definite charge has been 
against Haynes.

friend had confused the fact that he 
(Haynes) had beep on a coroner's jury 
and also had helped drag a body from 
the water near the wharf. 


Wingfield came here a year or two 
ago from Baltimore and opened an 
oculist’s office. Business did not prove 
profitable and he obtained a position as 
clerk in a grocery store. Wingfield is 
83 years of age. He has been arrested 
here on several occasions on charges 
of intoxication. 

Haynes is also said to be a southern 


man. He is 36 years of age and mar- 
ried. His wife is at present in Cape 
Breton. Haynes is employed as a 


clerk at Lewis wharf by the Ocean 
Steamship company. In some respects 
his description resembles that of the 
man who purchased a dress suit case 
at Pawnbroker Berkman’s store on 
Pleasant street. 

Berkman and the hackdriver who 
claims to have carried two men and a 
heavy suit case to the Chelsea ferry 
the night before the finding of the dis- 
membered body are Hebrews. Yes- 
terday was an Important Jewish holi- 
day and neither witness would agree 
to see the prisoner. 

Chief Inspector Watts declines to dis- 
cuss the latest developments. In po- 
lice circles, however, it appears to be 
the general feeling that the case 
against Haynes is not of the strongest. 


Haynes and Wife Separated 
Richmond, Oct. 2.—The family of 
W. A. Haynes, arrested at Boston on 
suspicion in connection with the dress 
sult case mystery, are respected resi- 
dents of this city. Haynes left Rich- 
mond about 15 years ago and went to 
Newport News, where he married a wo- 
man of that city. He then drifted to 
Boston, and two years ago he and bis 
wife separated. Since then his family 
here have heard little or nothing of his 
whereabouts. His wife ts still living 
in Newport News and there are two 
children, aged 13 and 5 years respec- 

tively, who are with their mother.

{ndian Not Worried Over Bul- 
let Going Through His Head 

Buffalo, Oct. 2.—Albert Blue Sky, a 
Cattaraugus Indian, was brought to a 
hospital here to be treated fora bullet 
wound in his head. The surgeons 
found that the bullet had entered Blue 
Sky’s head near the temple, just low 
enough to escape the brain and far 
enough toward the ear to escape the 
eyes and their connecting nerves. It 
passed directly through the head and 
went out on the opposite side almost In 
the same relative spot it had entered. 

The shooting occurred early Satur- 
day morning, but Blue Sky treated It 
lightly and walked around as_ usual. 
A Buffalo lawyer who went to the 
reservation to consult Blue Sky In re- 
gard to a law suit induced the Indian 
to come to Buffalo for treatment yes- 
terday. 

Blue Sky Is a rugged specimen of 
his tribe and 1s expected to get well.

Not only did he 
express himself about Mr. Bowen to 
me in the language you quote him as 
having used at about the same time 
to you in speaking of Mr. Bowen, but 
he also condemned Mr. Bowen in much 
stronger terms than those which you 
quote him as having used, and dwelt 
particularly upon the fact of what he 
called the treachery and disloyalty of 
Mr. Bowen to the government and to 
him (Mr. Hay), repeating again and 
again that most of the charges Mr. 
Bowen made were really not charges 
against you at all, but against himself 
(Mr. Hay), and that Mr. Bowen, of 
course, knew this. 

“Moreover, Mr. Hay used about Mr. 
Bowen stronger language of condem- 
nation than I have ever heard him use 
about any other man who had served 
under him. But this was notall. Mr. 
Hay then did what he very rarely in- 
deed did. He expressed his strong 
dissent from the action I had taken 
in endorsing Mr. Taft's report as re- 
gards even the mild censure of you 
which it contained, stating that he dis- 
agreed with both Mr. Taft and myself 
on this point and felt that you were in 
no way whatever censurable, and that 
the only action that had been called for 
was the dismissal of Mr. Bowen and 
the announcement of your entire vindi- 
cation.”

CHOP SUEY. 


A Recipe For Making This Famous 
Chinese Dish. 


For chop suey scrape the meat from | 


the bones of a small chicken and cut it 
into strips a half inch in length. Peel 
an onion and slice it very thin. 
eight or ten dried mushrooms in cold 
water for ten minutes, then drain, Cut 
a stalk of celery into half inch bits. 
Cut six Chinese potatoes into slices aft- 
er washing them thoroughly. Cook a 
cup of rice in an abundance of boiling 
water without stirring, then drain and 
have so dry that 2ach grain stands sep- 
arate, 

Put a great spoonful of butter In a 
frying pan and cook the ebicken In this, 
turning it often. When done through, 
but not dry or crisp, add the sliced 
onion and cook for five minutes more. 
Now add the mushrooms and a small 
cupful of Chinese sauce. The sauce 
takes the place of salt. Add a cup of 
boiling water and stew for fifteen min- 
utes. Stir in the celery and cook for 
ten minutes, then add the potatoes and 
cook for two or three minutes. Thick- 
en with a little four rubbed smooth in 
a gill of water, boil up once hard and 
serve with the rice, which must have 
been kept hot—New Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

The book in question was sold for 25 
cents and the lady who compiled it 
with the help of some Quincy physicians 
and Rev. Mr. Wilson, gave about $50 
into the appropriation fund for the new 
hospital. The printing cost $40 and it 
was copyrighted. Then there were 13 
practising physicians here. Now there 
are about 30. Of those who were with 
us at the starting of our hospital, 
Doctors Gilbert, Donovan and Sheahan 
are no longer here.

Interest on Increase and New 
Yachts for Next Season. 


A well attended meeting of the Cape 
Catboat Association was held Monday 
evening at the office of Commodore F. 
F. Crane of the Quincy Yacht club. 

President Ira M. Whittemore pre- 
sided. Additions were made to the 
constitution, with the aim of preserv- 
ing the type of boat available to race in 
the Capecat class of the Yacht Racing 
Association of Massachusetts. 

By an unanimous vote of the members 
present and the endorsement by verbal 
proxy of all the other owners, carefully 
drawn restrictions and specifications for 
boats to be built for the cat class here- 
after, were adopted. 

These provided for boats of liberal 
reeboard, of the strict cruising catf 
type, with cabins of specified headroom 
in proportion to waterline length and 
fitted with cooking and sleeping ac- 
commodations. 

Boats in the class must be not more 
than 27 feet over al!, overbangs will be 
taxed and a percentage of them added to 
the waterline length for rating. Reverse 
curves in either bow or stern are forbid- 
den, and no boat may have a blunt bow, 
scow form on deck, double rudders or 
bilgeboard. A full set of scantling 
tables for a stout construction through- 
out, Sail plans mast be moderate and 
shall consist of mainsail and jib only. 
Ballast must be inside. Only center- 
board boats are available. 

This legislation is the first ever adopt- 
ed in Boston bay for the building of 
Cape cats for racing. 

Reports received at the meeting indi- 
cate that five new boats will be built 
for the class, which this season num- 
bered 20 boats.

Purchaser of Dress Suit Cases 
Is Identified 


MANAGER FOR A DOCTOR 


Police Certain That They Are 
on Trail of Man For Whom 
They Have Been Searching-- 


Hayes and Wingfield Set Free 
Boston, Oct. 3.—What the police 
consider a most important and promis- 
ing clue to the solution of the Winthrop 
dress suit case mystery has developed, 
by which the police belleve they have 
learned the name of the man who 
bought the two suit cases at the South 
End pawn shops. The police have also 
secured a photograph of the man in 
question and it is possible that an ar- 
rest will be made today. 

The man, whose name the police do 
not care to make known at this time, 
is said to be the manager of the office 
of a Tremont street doctor, who is of 
doubtful reputation and whose place of 
business has for some time been under 
the surveillance of the authorities. The 
police claim to have evidence that 
criminal operations have been per- 
formed at the Tremont street office. 

The photograph of the man, whose 
name is so clasely connected with the 
crime, has been shown to the two 
pawnbrokers and to Timothy Howard, 
the cabman, and all have identified the 
photograph as that of the man for 
whom the police have been searching. 

Both Pawnbrokers Berkman and Ru- 
bin are positive in thelr declaration 
that the man visited their places two 
or three days before the finding of the 
torso in Winthrop bay and purchased 
the dress suit cases, one of which con- 
tained the dismembered body, while the 
second one is still missing. 

Cab Driver Howard is equally as 
positive that the man was the smaller 
of the two that he took from the corner 
of Boylston and Tremont streets to the 
Chelsea ferry about 10 o'clock the 
night before the finding of the dress 
sult case. The man hiring the carriage 
had two dress sult cases. 

The police have not yet been able to 
locate the man, as he has been missing 
for the past few days, but they expect 
to apprehend him soon. It was through 
an acquaintance of the cabman and an 
agent of a collection agency that the po- 
lice secured their Information. The col- 
lection agency had his photograph be- 
cause of certain business relations and 
the probabilities of a civil suit. 

William A. Haynes and Samuel R. 
Wingfield, the two men held by the 
police overnight in connection with the 
case, were released after having been 
closely questioned by Captain Dugan 
of the Boston police, who has charge 
of all murder cases. Pawnbroker 
Berkman was called to headquarters 
and stated that neither man resembled 
the one who purchased the dress suit 
case. They have both been eliminated 
from the case. 

Search for the missing members of 
the body has been resumed, as it is now 
considered time for them to rise to 
the surface if they were thrown into 
the water.

Railroad Man Says Chandler 


Made Stump Speech 


POWER TO MAKE RATES 


No Substantial Reasons Given 
For Putting It Into the Gov- 
ernment’s Hands--Railways 

Have Not Resorted to Tricks 

New York, Oct. 3.—Samuel Spencer, 

the Southern Railway 

company, has replied to the statements 


president of 


made by former Senator Chandler of 
New Hampshire in letters which 
Chandler sent to the interstate com- 
merce commission. Mr. Chandler's let- 
ters denied that he had advocated the 


proposed railroad rate legislation be- 
cause it could be used to abolish dbs- 
crimination between the whites and 


negroes in the south which had resulted 
in the use of Jim Crow cars.  Presi- 
dent Spencer said, when extracts from 
former Senator Chandler's letters were 
called to his attention: 

“I have not seen the letters, but I 
have seen the extracts. Mr. Chandler 
seems to have made a lengthy stump 
speech from a very small text. Neither 
the Jim Crow cars, as used in the 
south, nor his interview of May 28 
have ever been in any sense a factor in 
connection with the proposed rate leg- 
islation of last winter. 

“The railways have not resorted to 
tricks, as indicated by Mr. Chandler, in 
opposition to such legislation. All that 
the responsible railway managers of 
the country have done since the discus- 
sion of this all-lmportant question was 
precipitated by the president’s message 
of December last has been to Insist 
upon the thorough presentation to con- 
gress and to the public of all of the ma- 
terial facts and conditions involved in 
the problem. 

“In all the discussion—before con- 
gressional committees, in the press and 
elsewhere—no substantial reasons 
have been advanced in support of the 
claim that the rate-making power 
should be granted to the interstate 
commerce commission or to any gov- 
ernmental tribunal. On the other hand, 
most sober-minded business men and 
students of transportation have pointed 
out the grave dangers to the industrial 
interests of the country which would 
arise from the revolutionary proposal 
to fix the income of the railways 
through such legislation as is proposed. 

“All fair statements of facts which 
will ald the public to understand the 
transportation question are welcome, 
but Chandler’s letters apparently con- 
tain no such facts. Iam sure that 
neither the railway managers nor the 
members of congress nor the public 
will be diverted from the merits of the 
question by baseless statements or in- 
sinuations as to the motives and meth- 
ods of those who have frankly put 
forward what they believe to be valid 
reasons against such enactment. 

“The sessions of both the commit- 
tees of the house and of the senate 
were open to Mr. Chandler and the 
forum of public opinion {is still open to 
him if he has arguments to present; 
and if he presents them, !t will then be 
time enough to answer him. 

“In saying that I defeated by the 
‘Jim Crow car argument’ Mr. E. B. 
Pike's efforts to have the Manufac- 
turers’ association endorse the pro- 
posed legislation of last winter, Mr. 
Chandler makes a direct charge, of the 
untruthfulness of which he could 
easily have satisfied himself by refer- 
ence to the printed records of all that 
I sald at the meeting of that associa- 
tion in Atlanta on May 1. The Jim 
Crow car argument was not to my 
knowledge used before that convention 
at all—certainly not in my hearing and 
presence, and I have never used it or 
referred to it as an argument there or 
elsewhere.”

“DID IT ON A BET” 


Clerk Confesses to Robbery of 
$359,000 In Securities 


MOTIVE NOT CRIMINAL 


He Claims That He Wanted to 
Show That Safeguards Could 
Be Balked by Simple Device-- 
Every Dollar Is Recovered 


New York, Oct. 3.—By the confession 
of Hell», 4 Leonard, a clerk in the 
employ Of alle & Stieglitz, brokers, 
the mystery v the robbery on Wednes- 
day last of $35.69 worth of securities 
from the National “ty bank has been 
cleared up. Leonard, who lives with 
his parents, was arreste Sunday and 
kept in close continement hile the de- 
tectives continued their sear,, for the 
missing securities, every de ar? lor 
which has been recovered. 

The prisoner, who is 24 years , 
and who had previously borne 4 
reputation of an industrious and thor- 
oughly reliable clerk, made the state- 
ment in his confession that he had 
planned and carried out his scheme of 
forgery and robbery, not from any 
criminal motive, but solely to show 
by what a simple device the elaborate 
safeguards of New York banks could 
beset at naught. That this statement 
is true Is In a measure corroborated by 
the facts In the case and Is the belief 
of the young man’s employers, by 
whom he was highly esteemed. 

Soon after the theft Leonard mailed 
a package containing $300,000 in secu- 
rities to the residence of Dyer Pearl, 
senior member of the firm of Pearl & 
Co., by whom they were owned. The 
package was received by Pearl Sun- 
day. Yesterday Leonard's father turn- 
ed over to the police the remalning 
$59,000 In stocks and bonds which he 
said had been found in a wardrobe in 
his house, where his son had said, af- 
ter his arrest, he had secreted them. 

The first clue that led to Leonard’s 
arrest was obtained when the detec- 
tives traced the rubber stamp maker 
whom Leonard had employed to make 
the Imitation certification stamp used 
in the check he presented at the Na- 
tional City bank. As a model for the 
stamp he gave the maker an old certi- 
fied check bearing a fragment of the 
signature of Halle & Stieglitz and also 
a memorandum in his own hand which 
was identified by fellow clerks. 

Leonard was held in the Tembs po- 
lice court in $50,000 ball for further ex- 
amination. On leaving the courtroom 
on his way to prison he said, in re- 
sponse to a question, “I did it on a bet.” 


Episode Satistactorily Explained 

Washington, Oct. 3.—Robert 8. 
Bergh, American consul at Gothenberg, 
who was recently called upon to ex- 
plain charges that he had been guilty 
of disrespect to the King of Sweden in 
failing to hoist the flag over the con- 
sulate at the recent visit of King Oscar 
to Gothenberg, reports that he was 
quite unaware of the visit of King 
Oscar to Gothenberg (his stay lasting 
only a short half hour) until he had left 
the city. The explanation is deemed 
sufficient by the department. 


A Present From the Kaiser 

Washington, Oct. 3.—Captain Heb- 
binghaus, naval attache of the German 
embassy, called at the White House 
and presented to the president a valu- 
able collection of engravings illustra- 
tive of the life of Frederick the Great, 
the gift of the German emperor. Heb- 
binghaus was also the bearer of a per- 
sonal message from his sovereign to 
the president. The collection espe- 
cially appealed to the president be- 
cause of his study of the life of the 
great emperor. 


New Departure In Banking 

Chicago, Oct. 83.—Chicago capitalists 
gave to the financial world something 
claimed to be distinctly novel when 
they opened a new Institution to be 
known as the Mutual bank. The new 
institution Is asserted to be the first of 
its kind in the country which, or- 
ganized under existing laws as a bank 
and owned and operated by stockhold- 
ers, divides its profits equally with its 
saving depositors, 


A Result of Keep Investigation 

Washington, Oct. 3.—President 
Roosevelt probably will recommend to 
congress the establishment of a cen- 
tra] purchasing agency for the several 
departments of the government. The 
investigation by the Keep commission 
has developed the fact that the several 
departments do not get the same 
classes of supplies at uniform prices. 


Disaster In Wake of Storm 

Washington, Oct. 3.—The latest re- 
ports on the disastrous storm that 
swept the Philippines Sept. 26 say that 
27 men perished on the coast guard cut- 
ter Leyte, which was wrecked off 
Samar. Crops are practically all de- 
stroyed, including cocoanuts, hemp and 
rice.

Butte, Mont., Oct. 3.—After 20 years 


of opposition to the Canadian govern-

Ray Dexter and I became telegra- 
phers when we were but little more 
than fifteen years old. We worked 
for several years in the same office 
and were among the first to read by 
ear instead of by sight. After that 
we drifted apart, to come together 
again, in telegraphic parlance, on the 
same rajlroad, Ray being operator at 
one station, I at another. We were 
bosom friends and had many a con- 
fidence over the wire.

A LONG, WILD RIDE. 


Over Eight Hundred Miles on Horse« 
back Im Less Than Eleven Days. 
When General Kearny was ordered 

from Santa Fe across to California 

with the dragoons, be was anxious to 
get bis report back to Washington as 
soon as it could be done. The mes- 
sbenger who was detailed to carry this 
report to Fort Leavenworth relates in 

Outing the adventures of that rapid 

ride: 

“I carried only a blanket, a lariat, 
knife, rifle, with about a hundred 
rounds of ammunition; a dragoon pis- 
tol and about two spoonfuls of salt, I 
depended on my rifle for meat and on 
finding Indian herds for fresh horses. 
I weighed about 140 pounds and was 
as tough as leather. 

“I got my first remount about eighty 
miles from Santa Fe and rode it two 
days until I found a camp of Utes 
hunting buffalo and got a fresh horse 
from their herd In the night. 

I had to be very careful about fall- 
ing in with Indians, for they would 
have killed a lone man for his outfit. 
A half dozen times or more I hid in 
some draw in the prairie till night or 
rode miles off the trail to keep away 
from their hunting parties or camps. 
It was very risky, too, riding into their 
herds and roping a fresh horse. 

“I didn’t dare make a fire in the day- 
time, but at night could cook a little 
meat on coals, and the little 1 slept 
was while lying on my lariat, so that 
my horse couldn't get away with it out 
of my reach. 

“When I reached Fort Leavenworth 


, I had ridden 832 miles in a little less 


than eleven days and had used nine 
horses. The last two horses I got from 
government trains that I overtook.”

Chandler Sticks to Guns:In a 
Reply to Spencer 


WORTHLESS UTTERANCE 


Former Senator Reiterates That 
Jim Crow Argument Was Used 
to Consolidate the South In 
Fight Against Rate Legislation 


Concord, N. H., Oct. 4.—Former 
Senator Chandler has given out the fol- 
lowing signed statement upon the rail- 
road rate question in reply to Presi- 
dent Samuel Spencer of the Southern 
railroad: 

Mr. Spencer’s general statement is 


that nothing but broad and legitimate 
facts, conditions and arguments con- 
cerning railroad rate legislation have 
been presented to congress and the 
public by the railroad managers, while 
none of that character have been ad- 
vanced by the other side, so there is 
nothing as yet which needs answer. 

The egotism and conceit of Mr. 
Spencer in thus dealing with a great 
question shows the worthlessness of 
his general utterance. Particularly, 
however, he does deny that the Jim 
Crow cars have ever been in any 
sense a factor in the argument on his 
side. 

But he does this in the face of the 
statement made by the Macon Tele- 
graph that the bill must be resisted on 
the Jim Crow car ground, saying: “If 
there were no other reason for opposing 
the scheme to concentrate this power 
in Washington, The Telegraph would 
oppose it on this single ground,” and 
the statements of the Charleston Post 
“that appeals are being made cleverly 
enough by the railroads” and that the 
southern people “are quickly moved by 
play upon their prejudices and this is 
being taken advantage of in the treat- 
ment of the Jim Crow car question.” 

In view of these statements Mr. 
Spencer's denial is incorrect and he had 
better deal with these newspapers and 
leave Mr. Chandler alone for a time. 

Mr. Spencer also says that in his ad- 
dress before the manufacturers’ con- 
vention at Atlanta in May he did not 
use the Jim Crow car argument and 
that it was not used before the con- 
vention. Indeed, Mr. Chandler never 
thought of saying that it was publicly 
used, but that it was the argument 
privately used he believes and con- 
tinues to assert. It was no more in 
public evidence than the free passes 
which were used to control the conven- 
tion. 

That Mr. Spencer made any open ap- 
peal to the convention, Mr. Chandler 
never knew till now. Such en appeal 
was not necessary; the Jim Crow car 
argument or free passes and other 
similar agencies have Gone the deadly 
work and the natural voice of the con- 
vention was smothered. 

This Atlanta convention was held on 
the first of May. On May 28 Mr. 
Chandler said, in the Washington Post, 
that Mr. Spencer, the strongest rail- 
road manager intellectually in the 
country, had been designated to make 
the issue with the president, and that 
Mr. Spencer would attempt to con- 
solidate the south against legislation by 
the Jim Crow car argument. 

Four months elapsed before Mr. 
Spencer made any denial whatever. 
Now he says he did not use the argu- 
ment, that it was not used before the 
convention, and that he has never 
used or referred to it elsewhere. 

That it was not used publicly be- 
fore the convention Mr. Chandler ad- 
mits. As tothe rest of the denial, 
Mr. Spencer’s memory is conveniently 
eclipsed. Although he has not yet re- 
ferred and replied to the Jim Crow 
arguments of The Telegraph and Post 
and other southern newspapers, there 
is yet time before congress meets. 


President’s Ideas Unchanged ~ 
Washington, Oct. 4.—John A. T. Hull 
of Iowa, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on military affairs, came away 
from the president convinced that Mr. 
Roosevelt will bend all his energies at 
the coming session to railroad rate leg- 
islation, practically abandoning the 
tariff issue. Hull does not imply that 
the president told him this in plain 
English, but rather that this conclusion 
was the legitimate inference of the 
conversation and it accords with Hull's 
own expectations. 


Will Not Attend Hearing 

Lacrosse, Wis., Oct. 4.—Congress- 
man Esch will not attend the con- 
ference at Washington relative to the 
revision of the Esch-Townsend rate 
bill. Esch has written to President 
Roosevelt, asking to be excused, say- 
ing that Congressman ‘Townsend is 
advised as to his stand on the question 
and that they have concurred tn all the 
proposed changes. 


Would Aid American Shipping 

Ottawa, Oct. 4—Owing to the 
searcity of Canadian boats and the 
high rates, the Dominion government 
has been asked to amend the coasting 
laws to permit United States vessels to 
earry freight from one Canadian port 
to another. The request will be sub- 
mitted to parliament.

Rhode Island Baptists Refuse to 
Recognize Johnson of Newport 
Pawtucket, R. I, Oct. 4-—The 
Rhode Island State Baptist convention, 
at its annual session here, refused Rev. 
Edward A. Johnson, pastor of the First 


Baptist church at Newport, recogni- 
tion as a minister of that faith. 

The board of management presented 
a report in which it was stated that 
because of a petition from 28 memebrs 
of the Newport cburch, preferring 
charges against the pastor, an investl- 
gation had been made, and it was 
recommended that Johnson be refused 
recognition as a Baptist minister. The 
report was accepted by the convention. 

Mr. Johnson was expelled by the 
State Baptist society last spring. This 
action was taken after an investigation 
by a committee into charges of con- 
duct not becoming a clergyman.

Curley was un- 
seated last spring by the house of rep- 
resentatives after his conviction and 
imprisonment for impersonating an- 
other at a civil service examination 
The vacancy now made will be filled 
by the executive committee of the 
Democratic city committee. 


May Be Case of Injustice 

Boston, Oct. 4.—Upon information 
furnished by the German government, 
Commissioner of Immigration Billings 
has caused the detention of Wilhelm 
Strauss and a Miss Marks, who accom- 
panied Strauss, who arrived here on 
board steamer Marquette from Ant- 
werp. Strauss is alleged to be identical 
with one Julius Elkans, who Is charged 
with absconding with $100,000 of trust 
funds. The authorities are inclined to 
the belief that it is a case of mistaken 
identity. 


Arcanumites’ Latest Move 

Boston, Oce. 4.—Application has 
been made to Insurance Commissioner 
Cutting by attorneys acting for mem- 
bers of the Royal Arcanum, for investi- 
gation by him of the action of the su- 
preme council taken at Atlantic City. 
They allege that this corporation has 
exceeded its powers and has failed to 
comply with the provisions of law.

Judge Found Dead In Bed 

Boston, Oct. 4—James M. Barker, 
associate justice of the supreme court 
since 1891, was found dead in bed at 
his rooms in the Union club. Death 
was due, probably, to an unsuspected 
heart affliction. News of the sudden 
death of one of the best known and 
beloved Justices of the supreme bench 
caused great surprise and regret in 
legal circles. Judge Barker was 66 
years of age. 


Finding on Chariton Accident 

Boston, Oct. 4.—The railroad com- 
missioners, in their report upon the 
investigation of the accident which oc- 
curred on the Worcester and South- 
bridge street railway at Charlton Sept. 
5, in which two passengers were killed 
and many injured, in substance find 
that “life and limb were sacrificed to 
reckless speed.” They say there was

BANK STATEMENTS a eR houses on Shaw street, Brain- 


Those of New York Institutions 
Declared to Be a Farce--Crit- 


icism Now General by Market} 


Being Caught Off Its Guard 


New York, Oct. 4.—Charges that the 
statement of the condition of New York 
banks issued weekly has become a 
farce, and that the action of trust com- 


‘panies in extending large credits with- 


out maintaining adequate cash reserves 
constitutes a great danger, were made 
before the Clearing House association 


by President Nash of the Corn Ex- 
change bank. The Corn Exchange 
bank is one of the most important 


financial institutions of the city, having 
average deposits of about $40,000,000. 

Mr. Nash denounced the existing 
state of affairs by which trust com- 
panies, operating outside of the clear- 
ing house and not subject to its rules, 
are not obliged to maintain the cash 
reserve of one-fourth of the sum of 
deposits, which reserve is required of 
national banks by federal law and of 
other clearing house banks by the rules 
of that Institution. He urged that 
measures be taken to bring the trust 
companies under the regulations of the 
clearing house. 

Mr. Nash alluded to the estrange- 
ment which now exists between the 
banks and trust companies. This con- 
dition, he said, will have to be earnest- 
ly dealt with, or the situation through- 
out the country would be fraught with 
danger. It was his opinion that the 
trust companies ought to be made full 
fledged members of the Clearing House 
association or, failing that, they could 
be made to clear through banks of the 
clearing house, as is now done by non- 
member banks. 

Regarding the weekly bank  state- 
ment, which, in his opinion, was now 
sadly inadequate, Nash suggested that 
it be changed so as to make clear, in 
separate tables, the condition of the na- 
tional banks, the state banks and the 
trust companies. 

After much discussion a resolution 
was unanimously adopted directing the 
clearing house committee to take the 
matter under consideration with a view 
to effecting the results advocated by 
Nash. 

Criticism of the bank statement Is- 
sued at the close of every business 
week, which had been in progress for 
some time, became general in the 
financial district last Saturday, when 
the market was caught entirely off its 
guard by the figures contained in the 
statement issued that day. All of Fri- 
day’s compilations from the bank move- 
ments of the week agreed that at least 
$7,000,000 had gone out of the cash re- 
serves, and traders had carried on their 
operations on the basis of a bank state- 
ment showing this condition. When 
the report was Issued, however, instead 
of a decrease of more than $7,000,000, 
it reported an increase of $1,522,300. 

The statement also reported a_re- 
duction of $4,810,000 in loans, while un- 
official compilations had shown the loan 
account to have been increased during 
the week. The methods employed in 
reaching the totals given In the state- 
ment have not been explained, but it 
has been suggested that gold engaged 
in London and also that in transit from 
Europe to America may haye_ been 
credited to the banks by which it had 
been engaged. The reduction of loans, 
it was suggested, had been brought 
about by transferring large borrow- 
ings from clearing house banks to trust 
companies. 


No Trace of Monk Gibson 

Edna, Tex., Oct. 4.—There is little 
new in the situation regarding the 
chase for Monk Gibson, charged with 
the murder of four members of the 
Conditt family.

Dr. Suzuki Tells How Deaths' 


From Disease Were Lessened. 


‘DUE TO THE ASEPTIO METHOD 


Japanese Surgeon General Says There 
Was Very Little Field Surgery—Bul- 
let and Shell Wounds Were Treated 
With Sterilized Water and Cotton 
and Left to Heal. 


At the annual banquet of the Amer- 
ican Association of Obstetricians and 
Gynecdlogists at the Hotel Astor in 
New York the other night Surgeon 
General Suzuki of the imperial Japa- 
nese navy told about 100 of the most 
prominent surgeons in the United 
States how the mortality had been kept 
down in the recent war, says the New 
York Times, The reason, he explained, 
was simply the aseptic methods well 
understood by the surgeons in the 
United States, but which has never 
been applied in any war before. This 
was the very thing about which the 
surgeons most wished to hear him 
speak of, for, as they confessed, the 
low death rate which the Japanese 
add to their credit had astonished the 
world. 

“I have just come from the front,” 
Surgeon General Suzuki explained 
when he rose to speak, “and I am on 
my way to the congress at Detroit. It 
is some time since I have been here, 
and my tongue has grown a bit rusty. 

“I will talk to you about that in 
which I know you must be most inter- 
ested as surgeons—namely, our treat- 
ment of the wounded. The method, I 
know, Is famillar to you; you use It 
bere in your practice. It was, how- 
ever, never tried in the field before, 
and I think you will be Interested tn It. 

“You know that quite awhile before 
our war began it was being talked of, 
and I was careful to make some prep- 
aration for the war when it should 
come. In writing to localities from 
which the surgeons were to be chosen 
I asked for two kinds of men. Those 
who were famillar with the aseptic 
method and those who were conserva- 
tive. By conservative I meant those 
surgeons who would not too quickly 
relieve the wounded of arms and legs 
by amputation, 

“We used no carbolic acid or other 
antiseptic. We used simply sterilized 
water and sterilized cotton. In most 
instances we did not attempt to probe 
the wound for the bullet or the frag- 
ment of a shell. We simply washed 
the edges of the wound with the steril- 
ized water and then bound it up with 
this sterilized cotton. We lost no time 
on the battlefield in performing haz- 
ardous or complicated surgery. We 
simply washed the skin and the edge 
of the wound with this cleansed cot- 
ton, and we found that in most in- 
stances it healed with remarkable ce- 
lerity. 

“Our most recent war, you remem- 
ber, was with China, and that was ten 
years ago. I was absolutely responsi- 
ble for this new method, and you may 
be assured that I was very anxious 
to learn how it should turn out. I 
have the most gratifying result to tell 
you of, for treated in this way we lost 
in one hospital only 32 out of 680 men 
who were admitted. You must know 
that this is very low. 

“I have told you that our method 
was not to probe for bullets and shells 
immediately, for we have learned that 
bullets and shells are aseptic. A cap- 
tain, for example, on one of the war- 
ships where I was stationed was shot 
in the calf of the leg. The fragment 
of the shell had entered so deep into 
the wound that it was not easy to get 
at. We washed it with aseptic cotton 
and bandaged it with aseptic cloth 
and it healed readily. Later, when he 
had more time, he went to a hospital 
to have the fragment of a shell cut 
out, which was done, and the wound 
healed quickly. 

“It was only when a fragment of 
cloth was forced into the wound that 
it suppurated. So when we found 
that the wound was not healing as it 
should we opened it again and got the 
fragment of cloth out. Then it gen- 
erally healed. 

“I would like you to bear in mind 
that it was not I who achieved these 
splendid results, but the men under me. 
I merely did the directing, they in a 
great measure did the work.” 

The Japanese surgeon general was 
heartily cheered by the surgeons, both 
when he entered the hall and at the 
conclusion of his speech.

Value of Service Organized by 
Alexander Hamilton. 


FINE RECORD IN YELLOW JAOK WAR 


How Vessels Have Done Good Work 
In Enforcing Quarantine Against 
Dread Disease In Waters About New 
Orleans — Service May Be Used to 


Augment the Navy In Time of War. 


Six small sailing vessels patrolling 
our Atlantic coast in search of smug- 
glers made the beginning of the rev- 
enue cutter service that has recently 
proved its value in enforcing quaran- 


Washington correspondent of the New 
York Post. When Alexander Hamil- 
ton taxed the resources of the youthful 
states to equip boats for detective duty 
under the treasury department of 1790 
no fertile imagination pictured the. va- 
riety of service that would be demand- 
ed or the good that could be done by 
their successors in the next hundred 
years and more. That service was the 
basis of the United States navy, but 
a comparatively few years brought a 
parting of courses, and, while one arm 
has been developed to overawe and de- 
stroy, the other has steadily extended 
to protect and help the ways of peace. 
Revenue cutters have saved thousands 
of lives. They annually visit the far- 
thest points In the American posses- 
sions, and they carry news and assist- 
ance to the lonély and shipwrecked. 

The service maintained on the quar- 
antine lines about New Orleans and 
the district infected with yellow fever 
furnishes a single illustration. Five 
vessels have patrolled the coast line 
night and day to capture and inspect 
the fishing craft and larger vessels 
that try to break through. Over 600 
vessels have already been held up and 
inspected, many being sent to quaran- 
tine station at Gulfport and Ship is- 
land for disinfection and further ex- 
amination of suspected cases of fever. 
It has been a tedious, thankless duty, 
with constant exposure to the dangers 
of fever, and one of the crew of the 
Winona was taken with the disease 
and sent to the marine hospital. 

Captain W. G. Ross, chief of the serv- 
ice, who was in charge of the quaran- 
tine for six weeks, excited much com- 
ment by the fearless way he went 
about. He relied entirely on his rug- 
ged physique and attention to his gen- 
eral surroundings for protection, and, 
as he has remarked since returning to 
Washington, had no fear of contagion. 
He slept in quarters from which mos- 
quitoes were excluded as far as pos- 
sible. He has less fear of the disease 
now than ever and believes good health 
and sanitary conditions prove ample 
protection. 

The revenue cutter service has been 
under the supervision of the treasury 
department since those first small 
boats were sent out by Hamilton, ex- 
cept on occasions when our wars have 
led the president to take advantage 
of the statute to place the vessels un- 
der the navy department. The duties 
include the enforcement of all laws 
affecting the maritime interests of the 
United States, the prevention of illicit 
traffic by sea, compelling all craft to 
comply with legal requirements as to 
ships’ papers, lights, inspection and 
passenger laws, and the rescue and as- 
sistance of distressed vessels and 
crews—in fact, the cutter service is 
the great humanitarian branch of our 
government, its activities extending 
over land and sea. Its varied duties 
have furnished subjects for many 
stories of fiction. One officer now in 
the service remarked recently that he 
was first interested in its possibilities 
through reading J. Fenimore Cooper's 
“Wing and Wing.” 

Those in the service point with pride 
to the record of lives saved. During 
the Spanish-American war the cutter 
Hudson, under command of Captain 
F. H. Newcomb, rescued the torpedo 
boat Winslow from the damaging fire 
of the Spaniards at Cardenas, while 
one of the minor achievements noted 
was the voyage of the McCulloch to 
Hongkong with the first news of Ad- 
miral Dewey’s victory at Manila. 

The cruise of the revenue cutter 

Sear and the rescue of more than 250 
sailors from shipwrecked whaling ves- 
sels at Point Barrow was an achieve- 
ment worthy of special mention. The 
Bear reached San Francisco in Decem- 
ber, 1897, when orders were issued dis- 
patching the vessel on a return trip 
in the midst of an arctic winter to 
save the whalers. The voyage was suc- 
cessful and would have attracted much 
attention bad not the victories of our 
navy in the war with Spain overshad- 
owed all else. This cutte:: continues its 
annual visits to Point Barrow, which 
is the northernmost point of the contl- 
nent. The cutter R. C. Perry has this 
year visited Attu island, the western- 
most of the Aleutian chain, and found 
three white fishermen who had seen no 
white men nor had any news from the 
outside world for a year. Their first 
question was, “Who ts president of the 
United States?” 

While the cutter service is under ex- 
isting law a part of the civil establish- 
ment, it may become available as a 
part of the militcry force of the coun- 


try. The officers and crews must be! in the middle. 


proficient in naval drills and have prac- 
tical knowledge of the use of firearms. 
Although the burden of the service is 
in the protection of the revenue and 
the enforcement of statutes affecting 
maritime interests, it has been abun- 
dantly shown in our wars that the 
boats of the revenue service prove of 
assistance in the navy. The Hfe of the 
officers is not always peaceful, and 
young men who seek this service may 
expect nearly as much fighting expe- 
rience as those who go into the larger 
arms of the service.

“Talk about the Chinamen,” said the 
engineer after doing a little oiling and 
sitting down to enjoy his pipe while 
the steamer was rolling off twelve 
knots an hour, “Bret Harte bit ’em off 
just as they are in his ‘Ah Sin.’ 
They’ve got more smooth cunning 
about ’em than a detective. Ill not 
soon forget how one of ’em tried to 
‘do’ us in the China sea away back be- 
fore Uncle Sam thought of owning the 
Philippines. I w&s running the engine 
of a chunky little boat used for towing 
called the Polly, and we were making 
Our stoker got sick, and 
we left him at Pontianak, Borneo, and 
took in his place Cheng Fen, the most 
whipped cur appearing Celestial I ever 
saw.

‘Insurance Men Made Accommo- 


dation Loans 


BIG CHECKS ARE MISSING 


Those Made Out to Hamilton 
Disappeared From Drawer to 
Which “Almost Anybody Had 
Access”--How McCall’s Rela- 
tives Got Cheap Rents 


New York, Oct. 5.—That John R 
Hegeman, president of the Metropol- 
itan Life Insurance company, bor- 
rowed $50,000 from the New York Life 
Insurance company at 1% percent in- 
terest, a rate below the market rate, 
was brought out in the insurance in- 


vestigation last week; but yesterday 
President McCall of the New York 
Life Insurance company testified that 
he in turn borrowed $75,000 from the 
Metropolitan at the same rate. This 
was in January, 1903; the loan was re- 
newed in January, 1904, and ran until 
March, 1905, when the rate of interest 
was advanced to 2 percent, at which 
rate it is still running. 

Mr. McCall testified that he was a di- 
rector of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance company, but not a stockholder. 
The fact of his being a director, Mc- 
Call continued, did not deter him from 
procuring a loan at as low a rate of in- 
terest as possible when it was to his 
interest to do so. 

Somewhat of a sensation was caused 
in the late hours of yesterday’s ses- 
sion of the legislative committee which 
is investigating the methods of life in- 
surance companies when Nell F. 
Towner of Albany was called to the 
stand and disclaimed any knowledge 
of the whereabouts of cancelled checks 
of Judge Hamilton of Albany. Towner 
testified that he was assoclated with 
Hamilton in the practice of law in Al- 
bany. 

The Hamilton account was again un- 
der investigation and McCall had been 
excused for a few minutes while 
Towner took the stand. 


in Europe. He had taken some can- 
celled checks from the Albany Trust 
company early in September and had 
thrown them into a drawer in Hamil- 
ton’s desk. He had had no occasion 
to look at them again until last week, 
when he received the subpoenae to 
appear before the committee. He was 
asked to bring these checks with him, 
but when he looked for them they were 
gone. He had no knowledge, he de- 
clared, of where they could haye gone 
or who could have taken’ them. 
Pressed by Mr. Hughes, he said almost 
anybody had access to the drawer in 
which the checks were placed. 

Mr. McCall, resuming, was asked 
about a deposit to the credit of Judge 
Hamilton of $162,041.67 on Sept. 1, 
1905. McCall said the New York Life 
had paid Hamilton no money, but sug- 
gested that part of it might come from 
the state comptroller’s office by reason 
of an assignment to Hamilton of tax 
moneys to be repaid the company as the 
result of the repeal of the tax law 
which relleved the New York Life 
from payment of taxes. 

Another tnteresting point was 
brought out by Hughes just before the 
committee adjourned for the day. Ed- 
ward IF’. Devlin, the real estate man- 
ager for the New York Life, was again 
called. It developed that the New 
York Life had acquired by foreclosure 
apartment houses in one of the most 
desirable residential sections of this 
city, and the cost, with the improve- 
ments deemed necessary, was $203,056. 
The net income from this property was 
found to be .023 percent on the invest- 
ment. Among the improvements was 
the throwing of two apartments Into 
one of nine rooms with two baths. 
These were rented for $1500 and’$1800 
a year. It then developed that four of 
the tenants were the immediate family 
of ‘President McCall, three sons and a 
son-in-law. Devlin was asked who 
fixed the rental of these properties, and 
he said he discussed the matter with 
McCall. 

Mr. McCall enlivened the day’s pro- 
ceedings further when he sald that 
there was no records on the books of 
the New York Life of the $150,000 
paid the Republican national commit- 
tee for contributions to presidential 
campaigns. While he had no personal 
knowledge that the money was paid, 
he assumed it was, because he had 
told the treasurer to. make these pay- 
ments, 

Earlier in the day McCall denied any 
knowledge of the legislative pool which 
was disclosed in the examination of 
Auditor Maine of the Equitable Life 
Assurance society. McCall on this 
question made the startling assertion 
that three quarters of the bills affecting 
life insurance companies were in the 
nature of blackmail. The officers of | 
the companies were worried at the be- 
ginning of each year, he said, by the 
proposal of laws that would hamper 
their companies and these officers 
“really trembled at what they would 
have to endure the first six months of 
each year.”

New York, Oct. 5.—A third threaten- 
ing letter has been received by Fran- 
cisco Mareaneina of Brooklyn, whose 
boy, Antonio, is alleged to have been 
kidnapped. In this letter demand is 
again made for the $5000 ransom asked 
for in a previous letter, and the threat } 
is made that the boy will be killed if 
the money is not paid at onee.

The president is particularly 
Interested in the approaching Ohio 
election and told Dick he would do 
everything in his power to insure the 
success of the Republican cause there 
It has been agreed tenta- 
tively that Messrs. Taft, Shaw, Wilson, 
Bonaparte and Moody will participate 
in the campaign. 


Ambassador Meyer on Vacation 

Washington, Oct. 5.—Ambassador 
Meyer, who has just arrived from St. 
Petersburg, called on the president, 
visited Secretaries Root and Taft and 
other officials, and afterward lunched 
with the president at the White House. 
This is the first visit Meyer has paid to 
the United States in a year, and he in- 
tends to go to his Massachusetts home 
and secure a much needed rest before 
returning to St. Petersburg. 


Dave Fultz Knocked Out 

New York, Oct. 5.—Dave Fultz, 
contrefielder of the New York Amer- 
ican league baseball team, who has 
been in a hospital for the past few days 
as a result of injuries received in a 
recent game with the Clevelands, will 
be able to leave that institution within 
a few days. Fultz’s Jaw was fractured 
and he will be obliged to keep his head 
In splints for six weeks after he leaves 
the hospital. 


Bioody Due! With Knives 

Duluth, Oct. 5—James Canty, a 
timber cruiser, and Gus Lahti, a home- 
steader, fought a duel to the death at 
Taber. So far as known the men had 
never met before and, as there were no 
witnesses, the origin of their quarrel 
is not known. They fought with 
knives and the mangled bodies of both 
men showed that the fight was a long 
and desperate one. 


Hitch on Technicalities 

New York, Oct. 5.—At the annual 
meeting of the trustees of the Peabody 
Education fund it was decided that the 
matter of granting $1,000,000 for the 
endowment of the institution at Nash- 
ville, which was decided on at a special 
meeting on Jan. 24, will be postponed, 
owing to technical considerations con- 
nected with the grant made by the 
state of Tennessee. 


Female Prisoners Fasting 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 5.—The “hunger 
strike,” which began Oct. 2 in the wo- 
men’s department of one of the large 
prisons here devoted to the detention 
of political offenders, has become gen- 
eral. For three days all the inmates 
of the prison have been refusing to eat 
as a protest against rough treatment 
and the general administrative condi- 
tions in the prison. 


New Jersey Doctors’ Scale of Fees 

Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 5.—The 
state homeopathic doctors, In conven- 
tion here, adopted a scale of fees to be 
charged for operations. The fee for 
stomach operations shall not exceed 
$500, nor be less than $50. A patient 
can haye a finger cut off for $5 or a leg 
removed for $150. 


No Special Cure For Consumption 
Paris, Oct. 5.—The international tu- 
berculosis congress discussed the 
varied forms and chemical aspects of 
consumption. It was admitted that a 
specific curative medicine had not been 
discovered, but the palliative qualities 
of certain remedies were recognized.

Wichita, Kas., Oct. 5.—Ex-Congress- 
man Jerry Simpson is very ill in this 
city.

No Change In Views of Pres- 


ident Roosevelt 


IS HOLDING CONFERENCES 


Taft Will Take Up the Matter In 
Ohio Campaign--Republicans 
Will Have to Favor the Plank 
Adopted by Democrats 


Washington, Oct. 5.—The resump- 
tion of business in Washington with 
the return of the president and his cab- 
inet Is making it clearly evident that 
railroad regulation is still the great is- 
sue and that conservative influences 
which have been operative during the 
summer to allay the anti-railroad leg- 
Islation have not completed their work. 

President Roosevelt told Mr. Towns- 
end of Michigan, one of the authors 
of the Esch-Townsend bill, who called 
at the White House, that he did not 
see the need of reiterating with such 
frequency his desire for comprehensive 
railroad legislation and his determina- 
tion to put his issue to the front when 
his position was absolutely settled. 
The details of the measure which have 
the stamp of the administration eap- 
proval are now subjects of frequent 
White House conferences. 

Secretary Taft, who will participate 
in the Ohio campaign this month, also 
purposes to talk the railroad issue. It 
will be recalled that in an address to 
the railroad congress here, last spring, 
he created something of a sensation by 
the emphasis which he placed on this 
issue and was. thereby brought into 
square antagonism with Senator For- 
aker of his own city. Taft, as presiding 
officer of the Ohio Republican state con- 
vention, spoke openly for the  presi- 
dent’s plan amid the applause of the 
convention, which, however, refused to 
adopt rate regulation in its platform. 

The Ohio Democrats promptly took 
up the case, bringing about a situation 
which may complicate Taft's position 
in the campaign. The advocates of the 
Roosevelt rate regulation policy will 
have to favor a plank which the Demo- 
erats of that state adopted after the 
Republicans had refused it a welcome. 

Representative Dalzell of Pittsburg 
has come out in an Interview on con- 
servative lines essentially those of the 
dominant leaders of the senate. It is 
thus apparent that although the ad- 
ministration’s railroad bill will doubt- 
less go through the house, it will meet 
much stronger opposition there than 
last year, when only 17 votes were 
recorded against the Esch--Townsend 
bill. 

It will not do for the conservative 
forces to delay their fight till the sen- 
is reached. A bill which goes 
through the house by too heavy a ma- 
jority carries with it an amount of 
prestige as a measure demanded by the 
people to make its defeat in the senate 
no easy task. A determined fight will 
be made in the house, even though the

conservative forces cannot look, for 
success there. 
Homicide Over a Coat 
New York, Oct. 5.—Bryan O’Don- 


nell, a Brooklyn saloonkeeper, will be 
arraigned to plead to a charge of homi- 
cide for the death of William Durand, 
whom O'Donnell pursued In the belief 
that Durand had stolen his coat from 
bis saloon. During the pursuit O’Don- 
nell tripped Durand with his foot, 
causing the suspect to fall and strike 
his head against a car track. As 
Durand lay unconscious on the ground, 
it is alleged that O'Donnell kicked him 
several times. 


Disorderly Austrian Statesmen 

Vienna, Oct. 5.—While Baron Von 
Sternberg was speaking in the lower 
house of parliament he was continually 
and badgeringly interrupted by Dr. 
Wolff, the Pan-German leader. Finally 
Von Sternberg threw a water glass at 
Wolff, striking him on the chest. A 
great uproar followed and the president 
of the house, being unable to restore 
order, declared the sitting suspended. 


Hearst For Mayor of New York 

New York, Oct. 5.—William R. 
Hearst was named as a candidate for 
mayor at a municipal ownership mass 
meeting last night and’a committee 
will select the rest of the ticket. Reso- 
Intions denouncing both of the old par- 
ties as being dominated by trust in- 
terests and declaring that the people 
of New York should elect officials to 
oppose corporations were adopted.

Police No Nearer Solution of 


the Winthrop Mystery 


PUBLICITY IN THE CASE 


The Only Reason Why Active 
Work Has Not Been Stopped 
--Identification of Torso Nec- 

Kessary to Secure Conviction 
Even If an Arrest Were Made 


Boston, Oct. 5.—There is not the 
remotest possibility of the Winthrop 
suit case mystery being solved for the 
present. As matters now stand, the 
police authorities of this clty, Win- 
throp and the state, who have in a 
measure been co-operating with each 
other, are completely baffied. ‘The 


chiefs of the various departments ad- 
mit that they are no better off than 
they were when the torso was found in 
the sult case 14 days ago. It Isa fact 
of common knowledge that if it were 
not for the publicity given the case the 
officials would have stopped active 
work on the case several days ago. 

As one well known official says: It 
will be absolutely impossible to secure 
a conviction in the case, even if an ar- 
rest is made, unless the identity of the 
woman is established. Because of the 
notoriety given the case the police are 
still making investigations, but they ad 
mit that they are absolutely unprodue 
tive of results. The authorities even 
go so far as to state that all they can 
do now is to wait for the unexpected 
to happen. 

The state officials are a Httle more 
sanguine than the city authorities and 
the former are exerting every effort 
possible to fathom the crime. They are 
even Investigating clues that the city 
police long ago abandoned as worth- 
less. The most any of the officials has 
been able to Iearn is that the suit case 
in which the torso was found was sold 
by Pawnbroker Berkman of Pleasant 
street and that a second suit case was 
sold by Pawnbroker Rubin. It Is also 
known who was the former owner of 
the case in which the torso was found, 
but all efforts to learn the identity of 
the purchaser of the cases or the iden- 
tity of the woman whose torso was 
found have proved fruitless. 

Jxpectations that the mystery might 
be partly solved by the conference at 
the office of Chief Shaw of the state 
police yesterday met with the same dis- 
appointing result that all of the offi- 
cials on the case have experienced dur- 
ing the last few days. In response to 
the request of the chief, Pawnbrokers 
Berkman and Rubin, and two other 
men whose names are not known, 
visited Chief Shaw together for the 
purpose of seeing the picture of a sus- 
pect which certain persons had already 
claimed that the brokers had identified. 

The men, it Is understood, failed to 
identify the photograph as a likeness 
of the man to whom they sold the suit 
cases. After the conference Chief 
Shaw refused to say anything regard- 
ing it, and he has also refused to-be 
interviewed about the case. 


Valuable Collection Stolen 

Paris, Oct. 5.—Reyv. Jeremiah Zim- 
merman of Syracuse, N. Y., the nu- 
mismatist and Egyptologist, who 
stopped over in Paris on his way to the 
United States from Egypt, has been 
robbed of the entire collection of 
ancient coins, medals and cameos ob- 
tained by him during his Egyptian 
tour and which were destined for the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art at New 
York. The value of the collection Is 
estimated at $200,000. An English- 
man staying at the same hotel has been 
arrested on suspicion. 


Missing Girl With Blind Tramp 

Rochester, N. Y., Oct. 5.—Mary 
Massoni, the Brockton, Mass., girl who 
disappeared several weeks ago with a 
beggar known as “Blind George,” has 
been found. A blind tramp beggar 
who gave the name of George Han- 
son, who was accompanied by a girl 
of 14, was arrested In a barn at 
Honeoye Falls. The girl proved to be 
the missing Mary Massoni of Brockton. 


Possibie Victim of “Black Handa” 

Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 5.—Gia- 
tiano Pisce, an Italian, was fatally shot 
while lying in bed. The attack was 
made by a masked man under the guise 
of robbery, but the police express the 
belief that it was the result of a “black 
hand” plot. The man demanded 
money and as Mrs. Pisce handed him a 
purse, he shot the woman's husband. 
Pisce is dying. 


Realignments of Powers 

Paris, Oct. 5.—Chancelleries here 
and throughout Europe are taking the 
keenest interest In the possible and 
even probable formation of a new Eu- 
ropean alliance consequent upon the 
termination of the war and the conclu- 
sion of a closer Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance. This has already reached the 
stage of discreet diplomatic soundings. 


Champion Middiewelght Wrestler 

Des Moines, Oct. 5.—Farmer Burns 
of Big Rock, Ia., defeated George 
Baptiste of St. Louis in a wrestling 
match for the middleweight champion- 
ship of America last night. Baptiste 
cook the first fall in 26m 34s. Burns 
won the next two In 8m 30s and 11m 


respectively. 


Privy Council! Approves Treaty 
Tokio, Oct. 5.—The peace treaty has 
passed the privy council. The meeting 
of the council was a prolonged one.

Has Prominent Men Locked Up 
on Charge of Swindling 

Bridgeport, Conn., Oct. 5.—Charged 
with swindling Henry G. Wheeler, a 
wealthy farmer of Stratford, out of 
§17,000, Attorney F. L. Rodgers of this 
tity and D. K. Tripp, a New York busi- 
ness man, are locked up on default of 
bail of $10,000 in each case. A war- 
rant was issued last night for the ar- 
test of William B. Sutphen of New 
York, said to be Tripp's busmess part- 
ner. Sutphen ts alleged to have hada 
hand in the operations which Wheeler 
says cost him over $17,000. 

Wheeler says that Rodgers and 
Tripp gave him a bundle of worthless 
mining securities in return for his en- 
dorsement of checks and that, together 
with several large sums of borrowed 
money for which he received bogus 
notes, he has parted with the sum 
named. 

Bail at first was fixed at $5000, but 
State Attorney Fessenden, on hearing 
the details of the case, ordered the 
amount of bail to be raised to $10,000. 
The case created considerable excite- 
ment here on account of the promi- 
nence of the prisoners. 


Hair Torn From Her Head 

Boston, Oct. 5.—Dragged by her hair 
beneath a machine with a revolving 
shaft working at the rate of 350 revo- 
lutions a minute, Kate Gaffney, 27, an 
employe of the Standard Raincoat 
company, was scalped. Her hair be- 
came entangled In the machine on 
which she was working as she stopped 
down, evidently to readjust the belt. 
The girl, who showed remarkable cour- 
age after the accident, though other fe- 
male employes fainted away, stag- 
gered to the front office of the works 
and fell unconscious. She was quickly 
conveyed to a hospital, where it is said 
she will soon recover. 


Unusual Action of Grand Jury 

Providence, Oct. 5.—Departing 
widely from its usual custom, the grand 
jury brought in indictments alleging 
obtaining money under false pretences 
against Aubrey L. Rice of Boston and 
William O. Gilman of this city, recent- 
ly arrested in San Francisco, on com- 
plaints that were the outgrowth of the 
loss alleged sustained by the United 
National bank of Providence through a 
$6500 loan for which an alleged worth- 
less railroad certificate was pledged as 
security. Requisition papers are in 
preparation. 


Postoffice Custodian Arrested 

Boston, Oct. 5.—Timothy W. Swift, 
assistant custodian of the Boston 
postoffice building, was arrested, 
charged with acceptance of a bribe in 
connection with furniture supplies for 
the building. Immediately after his 
arrest he was arraigned before Com- 
missioner Fiske for a hearing, but in 
the absence of counsel waived the read- 


ing of the complamt and was held in_ 


$2000 bonds for his appearance on Oct. 
11. Bail was produced. 


Business Man Drowns Himself 

Lynn, Mass., Oct. 5—The body of J. 
S. Barnet, aged 55, senior member of 
the firm of J. S. Barnet & Sons, tanners, 
was found in Black pond late yesterday. 
The indications point to suicide, al- 
though no reason for such an act could 
be given at Barnet’s office. Barnet, 
with his two sons, began business 
here two months ago, having disposed 
of his interests In the Barnet Leather 
company of Boston. 


Proved Thelr Innocence 

Boston, Oct. 5.—Julius Serauss and 
Miss Esther Marks, a young German 
couple who were detained by the Im- 
migration officials on their arrival here 
from Antwerp on suspicion of being 
connected with an embezzlement of 
$100,000 in Hamburg, were released af- 
ter a hearing before a special board of 
inquiry. ‘They proved their innocence 
beyond the slightest doubt. 


Bondsmen Caused Arrest 

Boston, Oct. 5.—Howard B. Lent, 
employed as a cashier by Henry W. 
Savage, a real estate dealer, was ar- 
rested on a charge of embezzling $1900. 
The actual shortage is said to be 
larger. Lent was under bonds In the 
Fidelity and Trust Company of Mary- 
land, and his arrest was brought about 
through the attorney of that company.

THE HEIGHT OF WAVES. 


It Is Never More Than Fifty Feet 
From Trough to Crest. 

Owing to many causes the ocean is 
never still, The wind {fs one of the chief 
disturbers, for it gives rise to waves. 
The effect of an ordinary storm is not 
felt below a depth of fifty feet, and be- 
neath 700 feet the water can only be 
disturbed by tides and undercurrents. 
When you read of “waves running 
mountains high’ you may be sure the 
writer has never seen a mountain, but 
has a fine flow of words. The usual 
height of a wave in common storms 
seldom is more than twelve feet and in 
violent gales on the open sea never ex- 
ceeds fifty feet from trough to crest 
and a length of about 600 feet. In the 
south Pacific waves forty-three feet in 
height have been measured, in the 
south Atlantic thirty-nine feet, in the 
bay of Biscay thirty-six feet, in the 
North sea and the Mediterranean thir- 
teen feet. Of course nearer land when 
driven furiously against an obstacle, 
such as 2 Nghthouse, waves often dash 
against the top of the lighthouse, such 
as the Bell Rock, 100 feet, and Unst, 
in the Shetlands, 200 feet. But in the 
deep sea, even in a howling tempest, 
they never run higher than fifty feet, 
which would be a very poor mountain, 
—New York Herald.

FEAT IN PHOTOGRAPHY 


How Philadelphia Girl Snapped 
a Highwayman.’ 


DEOEIVED BANDIT ; HAD HIM POSE 


—_—_— 


Miss Anna A, Wilkinson Tells How 
She Photographed Real Stage Rob- 
ber—Concealed Money Belonging 
to Women In Yosemite Party So It 
Could Not Be Found. 


After having foiled the highwaymen 
of the Yosemite valley, coming away 
with a snapshot of a robber in action 
in her hand bag, Miss Anna Agnes 
Wilkinson of West Philadelphia recent- 
ly returned to her home ready to take 
up the duties of a teacher in the Lan- 
dreth Grammar school, says a Phila- 
delphia special dispatch to the New 
York Herald. With Miss Wilkinson at 
the time were her sister and their 
mother. 

Miss Wilkinson is the only young 
woman In the world with a photograph 
of a real stage robber to her credit. 

“They sald he was a novice,” said 
Miss Wilkinson in speaking of the rob- 
ber, “but I don’t think he was any 
tyro. He knew his business all right. 
But really he was rather a nice young 
man. Through the holes in his mask I 
could see his eyes. They were fine, 
great blue eyes, and he had such a 
lovely soft voice. 

“It all happened in the daytime and 
on a road that is much traveled, the 
road from Raymond to the valley, by 
way of Wawona. The robber had post- 
ed himself behind a rock at a bend of 
the road, so that he had to climb up 
a steep grade to get to the point. When 
our four horses had strained and toiled 
up this grade the driver pulled them 
up to rest them a bit. It was then 
that the robber stepped out from be- 
hind a big bowlder and quick as a flash 
threw up a gun and leveled it at our 
heads. He called out sternly, ‘Get 
down out of that stage, every man of 
you but the driver.’ 

“In our part of the stage were two 
men, a German tourist and A. G. Veith, 
Austrian consul at Milwaukee. When 
the men did not move the robber shout- 
ed: ‘Get down! Get down, I tell you! 
Get down or I'll open up!’ 

“‘Retter get down in the road,’ the 
driver counseled. It was then the men 
began to get out into the road. We 
Women got up in the seats. ‘Sit down, 
you women,’ the highwayman said very 
distinctly, We sat down, you may be 
sure of that. 

“When the men were standing in the 
dust beside the stage the bandit had 
them turn with their backs to the stage 
and each man with his hands behind 
him, Then, while we sat in the stage 
waiting, the fellow went through the 
pockets of the men. While he was 
searching, the robber drew out a big 
revolver and carried it in one hand. 
He had his gun slung across his chest. 

“I didn’t learn just what he took out 
of the pockets of the men, but it was

She never departs from these 
hues, and the result is that she is 
called handsome without actually being 
more than fine looking. She is always 
perfectly dressed, and the harmony 
of her gowns, hats, jewels, flowers 
and accessories is most attractive. 

One need not carry the limitation 
quite as far as this. A dark woman 
might choose navy blue, brown, yel- 
low and white, with perhaps a little 
red and bright green carried into the 
trimmings of her hats. A blond wo- 
man would substitute black for brown 
and mauve or violet for yellow. Stick- 
ing to these colors year after year, the 
wardrobe would soon become harmo- 
nious and distinctive. 

Having selected one’s colors, it is 
comparatively easy to decide on the 
bumber of gowns one needs in a sea- 
son. It is also much easier to avoid 
buying useless things. If one buys 
ahead of the season, there is much less | 
probability of selecting the wrong 
thing. Of course white will be included 
in every scheme. It is perhaps not 
well enough realized that black is not 
becoming to every type—in fact, black 
is not an eaf%y color to wear. It should 
be avoided by the middle aged woman, | 
the thin woman and the sallow wo- 
man. A blooming young girl can wear | 
it, and it seems to be the right thing 
for the average aged woman. Others | 
should wear it discreetly, but white | 
ls nearly always becoming. From in- 
fancy to old age it is appropriate, and, 
generally speaking, it is economical.—

For Girls Who Embroider. 

I wonder how many girls know that 
embroidery should never be troned? 
Well, it should not. The proper way 
to finish off a piece of work done in a 
frame is: Before taking it out make 
some strong boiled starch, which, when 
cold, should be a thick jelly. Take 
some of it in the fingers and rub well 
into the back of the needlework, re- 
moving any surplus starch with soft 
paper. Of course the starch is only 
put on the worked parts of the ma- 
terlal, says Home Notes. 

If the work has not been placed in 
a frame it should be placed face down- 
ward on a clean cloth and nailed light- 
ly and evenly to the floor and treated 
in the same way. Large pleces of 
work should be always treated thus, 
and if starch is used afterward you 
need not finish off the ends of silk or 
wool, as the starch keeps them in 
Place. Work carried out in this way 
stands out and wears uncommonly 
well, but care must be taken to let it 
be thoroughly dry before unnailing it.

Scald the milk, beat the yolks of the 
eggs well and add them to the milk. 
Then add the cornstarch rubbed | 
smooth in a little milk, then the sugar. 
Stir until it thickens, when remove 
from the fire and flavor with vanilla. 
Crush eight of the macaroons with a 
Trolling pin and divide the quantity 
equally into six cups. Fill the cups | 
with the custard to within an inch of 
the top, stirring the crushed macaroons 
through the custard. Beat the whites 
of the eggs 40 a stiff froth, add a little | 
sugar and spread on the top of each | 
custard, then place on top a whole mac- 
aroon. Brown slightly in the oven and 
set away to get cold.—New York Post.

The undersigned has photographed 
over a hundred of the ancient dweliings 
of Quincy, and since beginning in 1900 
many of them have been torn down, and 
no likeness of them, would bave been 
preserved. All these old homesteads 
were once occupied by the old Quincy 
families, and descended from father to 
son for generations. It will bea pleasure 
to the descendants of these original 
owners or occupiers, and to posterity, to 
be able to see pictures of them. Similar 
work is being done in other places. 

I should like to obtain views of as 


many as possible of the old places which 
have been torn down in the past, 
such as the Central House, the 


Cherry Tavern, the Willow House, the 
Copeland homestead, the Panton prop- 
erty, the buildings which stood on the 
site of St. John’s church, and many 
others. I do not mean the gift of them, 
simply an opportunity to photograph 
them. 

In many_cases no photograph is in 
existence, and as many people have the 
gift of drawing, a pen and ink sketch 
will be very acceptable, even if it may 
seem crude and incomplete to the 
maker. 

Also, I want the names of the families 
who built or occupied these houses, and 
any incidents or traditions connected 
with them, and respectfully request that 
the same be sent tome, and they will 
be appreciated. As the object is purely 
a public one, I feel warranted in asking 
the co-operation of all who are inter- 


ested. The views will be carefully pre- 
served inthe Historical Society, and in 
several kindred organizations which 


have expressed a wish for them.

Massachusetts Republicans Are 


Divided In Opinion 


EXCITING CONVENTION 


A Three-Cornered Contest For 
Lieutenant Governorship and 
Five Aspirants For Position of 
Attorney General 


Boston, Oct. 6.—A demand for sub- 
stantial tariff revision, a three-cornered 
contest for the nomination for Tieu- 
tenant governor, and a remarkable con- 
test for the nomination for attorney 
general, with five well-known lawyers 


as aspirants, are the features of the 
Massachusetts Republican convention 
which is being held today in this city, 
making it one of the most interesting 
as well as enthusiastic conventions in 
the history of the party in this com- 
monwealth. 

The contest for attorney general rests 
almost entirely upon the personality of 
the candidates, but that for lieutenant 
governor is intimately connected witty 
the tariff revision demand which/yill 
be placed before the conventioy,, 

Eben 8. Draper of HopefZale is the 
candidate for leutenant’goyernor on 
the protection platfoy7), while Fred- 
erick S. Hall of. ;~aunton will ask for 
support as th€ representative of the 
reciprocity, wing of the party. The 
third cindidate is A. H. Goetting of 
Springfield. 

,¥For several hours the committee on 
resolutions of the convention listened 
to suggestions as to what the platform 
should contain. The sub-committee of 
the committee of 100 on reciprocal 
trade appeared and urged the recom- 
mendation that hides, coal, iron ore, 
lumber and wood pulp be placed by 
congress upon the free list. 

Andrew G. Webster, chairman of the 
sub-committee, said that over 380,000 
cards had been received from Republi- 
can voters in favor of substantial tariff 
reform. Eugene N. Foss, who made an 
unsuccessful attempt to have last 
year’s convention commit itself to 
reciprocity, addressed the committee 
at length in behalf of a revision plank. 

The platform declares that the policy 
of protection to American labor and 
American industries should be main- 
tained. It recognizes that tariff rates 
should be changed when conditions 
are so changed that the public inter- 
est demands it, and that the time of 
such revision must be determined by 
the representatives of the party for all 
parts of the country. 

It approves the position taken by 
Massachusetts senators and repre- 
sentatives at the last session of con- 
gress in favor of present action and 
urges that they should continue to 
press upon their party associates the 
wisdom of a consideration of the tariff 
for the purpose of revision and re- 
adjustment. 

It further recommends for the con- 
sideration of congress the enactment of 
a tariff provision which shall protect 
our exports against discrimination and 
secure to the United States the treat- 
ment accorded to the most favored na- 
tions in all foreign markets. 

This platform will in no way satisfy 
the reciprocity delegates, who freely 
declare that they will carry their fight 
into the convention. Eugene N. Foss 
said: “We must have free hides, coal, 
and lumber, and with Judge Hall as our 
standard bearer we shall demand these 
things of the convention. We _ shall 
demand also fair play by the use of 
the Australian ballot.” 

The five attorney general aspirants 
have their headquarters at the Amer- 
ican house, with huge banners, cam- 
paign buttons, badges and literature in 
evidence everywhere. The western 
Massachusetts delegates visit largely 
the quarters of Dana Malone of Green- 
field, the candidate of that section of 
the state, while Middlesex county is 
divided between District Attorney 
Sanderson of Ayer and Edgar R. 
Champlin of Cambridge. District At- 
torney French of the Norfolk-Plymouth 
district has an eager following from 
the southeastern section of the state, 
and Clinton Gowdy of Springfield, the 
fifth candidate, receives the delegates 
surrounded by an active group of sup- 
porters. Lieutenant Governor Guild, 
who is slated for the nomination of 
governor, Senators Lodge and Crane, 
Congressman Weeks, the permanent 
chairman of the convention, and others 
were accorded a pronounced ovation. 

The probability of a long drawn out 
contest for attorney general, together 
with the divisions on the tariff ques- 
tion and the nominations for lieu- 
tenant governor, have impressed the 
committee on arrangements with the 
fact that the convention may not be 
concluded in today’s sittings. In this 
event the convention will meet tomor- 
row, instead of this evening. Many 
ballots are looked for before the at- 
torney general nomination is decided, a 
majority going to one candidate only 
by withdrawals or combinations among 
the various candidates.

A LEADER IN EDUCATION 


Peoria Astounded at Revela- 
tions Concerning Professor 
Dougherty, Who Was School 


Superintendent For Years 


Peoria, lls., Oct. 6.—Professor New- 
ton C. Dougherty, superintendent of 
city schools of Peoria for more than 20 
years, president of the Peoria Na- 
tional bank and a capitalist, has been 
arrested on two true bills returned by 
the grand jury, charged with forgery 
and with embezzlement. 

The arrest followed an _ investiga- 
tion by the grand jury of charges 
prought against Dougherty that the ac- 
counts of the school funds, which were 
deposited in the bank of which he was 
president, were being manipulated. 
The investigation resulted in the dis- 
covery that there was a shortage of at 
least $60,000, but it may reach hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. The in- 
vestigation covered only the period 
from January, 1903. The grand jury 


will now, it is stated, investigate the | 


entire record of Dougherty as super- 
intendent of schools. 

Professor Dougherty was first ar- 
rested on a charge of forgery, the spe- 
cific charge being that he had forged 
a voucher for $164.50 for coal. He 
promptly furnished $3000 bail. The in-

Following his arrest on the charge of | 
forgery, Dougherty sent in his resigna- 


tion as president and director of the 
Peoria National bank.

committee would make no discrimina- 
tion in favor of Hyde in his examina- 
tion before the committee. 

The Chamber of Commerce yester- 
day adopted a resolution declaring that 
additional legislation is necessary for 
the proper regulation of life insurance 
companies. 

W. F. Thummel, the attorney who 
was associated with Judge Hamilton 
in looking after legislation for the New 
York Life, the Equitable Life and the 
Mutual Life Insurance companies in 
the so-called legislative pool that was 
exposed last week, testified before the 
committee that he is now employed as 
an attorney for the Mutual Life In- 
surance company, at a salary of $7200 
a year. Thummel said that he per- 
sonally placed in the hands of the 
chairman of the Republican congres- 
sional campaign committee $25 in 

cash which had been given the witness 
for that purpose by Vice President 
Granniss of the Mutual. 


Robert P. McCurdy had a number of 
documents in his hand as he mounted 
the platform to testify and when he 
had been sworn testified that he was 
the general manager of the Mutual 
Life Insuranec company. His pow- 
ers, he said, were delegated to him by 
the president and vice presidents of the 
company. His duties, he said, were 
principally confined to the supervision 
of the agency system of the company 
in this country and abroad. Like 
Perkins of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company, he appeared to be the 
one factor that built up the foreign 
business of his company. His salary, 
he said, was $30,000. 

The most startling part of McCurdy’s 
testimony was made when he submit- 
ted a statement of his profits, or the 
revenue from his contracts, on the 
foreign business of the company. 
From 1886 to 1908, while he was a 
member of the firm of C. H. Raymond 
& Co., the metropolitan agents of the 
Mutual Life Insurance company, his 
profits were $209,123. Under his con- 
tract with the firm he paid one-half, 
or $104,561 to Raymond, and from 
1898, when he left the firm, down to 
Aug. 31, 1905, his commissions were 
$1,059,267, making a total personal 
revenue from the foreign business 
from 1884 to 1905 of $1,163,829. 

During the period of his connection 
with the firm of C. H. Raymond & Co. 
McCurdy, according to his own testi- 
mony, was receiving his share of the | 
profits on the business of the Mutual } 
company written by his firm as the | 
metropolitan agents. This sum Mc-! 
Curdy was unable to give any esti-) 
mate upon and later in the day, when } 
Raymond was called, it was brought 
out that these profits to McCurdy 
amounted to $541,852 net, or after his 
share of the expenses of the firm’s 
profits had been deducted. This made 
a total of $1,705,681 that McCurdy re- |

In a letter sent to Samuel Unter- 
myer, C. E. Hughes of the legislative 
committee’s examining counsel, de- 
clared that he was “instructed to say” 
by the committee that “no discrimina- 
tion will be made in favor of Mr. Hyde 
with reference either to the scope or 
method of his examination.” 

Judging from Hughes’ letter, it 
seems improbable that Hyde's new of- 
fer will be accepted. Whether the 
committee will resort to the extreme 
measure of attempting to have Hyde 
indicted and extradited remains to be 
seen. It is a fact that the committee 
has considered this possibility, The 
Tribune says today.

Incident That Led to Its Invention 
by. Torricelli. 

The barometer was invented by Tor- 
ricelli, a pupil of Galilei, in 1643. In 
attempting to pump water from a very 
deep well near Florence he found that 
in spite of all his efforts the liquid 
would not rise higher in the pump 
stock than thirty-two feet. This set 
the young scientist to thinking, and as 
he could not account for the phenome- 
non in any other way he was not slow 
in attributing it to atmospheric pres- | 
sure. He argued that water would 
rise in a vacuum only to such a height 
as would render the downward pres- 
sure or weight of the column of water 
just equal to the atmospheric pressure, } 
and, further, that should a heavier fluid | 
be used the height of the column could | 
be much reduced. To prove this he 
selected a glass tube four feet long 
and after sealing one end filled it with | 
mercury and then inverted it in a| 
basin containing a quantity of the same | 
peculiar liqgwd. The column in the 
tube quickly fell to a height of nearly 
thirty inches above the mercury in 
the basin, leaving in the top of the 
tube a vacuum which is the most per- 
fect that has ever been obtained and 
which is to this day called the Tor- 
ricelli vacuum in honor of its discover- 
er. The name of the instrument means 
“air measure,” and its fundamental

GAMBLING. 


Why It Was Forbidden In Ancient 
Rome and England, 

Games “depending partly on skill 
and partly on hazard, with a view to 
the pecuniary gain,” were forbidden 
by the Romans both under republic 
and empire. This was not done be- 
eause these games tended to demor- 
alize the populace, but because it tend- 
ed to render them effeminate and un- 
manly. During the saturnalia, which 
was a period of license, these games 
were permitted. Rome was “wide 
open” then. And a like indulgence at 
other seasons was extended to the old 
men both among the Greeks and the 
Romans. It was one of the privileges 
of age. Tacitus mentions the existence 
of the vice of gambling among the an- 
cient Germans. 

In England, as in Rome, gambling 
was prohibited, not because it demor- 
alized, but because it rendered its dev- 
otees effeminate. An act passed in 
1541 had in view the double object of 
“maintaining the artillery and debar- 
ring unlawful games.” An act passed 
during the reign of Queen Anne de- 
clared that all bonds or other securi- 
ties given for money won at play or 
money lent at the time to play with 
should be utterly void, and all mort- 
gages or iucumbrances on lands made 
on the same consideration should be 
made over to the use of the mortgageor. 
This continued to be the law until 1845. 


The Yak. 

Yaks, which are the beasts of burden 
in Tibet, are very sure footed, and a 
good one will carry a load of over 200 
pounds safely along the steepest hill- 
side. They can exist on the scantiest 
grass, but grain food suits them for a 
few days only. Eight miles a day is 
good average work. A recent traveler

success. Tame yaks are white, black, 
gray and brown and al! intermediate 
graduations of these colors. The wild 
yak is invariably black, and in early 
spring his winter coat almost sweeps 
the ground. At such seasons wild and 
tame are almost Indistinguishable, and 
a story Is told of a big game hunter in 
Tibet who shot his own baggage ani- 
mals by mistake. 


The Horse Chestnut. 

Why “horse” chestnut? Ninety-nine 
out of a hundred will aaswer, “Don’t 
know; never thought about it.” All 
over the small branches you may find 
the minute horseshoes that give it the 
name. Where a bygone leaf has been 
the shoe, curve downward, with nail 
marks complete, is printed on the bark. 
And it is said that among the twigs 
may be found some with an odd and 
lifelike resemblance to a horse’s foot 
and fetlock. 


The Opening In the Tomb. 

The perforation of the tomb was al- 
most certainly intended as a door of 
exit for spirits. Even in later times, 
when the dead were burned, holes were 
often bored or knocked in the urns that 
contained the ashes for the same pur- 
pose. Some cinerary urns have been 
found with little windows, as it were, 
made in them and a piece of glass 
placed over the hole.

devolve upon the board of trustees. 
Chere are no stockholders, as the bank 
issues po stock. It is incorporated 
only with the distinct object, as stated 
in the law, of receiving the surplus 


funds or savings of individuals and in- 
vesting these to the pecuniary ady antage 
of depositors. No depositors can have 
more in deposits in! his 
Own name at any one time. This pro- 
vision makes a savings bank a people’s 
institution, preventing it from becom- 
ing the depository for the accumulated 
possessions of the wealthy. The presence 
of such an institution in a community 
naturally stimulates a person, possess- 
ing ¢ven the slightest element of thrift 
in his or her make-up, to systematically

BIRTHPLACES OF PRESIDENTS. 


Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Danghters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Small fee asked. 

Birthplace of Jobn Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Franklin street, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society., Open to public 
afternoons from 2 to 5.

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE 
Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 


MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 


Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN.

The girl was taken about a year ago} 
from the Illinois Industrial Home for 
Girls by Hart and his wife, who de- 
sired a girl who could serve in a meas- 
ure as a companion for Mrs. Hart, who 
is but 17 years of age, and at the same 
time do light work about the house. 

Police Inspector Wheeler subjected 
Hart to an exhaustive examination last 
night in the effort to secure from him a 
statement of the occurrences in the 
house during Thursday afternoon, but 
the physician insisted throughout that 
the girl was not murdered; that he did 
not misuse her, and that he did not at- 
tempt to commit suicide. He declared 
repeatedly that the girl had taken the 
poison by mistake and said that his ex- 
citement was caused by the fear that 
he might be accused of her death. Af- 
ter finding that the girl was dead, he 
declared that he took an injection of 
morphine to quiet his nerves and took 
an overdose. 

Dr. Lewke, the coroner’s physician, 
who examined the body of the girl, de- 
clared last night that there was not 
the slightest doubt that she had been 
treated in a revolting manner.

|rope. A simple knot is made, as in the 
first diagram, and then igs second knot 


is made, forming what is known as a 


square knot, as shown in the second 
diagram. The next move is to carry 
| the end of the cord marked A down- 
| ward through the first loop. The third 
| diagram shows the tangle thus formed, 
| and it is such a thorough tangle that to 
pull the two ends of the string would 
Inake a hard and complicated knot. 

[au the end A of the cord is now 
brought up over the outside of the first 
loop and is carried down through the 
second loop, coming out in the same 
| direction with the end B, as in the 
fourth diagram. Now, by taking hold 
of the two ends of the cord and pulling 
them the cord may be drawn out per- 
fectly straight, the knots disappearing.

| HOW THE KNOTS ARE MADE. 


The performance may be made more 
mystifying by asking a spectator to 
hold both ends of the cord, while the 
operator, concealing the knotted por- 
tion in his hands, rubs the knots out, 
leaving the spectator in possession of 
a smooth and unbroken string. Possi- 
bly the spectator may follow the whole 
operation so closely as to be able to 
perform it himself on the first trial, 
but he will be apt to make a mistake 
in forming the second loop and reverse 
the twist shown in the second diagram. 
In that case he will succeed only in 
tying a knot that will beWifficult to un- 
tie after the attempt is made to pull 
the cord straight.

Other Changes. 


The new timetable of the N. Y., N. 
H. & H. R. R. which went into effect 
Sunday contains but few changes in the 
local train service. No train has been 
discontinued. 

One new train has been added to the 
outward service. This is a traio that

The only changes on the Granite 
branch are at the Montclair station.

Fall River Operatives to Ask 
For Old Wage Scale 


SHARED THE ADVERSITY 


Condition of Cloth Market at 
Fall River Said to Be Better 
Than For Years and Textile 
Workers Want to Share Profit 


Fall tsiver, Mass., Oct. 9.—The Fall 
River Textile council, at a meeting 


The third trial occupied nearly REAL ESTATE and INSURANGE, Sunday, voted to request the Manufac- 


turers’ association to restore the reduc- 
tion of 12% percent in wages which 
was made on July 25, 1904. Secretary 
Taylor of the council was instructed 
to ask the association to make the ad- 
vance on Monday, Oct. 23. 

The meeting was a long one and the 
textile situation in all its phases was 
discussed. Delegates were present 
from the Weavers, Carders, mule 
Spinners and Loomfixers’ unions. The 
Slasher Tenders’ union is not repre- 
sented at this time in the council. 

After the meeting Secretary Taylor 
said that the sentiment expressed at 
the meeting was that the operatives, of 
whom there are nearly 30,000 in the 
cotton mills of Fall River, had shared 
the adversity experienced by the manu- 
facturers, and that as the cotton cloth 
trade had reached a stage of prosperity, 
the employes should have some share 
in the improved conditions. 

The margin between the cost of 
manufacture and the selling price of 
cloth, it was stated, had now reached 
81.5, whereas the margin fixed by 
Governor Douglas, when he acted as 
arbitrator just before the close of the 
great strike last winter, was 74.38, a 


f basis which must be reached, the gov- 


ernor decided, before an advance of 5 
percent in wages could be made. The 
decision of Governor Douglas, how- 
ever, was not binding after April last, 
and the margin did not reach the fig- 
ures named by him until well along 
in the summer. 

The Textile council voted not to pre- 
sent a demand for an advance to M. C, 
D. Borden, owner of the Fall River 
Iron Works company, which operates 
six large cotton mills not represented 
in the Manufacturers’ association. 
Borden reduced wages to conform with 
the lower scale paid in the other mills 
last winter, just as the strike was 
drawing to a close. No reduction was 
made in the Iron Works mills in 1904. 

The union officials decided not to lay 
the question before Borden at this 
time, fearing that such action might 
be interpreted by the other manufac- 
turers as an attempt to force them into 
some action by inducing Borden to 
take the initiative. Should the asso- 
ciation make concessions, the union of- 
ficers say they have no fear but that 
the Iron Works mills will do some- 
thing for their 4000 or more employes. 

Secretary Taylor addressed a letter 
today to the Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion containing the request, and it is 
expected a meeting of the association 
will be called at an early date. 

The condition of the cloth market 
here is said to be better than it has 
been for years. The mills have orders 
to keep them busy well up to the new 
year. 

The manufacturers do not care to 
comment on the action of the Textile 
council until the association receives 
official notitication. 


Men and Horses Killed 

Millersburg, Pa., Oct. 9.—VThree men 
were killed, one man was injured and 
a carload of race horses were either 
killed or so badly hurt that they had to 
be shot, as the result of a collision be- 
tween a fast mail train and a caboose 
and box car containing race horses. 
The mail train was preceded out of 
Harrisburg by a fast freight train 
which lost some time. The caboose and 
box car accidentally uncoupled at a 
junction and the mail train overtook 
them. 


Hughes’ Mind Not Made Up 

New York, Oct. 9.—Rumors have 
been current that Charles E. Hughes, 
chief counsel of the legislative insur- 
ance investigating committee, would 
decline the Republican nomination for 
mayor of New York, made at the city 
convention last Friday. In reply to 
these stories Hughes says that no one 
should infer from anything he had 
said that he either accepted or declined. 


Skipper Haff at Death’s Door 

New York, Oct. 9.—Captain Hank 
Haff, sailing master of yachts that 
successfully defended the America's 
cup, who has been ill for several 
months, is reported as much worse. 
He is at his home in Islip, L. I. It is 
said that he is suffering from cancer 
of the stomach. Two physicians are 
in constant attendance upon him. 


Boy Killed In Auto Accident 

Middletown, Conn., Oct. 9.—Little 
hope is held out for the recovery of 
Mrs. Walter G. Cowles, who was in- 
jured Saturday night when a train ran 
into the automobile in which she, her 
husband, Mrs. L. A. Keady, the 6-year- 
ond son of Mr. and Mrs. Cowles, and a 
chauffeur, were riding. The Cowles 
boy was killed almost instantly.

Cossack Brutality at Moscow 

London, Oct. 9.—Special dispatches 
describe the desperate state of affairs 
at Moseow Saturday and Sunday. 
Many persons were killed or wounded 
in the rioting in a great square front- 
ing the monastery, where the troops 
used sabres and rifles, firing point 
blank into the rioters. The authorities 
have issued a proclamation giving the 
police absolute power to prevent as- 
Semblages. Many of those arrested 
were made to run the gauntlet of a 
double line of Cossacks in a long, nar- 
row courtyard, the soldiers brutally 
striking them with knouts and the 
butts of rifles until they dropped faint- 
ing or dead at the end of the line. 


Sought Roosevelt's Aid 

Washington, Oct. 9.—A young wo- 
man claiming to be Nadage Doree, a 
Russian, who says she has spent the 
greater part of her life in New York 
city, was arrested here while distribut- 
ing circulars at the entrance of St. 
John’s church. She has been in Wash- 
ington since Thursday and on several 
occasions had visited the White House 
in an effort to see the president and, 
the police say, had been a cause of an- 
noyance. Miss Doree says she was 
simply earnest in her efforts to get the 
president’s aid in helping the oppressed 
Jews of her native land. 


Killed Man in Seif Defense 

Binghamton, N. Y., Oct. 9.—Angelo 
May and Guiseppe De Angelo had 
trouble in a saloon, when De Angelo 
and a companion followed May, threat- 
ening to kill him. He kept warning 
them away with his revolver, until De 
Angelo headed him off. The two men 
then had him between them and De 
Angelo attempted to strike him, when 
May shot him through the head, killing 
him. Witnesses of the affray say that 
the shooting was entirely in self-de- 
fense. May was arrested, but his com- 
panion escaped.

the residents of Wollastun 
beach and Atlantic are thoroughly 
aroused over the proposition to lo- 
cate the large stable of the New- 
ell, Snowling Construction Co. in 
that locality was evident by the 
large number who appeared in op- 
position to the location asked at 
the hearing Monday night given by 
the Board of Healtb. 

The hearing was held in the Council 
chamber and several were forcible in 
their declaration that the permit should 
not be granted. 

The petition asked for a permit 
to build a stable for 45 borses off Jeffer- 
son street, Ward Six, is what is known 
as the hole of Coleman Bros. The 
petition stated that the location was 
150 feet from the nearest Louse, 25 feet 
lower than the houses and nearly half a 
mile from the nearest church. Also 
that the petitioners owned lots on both 
sides. 

Chairman Teasdale of the Board of 
Health presided. At the suggestion of 
P. R. Blackmur, counsel for E. C. 
Davis, a map showing the location de- 
sired was exhibited. 

Tax Collector Cunningham was stren- 
uous in his objection. The petition 
should not be granted. The location 
was in a thickly settled residential sec- 
tion aud would bea detrir.ent to prop- 
érty. ; 

Councilman Gassett cbjected. The 
location desired was near bouses and it 
would be an injury to the whole ward. 

Councilman Sawyer objected. The 
fact of its being 25 feet below houses 
was bad. Physicians say that a hollow 
is no place for a stable on account of 
drainage. 

Frederick A. Fogg—In the interest 
of the health of the whole ward the pe- 
tition should not be granted. It would 
be in direct contact with houses on 
Charles street, 

Councilman Gearwar-—Aside from the 
sanitary conditions that would exist, 
there was the moral condition of such 
a place especially on Sundays. 

Ralph W. Hobbs felt the granting of 
the petition would be like giving a 
black eye to the city. 

Charles E, Gill said every resident 
who had children knew what objection- 
able places large stables were 

Counsel Blackmur said Mr. Davis 
objected to any locality near the houses 
as there was a liability that it would be 
a detriment to health. 

Chairman Teasdale said the Board 
would like to hear from the resi- 
dents of Ward Six whether there 
was any location tbat would not be 
objectionable. 

Mr. Newell, representing the peti- 
tioner, said he wished it understood 
that his company would not pay for 
the privilege. Several letters had 
been received objecting, one stating 
if he could call at the writer’s of- 
fice matters might be fixed up. 

Tax Collector Cunningham thought 
he should produce the letters. He has 
given the gentlemen herea black eye, 
and it was up to him to make good. 

James S. Whiting said that he was 
the ore probably referred to, He wrote 
the firm stating that he was about to 
build a house in that locality, and that 
he objected to the stable, but if the 
gentlemen would call at his office some 
satisfactory arrangement might be made, 

Mr. Whiting read the letter in ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Newall said that his company 
had another location containing 40 
acres, known as the Hull farm. 

The same objections were also made 
to that location by the gentlemen 
present. 

Councilman Gearwar suggested what 
is known as the Hummock as a possible 
location. 

This was also favored by Council- 
man Sawyer, Mr. Blackmur and others. 

Mr. Newell said that the Park Com- 
missioners would probably object to 
that. Continuing he said the company 
had secured practically the only place 
it could get. It was almost impossible

to get a place that would be satisfactory 


to everyone.

the pleasure of a boulevard than have 
this stable. 

In reply to a question, Mr. New- 
ell said his contract expired in 
December 1906, and that he was 
under $20,000 bonds. 

Chairman Teasdale, in reply to a 
question, said if any of the regu- 
lations for a stable were violated it 
would revoke the permit. The petition 
calls for a stable only, there can be 
no dwelling in the stable. 

Mr. Newell—The men ‘will be located 
on the Hull property whether the stable 
is there or not. 

In reply to the further question, as 
to the extremes of his contract, Mr. 
Newall said it was from the Sailors 
Home to the Atlantic bridge. 

At this point, no other gentlemen 
desiring to be heard, the hearing 
closed,

Donnelly Given His Freedom

| THE LEADING ISSUE 


President Considers It to Be: 


Rate Legislation 


A GEOGRAPHICAL FIGHT 


Some Eastern Friends Unable 
to Agree With Him--Cabinet 
Changes Discussed In Recent 
Conferences at Washington 


Washington, Oct. 10.—Enough con- 
ferences have been held by President 
Roosevelt with his cabinet and other 
influential advisers to make reasonably 
clear the legislative program of the ad- 
ministration for the coming session of 
congress. 

No emphasis will be put upon the 
tariff. The president believes it impos- 


sible to make the public think of two 
questions of such magnitude as tariff 
revision and railroad rate regulation at 
the same time, and to attempt anything 
of the kind, he declares, along both 
lines would be to scatter the adminis- 
tration’s energies and so invite de- 
feat. The oniy influence that could 
make the tariff question acute would 
be a large deficiency in government 
revenues, calling for readjustment, and 
of that there is now little prospect. 

Since last year the president’s views 
of the railroad questions have assumed 
much more definite shape, so that his 
friends will go into the contest with a 
distinct knowledge of what he desires. 
Nevertheless the president will leave 
boundary lines somewhat vague in his 
message and other official announce- 
ments, because he realizes the com- 
promise character of all important leg- 
islation, and wishes to be in a position 
to accept the result, provided any- 
thing substantial is obtained, without 
seeming to have sacrificed too much 
from what he had originally desired. 

The rate-making power is the pivot 
of the controversy. It appears from 
the senators who have already con- 
ferred with the president that the fight 
will assume somewhat geographical 
lines. Some of his best senatorial 
friends in New England and on the 
eastern coast will probably be unable 
to go with him on the rate legislation. 
His attitude towards the sections has 
been this: He has carried New Eng- 
land, half afraid and half in pretest, 
for certain of his legislative policies, 
while through the west he has had to 
preach conservatism, urging his friends 
in that section to be a little less stren- 
uous. This general experience doubt- 
less will be repeated the coming win- 
ter on the railroad legislation. 

Considerable attention has been 
given in these recent White House con- 
ferences to the changes in the cabinet 
which will soon be necessary. The 
president’s original plan to transfer 
Bonaparte to the department of jus- 
tice, should Moody insist upon retiring 
in the spring, is somewhat discouraged 
by the aptitude which Bonaparte has 
developed for the place he now holds, 
and the considerable opportunity there 
for really effective work. It develops 
that Bonaparte is a much more aggres- 
sive naval advocate than the president 
himself, and would recommend a much 
more extensive building program, hay- 
ing less confidence than Roosevelt in 
disarmament. It has been assumed 
that George Von L, Meyer would suc- 
ceed to this place when Moody left the 
cabinet, and this is still an administra- 
tion plan. It was recently sald of 
Meyer at a White House conference, 
that he had been assigned to the most 
critically important diplomatic post un- 
der the government, and had “made 
good.” 


The Gould-Ramsey Contest 

Toledo, Oct. 10.—George J. -Gould 
has arrived in Toledo ready for the an- 
nual meeting of the Wabash railroad. 
Joseph Ramsey, Jr., ex-president of the 
road, the former friend and present 
‘antagonist of Gould, is also on the 
ground, prepared to fight for the control 
of the Wabash system. Other directors 
of the road are here and all of them 
seem disposed to uphold Gould’s in- 
terests. Ramsey, save for his legal 
advisers, seems to stand practically 
alone.

Oliver Wendell 
Holmes missed election by only three 
votes, receiving 48 of the 51 neces- 
sary, the full board of electors number- 
ing 100. The greatest surprise of the 
day was the defeat of Edgar Allen Poe, 
who received only 43 votes, the same 
number received by James Fenimore 
Cooper. Ameng the other literary men 
who failed of election were William 
Cullen Bryant, Francis Parkman, and 
John L. Motley, each of whom re- 
ceived 46 votes, and Horace Greeley 
and George Bancroft, who were tied 
with 39 votes. 

In the class of teachers no nominee 
recelvyed 51 votes and this corner of the 
Hall of Fame will receive no addition 
this year. Phillips Brooks, who re- 
celved 49 votes, was the leader in this 
class, Mark Hopkins, with 38, being 
second. 

No jurist or scientist was 
Rufus Choate who led in the former 
class, recelying only 31 while 
Joseph Henry, who led the scientists, 
recelvyed 32. Chief among the soldiers 
who failed ‘of election were Nathaniel 
Greene, with 388 votes, “Stonewall”

GOODS LANDED IN HAYTI 


Carried Across Border at Profit 
of Over $350,000 a Year--Now 
Being Checked by Our Govern- 
ment--Cannibalism In Hayti 


Washington, Oct. 10.—H. F. Worley, 
an agent of the insular bureau, who 
was sent to Santo Domingo to Investi- 
gate the revenue conditions on the 
border between the Dominican and 
Haytian republics, has made a partial 
report to the war department. 

He estimates that the 
that has been going on across this bor- 
der has cost the Dominican govern- 
ment from $350,000 to $400,000 a year. 
The method was to land geods at 
points In Hayti and send them by 
vousting vessels near the Dominican

Worley was sent down there to estab- 
lish custom houses in the interior be- 
tween the two countries, and he was 
warned that if he attempted to carry 
out his Instructions he was liable to be 
assassinated, so determined are the 
smugglers to continue their traftic. 
But custom houses have been estab- 
lished and others will be established 
until it will be impossible to continue 
the smuggling. The department doubt- 
less will send enough men to Santo 
Domingo to protect the revenues of 
the government.

NO FULL RESTORATION 


But Fall River Mill Men May 
Advance Wages Somewhat 
Fall River, Mass., Oct. 10.—The 


current expression of opinion among 


manufacturers on the wage request is 
that they will be forced to grant some 
kind of an advance. They feel much 
disturbed at the action of the union 
leaders in requesting the restoration of 
the full reduction in this.city, when 
nothing has been done In Rhode Island, 
where the print cloths were sold at 
35-8 cents, which led to the sharp 
change in the wage margin. There is 
no disposition to hurry the matter of 
considering the request. 

The most common talk heard is that 
mills are not running under contracts 
made on the present margin, but from 
12 to 14 percent below it. They con- 
cede that as it Is their wish to have 
wages controlled by margins, they 
must consider any request based on 
them. They say the advance should 
not be granted until It is clear that the 
margin is reasonably fixed at or above 
certain figures, and for that reason 
some of them do not want any hasty 
action taken. 

No manufacturer is willing to say 
that a full restoration will be forth- 
coming on the date fixed by the Textile 
council, while nearly all of them say 
positively that they will not favor a

Blasting With Acetylene. 

A new process for using calcium 
carbide in blasting is described in a 
French magazine. A sheet iron cylin- 
der is used as a cartridge. It has three 
separate compartments — one contain- 
ing calcium carbide, another water 
and the third only air and an electric 
fuse. The cartridge is placed in the 
drill hole, the latter closed by a wood- 
en plug, and the water in the cartridge 
then allowed, by a special device, to 
flow into the carbide compartment. 
After about five minutes, during which 
time the cartridge has become filled 
with a mixture of acetylene and air 
under high pressure, the electric fuse 
is ignited by a current, and a violent 
explosion results. 


New Ligaid a Marvel. 

Dr. Artz, inventor of. zorene, a fluid 
which is said to preserve metals from 
the effects of oxygen, to double the 
density of nearly every kind of stone 
and to be a germicide of enormous 
power, recently demonstrated the 
fluid’s powers before a gathering of 
scientists and contractors in London. 
Zorene is an attractive looking liquid 
of a rich raisin red, like sirup. It 
| smells strongly of sulphur and india 
rubber. It is harmless. The composi-

He 
represented Quincy and Weymouth in 
the Legislature, and took a prominent 
part in drafting the city charter of 
Quincy. He had an appointment at 
Washington in the Cleveland adminis- 
tration and afterwards was Mayor of 
Boston. 

Mr. Quincy was married while in 
London, at St. George’s Church, Han- 
over square, Feb, 17, 1900, to Mrs. Wil- 
liam Tyler, widow of Professor William 
R. Tyler, who was head master of the 
Adams Academy at Quincy, Mass., and 
who died in November, 1897. 

Mr. Quincy, by his marriage to Mrs. 
Tyler, also had the son of Mrs. Tyler, a 
lad 16 years of age, take the name of 
Quincy. There is also a son, who was 
born at Florence, Italy, in May, 1903. 
Mrs. Quincy died in January, 1904, and 
because of the recent death the coming 
marriage will be private.

DR. SHEAHAN. 


Frederic Allison Tupper, head mas- 
ter of the Quincy High school a 
few years ago, pays a high tribute 
of respect to his friend Dr. Sheaban 
in the Boston Transcript of Monday. 
He says: 

{ao the death of Dr. Joseph M. 
Sheahan not only Quincy and its 
vicinity but the entire country has 
met with a most serious loss. His 
unfaltering devotion’ to his profes- 
sion, his unfailing kindness to his 
patients, all of whom were his friends, 
his unstinted generosity to the 
benevolent orders with which he 
was connected, cannot be too highly 
praised. 

His services in the cause of public 
education afford a splendid example of 
personal sacrifice in the interests of the 
people. As chairman on the committee 
on high schools of the city of Quincy, 
he exhibited the most enlightened, able 
and progressive leadership in securiog 
for the boys and girls of Quincy forever 
the unspeakably valuable opportunities 
of the best secondary education. Not 
satisfied with performing the ordinary 
duties of a member of the school com- 
mittee in a most acceptable manner, by 
his sterling character and extraordinary 
ability he gave new dignity to his pub- 
lic offices. 

In pursuance of the plan of developing 
a great public High school in Quincy, 
he not only favored and carried to a 
successful accomplishment every meas- 
ure tending to the improvement of the 
school, but he made frequent visits te 
the institution, established prizes for 
excellence in English composition and 
in translation from Greek, Latin, 
French and German, was the honored 
friend of the headmaster; the teachers, 
aod the pupils, and took the keenest 
personal interest in the welfare of 
everyone connected with the school. 
He even took time to conduct classes in 
his favorite subject of French literature 
in which he was more proficient than 
any other American whom I have ever 
met. 

In his own career and in bis unceas- 
ing interest in public education in all 
of its departments be manifested that 
‘* passion for -education’’ s¢ character- 
istic of the highest American type. 
His familiarity with the humanities 
was extraordinarily broad and deep. 
By his remarkable natural ability, his 
singularly retentive memory, his pre- 
paratory, collegiate, and professional 
study, supplemented by that literary 
and artistic culture which is like the 
breath of life to men of his type of 
mind, Dr. Sheahan developed in the 
face of many difficulties and discourage- 
ments a personality that exercised a 
perpetual charm over countless friends. 

Himself an athlete of the highest 
and most honorable type, he lent 
his sanction to outdoor games and 
many sports. But he was the unequivocal 
foe of all professionalism and trick- 
ery in athletics. 

His devotion to the humanities in 
the midst of unusually exacting 
professional duties, in this age of 
materialism, was most delightful to 
contemplate. His intuitively felicitous 
translations from Greek, Latin and 
French were exquisite in the grasp 
of the spirit and the beauty of 
the form. 

A genial humor pervaded his entire 
life. Like Sophocles: ‘‘ He saw life 
steadily and saw it whole.” 

An astonishing familiarity with the 
best in art, whether in literature, paint- 
ing, sculpture, architecture, music, or 
the drama, gave great significance to 
his criticism, which had permanent 
value because founded on what a widely 
known writer has declared to be the 
elements of oriticism, namely, ‘‘Know!]- 
edge, taste, character.’’ 

How many delightful nours~have I 
spent with bim in that sacred past dis- 
cussing Homer, Virgil, Horace, Cor- 
neille, Racine, Beranger, De Musset, 
Victor Hugo, Thackeray, and many 
another gifted with the ‘‘fea sacre!’’ 
How many hints haveI gained from 
him about education, art, and human 
nature! ‘*To know him wasa liberal 
education. ’’

Club 


Legal 
Status of 
Christian 
Science 


The Wollaston Unitarian club opened 
the season Tuesday evening by a large 
gathering of members. At 6.30 a 
banquet was served in the vestry of the 
church including a fine clam chowder, 
roast beef with gravy, mashed potatoes, 
spaghetti, rolls, raspberry sherbet, 
frozen pudding and coffee. 

Walter E. Simmons, the new presi- 
dent, presided. A special committee 
reported new by-laws, which under the 
rules were laid on the table. 

The speaker of the evening was Prof. 
George E. Gardner, dean of the law 
school of Boston University, on the 
legal status of Christian Science. 

Prof. Gardner said at the outset that 
he did not intend to discuss Christian 
Science, and it was not his purpose to 
antagonize the Scientists. He admitted 
that it has practically done in many 
cases much good. 

Physicians who practice medicine, 
he said, were obliged to take out li- 
censes. In Nebraska an examination is 
required. The civil liabilities of regu- 
lar physicians were outlined. The 
courts hold that they must exercise 
skill and care. 

No test, be said, could be applied to 
Christian Scientists. The only court 
case was in New Hampshire. 

Relative to the criminal liability, 
where a Scientist doctored to the dis- 
advantage of a patient, he said the ques- 
tion of individual liberty enters. With 
a parent or guardian of a minor cbild, 
it was different, There was an old 
English law that parents shall supply 
medical treatment. It wasalso a law in 
New York and Ohio. 

In Massachusetts there were but two 
decisions. An uneducated Beverly 
doctor was indicted, but the judge 
ruled there had been no unlawful act. 
A West Boylston uneducated doctor, 
however, was convicted, it being main- 
tained that he was foolhardy and liable. 

The speaker considered these cases in 
connection with Christian Science doc- 
toring. He said, sooner or later, a case 
would arise against the Scientist, when 
the court may rule against them. 

A discussion of subject of Christian 
Science followed,in which R. F. Claflin, 
W. G. Corthell, Eugene H. Sprague, J. 
H. Broughton, Frank E. Parlin and 
Mr. Cummings took part, 

Rev. E. W. Hunt, the new pastor of 
the Unitarian church, was then ini- 
tiated into the club, being requested to 
make a speech. He responded happily, 
telling several stories and emphasizing 
the fact that a club may stand fora 
vital force in a community. 

All stood when a rising vote of 
thanks was proposed for Prof. Gardner, 
the speaker of the evening.

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| CAMPAIGN FUNDS 


Mutual Life Contributed to Ex- 
tent of $90,000 


“LEGAL EXPENSE” ITEMS 


Payments Made Without Vouch- 
er or Receipt--Company Paid 
$72,000 In One Year For 
Luncheons For Employes 


New York, Oct. 11.—The sessions of 
the insurance investigating committee 
were terminated for the week at the 
adjournment yesterday, because of the 
death of Speaker Nixon of the state 


assembly. The committee was hold- 
ing a meeting to consider what action 
to take in the event of his death when 
a dispatch was received announcing 
the end. 

The feature of the day was the pres- 
ence as witnesses of the executive offi- 
cers of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company. These were President R. 
A. McCurdy and Vice Presidents Gran- 
niss and Gillette. While it had been 
hinted that some expenditures charged 
to legal expenses might have been con- 
tributions to campaign committees, it 
was announced definitely by Gillette 
that the Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany contributed $40,000 to the Repub- 
lican national committee last fall; that 
in 1900 $35,000 was contributed, and 
in 1896 $15,000 was given for cam- 
paign purposes. P 

Mr. Gillette testified that he paid 
these amounts personally in cash, and 
later in the day McCurdy said that 
while he knew campaign contributions 
had been made he did not know the 
amounts. He said that no contribu- 
tions had been made to campaign com- 
mittees before 1896 and that no contri- 
bution to state or municipal campaigns 
had ever been made in this or any 
other state. 

An interesting statement was made 
by Robert Olyphant when he was on 
the stand. Olyphant is chairman of 
the expenditures committee and he 
could not tell what the $25,000 items 
drawn to his order were for beyond 
that they were for legal expenses. He 
said the company maintained a confi- 
dential fund for expenditures for which 
no voucher was taken and no receipt 
was received. These payments were 
made upon the assurance of an execu- 
tive officer that “they were all right.” 

Vice President Granniss knew little 
about the contributions to campaign 
funds, but justified them on the same 
ground as did President McCall of the 
New York Life, that the free silver 
declarations of the Democrats consti- 
tuted a merace to the interests of the 
policyholders. 

When Granniss was called he as- 
sumed the entire responsibility for the 
terms of the contracts with C. H. Ray- 
mond & Co., by which that firm made 
such large profits. When the method 
of the expenditure of the $25,000 items 
was inquired into Granniss, in response 
to questions from Mr. Hughes, admit- 
ted that the general solicitor could get 
$25,000 any time he wanted it with- 
out disclosing for what purpose he 
wanted it or rendering any account of 
it. He further said he never knew 
where a cent of the money spent by 
the general solicitor went. 

In taking up a detailed Hst of the 
company’s expenses Gillette said the 
company last year paid $72,000 for 
luncheons for the employes. It is a 
custom for the company to furnish 
their clerks with luncheon. This is at 
the rate of about $250 a day. 

President McCurdy was on the stand 
during all of the afternoon session. 
He detailed the manner of his entrance 
Into the insurance business. He isa 
member of the bar and was admitted 
in 1856. He practiced in all, about 
nine years. He was counsel for the 
Widows and Orphans’ Benefit Life In- 
surance company and C. H. Raymond 
was its president. When the com- 

| pany went out of business McCurdy 
went with the Mutual Life as a vice 
president and soon‘after Raymond was 
appointed the general agent for the 
metropolitan district. Raymond's 
partner in the agency was a brother of 
Mrs. McCurdy and when he died he 
was succeeded by Robert H. McCurdy, 
son of the witness. 

Mr. McCurdy further testified that 
he never knew what Thebaud, his son- 
in-law, was betting out of the busi- 
ness of C. H. Raymond & Co., and said 
he did not think it was any of his: 
business to ask about Thebaud’s per- 
sonal affairs. He said the company 
did the business to get the commission 
and that was all he knew. All con- 
tracts were made without his knowl- 
edge. 

Toward the close of the session Mc- 
Curdy made the statement that an in- 
surance company was not an institu- 
tion founded to make money for the 
policyholders, but was, or should be, a 

| great philanthropic enterprise founded 
! to increase and spread its benefits over 
the entire earth. 


, Decision Against Insurance Company 
Columbus, O., Oct. 11.—By a decision 
of the supreme court, the administra- 
tors of the estate of William Stacey of 
Cincinnati secured a verdict for $11,400 
against the Standard Life and Acci- 
dent company. The company claimed 
that Stacey was blind in one eye at the 
time he applied for the insurance, a 
fact that was concealed from the com- 
pany. If the company had known of 
this defect the applicant would have 
been placed in the classification of 
“cripples,” on which there is a higher 
tate of insurance than that ‘which the 
insured paid in this case. ,

PRESIDENT’S POWER 


Has Absolute Discretion, Ac- 
cording to Professor Rogers 
Boston, Oct. 11.—Under the auspices 

ef the Anti-Imperialistic league, Pro- 

fessor Henry W. Rogers, dean of Yale 

Law sehool, gave an address in Faneuil 

hall last night on “The Powers of the 

President.” 

The speaker made statements on the 
constitutional status of the executive 
power. “The president has an abso- 
lute and unlimited discretion. 

“The power of the President of the 
United States as it stands af present 
has been due in part to the decisions 
of courts; but also to the action of 


congress conferring authority upon 
him in many matters and granting 
wide discretion in its exercise. Con- 


gress has chiefly hampered the presi- 
dent in the matter of appointments to 
and remoyal from office. Here the 
| president ought to assert his right to 
nominate without dictation, subject to 
the senate’s right to confirm or reject.” 
As to the discretion in executing the 
law of the United States, Rogers said: 
“That the president has the right to 
leave unexecuted the laws which he 
disapproves is as unsound a pretension 
as any advanced by the Stuart kings. 
When a president tells the country that 
it is impossible for him longer to show 
‘leniency’ to offenders against this or 
that law, he speaks as a gracious 
monarch, invested with the power of 
a czar, and authorized at his discretion 
to suspend the operation of the laws.” 


May Amend Insurance Laws 

Burlington, Vt., Oct. 11.—F. G, 
Fleetwood and J. G. Bacon, Insurance 
commissioners of Vermont, held a con- 
ference here last night to consider the 
advisability of debarring the Equitable 
Life Assurdnce society, the New York 
Life Insurance company and the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company from 
doing further business in this state. 
The commissioners were advised by 
legal authority that they had no pow- 
er to shut out these corporations and 
it was decided to petition the legisla- 
ture next fall to amend the insurance 
laws so that the commissioners will 
have power to deal with foreign cor- 
porations. 


No Action by Manufacturers 

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 11.—The ex- 
ecutive committee of the Manufac- 
turers’ association met and, after dis- 
cussing the communication from the 
Textile council asking a restoration of 
the wage scale that was in force prior 
to July 25, 1904, adjourned without 
taking any action upon it. No call for 
a general meeting of the association 
has been Issued, and none may be 
called for some days. Meantime until 
one is held it is not expected that a 
reply will be sent to the Textile council. 


Arcanum Loses 24,000 Members 

Boston, Oct. 11.—A decrease of 9675 
members In Royal Arcanum ranks for 
the month of September is shown by 
statistics in The Bulletin, the monthly 
publication of the order, just Issued. 
The total membership of the order is 
now placed approximately at 291,216, 
and as the organization was said to 
number 315,000 before the new rates 
were announced, the total dropping off 
since the announcement is about 24,000. 


Many Doctors Without License 

Burlington, Vt., Oct. 11.—The state 
medical board has summoned before it, 
for examination, 78 practicing physi- 
cians from different sections of the 
state who, it is claimed, have been 
practicing without a license. Included 
in the number are physicians who have 
been in practice 30 years, while three 
are members of the faculty of the med- 
ical department of the University of 
Vermont. 


Accomplished Her Purpose 

Melrose, Mass., Oct. 11.—Mabel Ste- 
vens, 38 years of age, committed sui- 
cide by means of gas at her hair- 
dressing parlors in this city. The wo- 
man attempted suicide in the same 
manner on Sept. 22 and was treated at 
a local hospital, from which she went 
home only four days ago. She is be- 
lieved to have been teniporarily insane. 


Raise of Two Cents an Hour 

Boston, Oct. 11.—The proprietors of 
wood-working establishments in this 
city have agreed to advance the wages 
of their employes 2 cents an hour. 
The Wood Workers’ union and _ the 
Hard Wood Finishers’ union had _ re- 
quested an increase of 4 cents. The 
new rate goes into effect at once and 
will benefit about 1000 persons, 


Shoe Factory Damaged by Fire 

Auburn, Me., Oct. 11—The W. R. 
Lynn shoe factory here was badly 
damaged last night by.a fire which at 
one time threatened to spread to other 
buildings in the business section. The 
contents of the basement, which is oc- 
cupied as a storehouse by liquor depu- 
ties, were damaged. The total loss is 


$6000. 


Bullet In His Lung 
Randolph, Mass., Oct. 11..—C. y. 
Sharpe, well known as a_ portrait 
painter, was seriously injured by the 
accidental discharge of a rifle at his 
summer home here.

Three Women to Have Tablets 
In the Hall of Fame 

New York, Oct. 11—The names of 
three women and five men were chosen 
yesterday to receive tablets in the Hall 
of Fame of New York university when 
the canvass' of the votes was com- 
pleted. Maria Mitchell was the only 
American scientist to be eletted at this 
time, though Louis Agassiz, with 82 
votes, secured admission as a foreign- 
born American. 

Mary Lyon, founder of Mount Hol- 
yoke college, and Emma Willard, au- 
thor of “Rocked in the Cradle of the 
Deep,” and a famous educator, were 
the other women honored. 

Alexander Hamilton, with 87 votes, 
the highest number received by any 
candidate at this election, and John 
Paul Jones, with 53, shares with 
Agassiz the honor of being the first 
American immortals of foreign birth. 

Two American statesmen were 
chosen—John Quincy Adams, whose 
tablet will occupy a niche next to that 
of his father, John Adams, he having 
received 5S votes, and James Madison, 
who secured admission with 56 votes. 
Patrick Henry, John C. Calhoun, An- 
drew Jackson, Samuel Adams, Seward, 
Sumner, Dewitt Clinton, Garfield, John 
Jay, and Stanton were among the 
statesmen who failed to be elected.

It 
was in that New Hampshire home, devoid of 
everything but the barest necessities, that the 
successful advocate of to-day grounded himself in 
the rudiments of law and history. He was a good 
farmer and a good student, and the habits of 
early life imposed upon him by a lack of wealth 
and opportunity make him thorough in all he 
does, perfectly frank, open and honest. 

Determined to secure an education, opportunity 
came to attend for two short terms a small academy 
at Andover, N.H. While enjoying this (to him) 
great privilege of attending an academy, he con- 
tinued his studies in private. It was his great 
good fortune at this time to form the acquaint- 
ance of Jeremiah Smith, at present a professor at 
the Harvard law school. Prof. Smith had gradu- 
ated from Harvard and was living at the Hale 
farm, near the home of Mr. Bartlett. He inter- 
ested himself in the Bartlett boy, encouraged him 
to study, and aided him in many ways, particu- 
larly by hearing him recite the lessons learned. 

The pinch of poverty was unceasing, however, 
and as the season grew more suitable for farming 
than for study, young- Bartlett was compelled to 
relinquish his studies and go to work as a bread 
winner. He worked as a laborer in a crew that 
traveled about the state compressing hay into 
bales. This was hard work, and the hours were 
from daylight to dark; but two months of such 
labor enabled him to accumulate money with 
which to assist in his education.

Mr, Whiting 
Explains 

His Letter to 
Mr. Newell 


Editors Daily Ledger: 

The Ledger in its very good report of 
the hearing before the Board of Health 
Monday evening, on the petition of the 
Newell & Snowling Contruction Co., for 
permission to erect a stable for 45 
horses, attributes these remarks to Mr. 
Newell: ‘‘Mr. Newell, representing the 
petitioner, said he wished it understood 
that his company would not pay for 
the privilege. Several letters had been 
received objecting, one stating if he 
could call at the writer’s oflice matters 
might be fixed up.’’ 

Permit me to trespass upon your 
columns fora few words in regard to 
this petition and the above remarks. 

I own land at the corner of Bromfield 
street and the Parkway, having a 
frontage on the Parkway of some 98 
feet. The land is elevated and is one 
of best sites on the shore front. Plaos 
have been prepared for adwelling house 
for all the year round occupancy, to be 
erected next spring. The piazza and 
front rooms will be within 20 feet of 
the parkway, and will command a view 
of the whole harbor. Adjacent to my 
land are the well kept places of Council- 
man William P. Chase, Francis bh. 
Macmamara, Esq., the Wollaston Yacht 
Clubhouse and several others. 

Shortly after the Park Commission 
awarded the contract for grading the 
roadway I noticed that the contractors, 
the Newell & Snowling Construction 
Co., were grading a piece of the beach 
about 200 feet square opposite 
abutting on my land. I was mystified 
as to why that particular spot sbould 
have been so suddenly singled out of the 
two and a half miles of roadway which 
the company was to construct. I 
inquired of one of the employes, a fore- 
man I think, why that locition was 
selected so early in the work and was 
briefly informed that a shed for stabling 
horses was to be erected thereon.

Further inquiry into the matter 
brought out the information that 
the Company proposed to build in 
front of my place which commands 
the finest view on the shore, and!

‘*The erection of such a_ struc- 
ture, I think that you will readily 
admit, on land contiguous to dwelling 
houses is a serious menance to the 
health of all abuttors, and I trust 
that this matter can be arranged in 
a manner which will be satisfactory 
to yourselves and all interested prop- 
erty owners. I desire to talk this 
subject over with you before taking 
it up with Mr. Woodbury of the 
Park Commission and our Board of 
Health. 

‘*‘As my Boston office is near the 
South station I would be pleased to 
confer with you at any time it may be 
convenient for you to call.’’ 

In addressing this letter to the person 
in charge of the construction work I 
assumed that he was a gentleman and 
would either readily grant an interview 
or call and see me and amicably talk 
over the location of the stable adjoining 
and opposite my premises, and, if it 
could be shown to him that he was 
about to do a great injustice to a 
neighborhood, that he would acquiesce 
in locating it where it would be a 
nuisance to no one, without my being 
forced to take legal action. 

But no notice was taken of nly letter | 
by the company, and subsequent events 
have shown their attitude. At the 
hearing he gratuitously slandered every 
citizen who has spoken or written to 
him in regard to the stable. 


It was a splendid piece of bluff, and 
if it had not been immediately chal- 
lenged and refuted would have left him 
in possession of the field as a victim of 
‘*graft’’ and worthy of sympathy at 
the hands of the Board of Health. 
When the letter which I wrote to him 
was suddenly produced and read at the 
hearing, he collapsed as though struck 
witb a bomb. 

I regret exceedingly to feel compelled 
to enter into publicity in regard to this 
hearing but as Mr. Newell's accusation 
was such a bare faced slander not only 
to myself, but to every citizen who was 
interested in the matter, as well as our 
energetic Board of Health, it was up to 
one of us’to pick up the gauntlet and 
Say a few words io refutation of his 
miscalled foi remarks.

Work Progressing 
Qn the Parkway 


The Newell & Snowling Construction 
Co., who have the contract to do the 
sub-grading of the boulevard from the 
National Sailors’ Home to the Atlantic 
bridge, have already commenced work 
on their contract which must be com- 
pleted by December 1906. 

The work now io progress isin the 
rear of the National Sailors’ Home. The 
top loam of road over embankment bas 
been taken off and a large gang is now 
at work making the fill from this point 
across the marsh toward the Wollaston 
Yacht club. 

This fill is being made of beach 
gravel that is being taken from the 
shore nearby. It is being transported 
from the shore by ten or more scoops. 

The scoops are swung between two 
wide tired wheels, each being drawn 
by a pair of powerful horses. These 
teams drive down onto the beach where 
another pair of horses is attached. The 
four horses draw the scoop over the 
beach until itis filled, then the two 
horses draw it to the roadway where it 
is dumped. 

As the gravel thus taken is below low 
water mark it is not possible to do 
much except between tides. Quite a 
fill however has already been made.

To Agitation For Government 


Regulation of Rates

Assertion That Interstate Com-

and Executioner at Same Time 


Newark, N. J., Oct. 12.—-That gov- 
ernment control of railroad properties 
as proposed in the Esch-Townsend bill 
which was considered at the last ses- 
sion of congress is unfair, unjust to the 
railroads, opposed to the fundamental 
principles of Anglo-Saxon - jurispru- 
dence and Is equivalent to providing by 
statute for the enforcement of commer- 
cial lynch law, is, in substance, the 
reply of the railroads to the agitation 
for railroad rate legislation, as outlined 
by President Spencer in an address last 
evening before the Newark Board of 
Trade. Mr. Spencer said in part: 

“Up to the present time shipper and 
earrier have been free to work to- 
gether with out political interference. 
It is now proposed to change this sys- 
tem, and substitute one in which arti- 
ficial bureaucratic methods will take 
the place of the natural laws of trade 
and commerce which have been the 
controlling force in the evolution of the 
present system. 

“It is proposed to grant power over 
the earning capacity without imposing 
corresponding responsibility for the 
necessary expenses and risks of con- 
tinuing the business. 

“The president in his last annual 
message laid special emphasis upon 
the necessity for doing away with re- 
bates, and for the keeping of the high- 
ways of transportation open to all upon 
equal terms. No rational suggestions 
have been made, however, as to how 
the granting of rate-making power to 
the interstate commerce commission 
could be effective to this end. 

“One of the most serious objections 
to the legislation proposed is that under 
it a rate once fixed by the commis- 
sion would continue in force indefi- 
nitely unless changed by the commis- 
sion or by the court. Under such a law 
all rates would in time become com- 
mission rates, and the functions of 
railway managers in making adjust- 
ments to meet the exigencies of com- 
merce and in extending the sphere of 
usefulness of the transportation sys- 
tem of the country would, step by 
step, come to an end. All rates would 
soon be machine-made only, and com- 
mercial and industrial centres now 
acknowledging no bounds for the ulti- 
mate distribution of their products 
would find themselves operating in 
narrower and narrower zones, finally 
circumscribed by governmental edicts 
as to where their wares should go. 

“The plan of conferring upon the 
commission the power to make or re- 
vise rates and make them effective 
prior to review by courts would be 
open to the decisive objection that it 
is necessarily unjust to the railroads, 
and opposed to the fundamental prin- 


ciples of Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence 
that rights of property and persons 


shall be enforced and protected accord- 
ing to due process of law. 

“Virtually there is not a single re- 
spect in which the interstate commerce 
commission resembles a court. It is a 
sort of railroad grand jury. In the 
courts of the country a grand jury 
cannot try a case which it has investi- 
gated and inaugurated, and no member 
of the grand jury can sit upon the jury 
which tries the case. The commission 
which investigates offenses and initi- 
ates prosecutions may and does in ad- 
dition sit in judgment upon some 
cases which have been the subject of 
the investigation and prosecution. In 
other words, the plaintiff in the litiga- 
tion is the judge that tries the case. 

“Why should one ¢lass of property 
be discriminated against and be denied 
the protection of established procedure 
when all other property interests have 
full benefit of the untrammelled judg- 
ment of the duly constituted courts? 
According to the plan proposed, the 
rates made by the commission become 
effective pending review by the courts. 
Surely if the railroads are entitled toa 
trial in court, they are entitled to that 
trial before penalties are enforced. A 
judicial trial, to be effective, must take 
place before, and not after, condemna- 
tion and punishment. 

“To place in the hands of one tri- 
bunal which is or may be prosecutor, 
jury and judge, and at the same time 
executioner, is equivalent to providing 
by statute for the enforcement of com- 
mercial lynch law.”

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American Bankers of the Opin- 
ion That It Is Necessary 

Washington, Oct. 12.—There pre 
yailed in the important speeches before 
the American Bankers’ association con- 
here the sentiment that 
financial legislation is necessary. 
Thirty-three hundred bankers = ap- 
plauded Secretary Shaw to the echo 
when he concluded a lengthy address, 
the burden of which was a panorama 
of the prosperity of the country con- 
trasted with a monetary system which 
is inflexible and liable thereby to bring 
disaster at any cruejal time. Frank 
A. Vanderlip, former assistant secre- 
tary of the treasury, saw the same 
prosperity, and he also saw dangers 
ahead. 

Secretary Shaw suggested a rem- 
edy—a heavily taxed national bank 
note currency which would be drawn 
forth at times of unusual demand for 
money and by reason of the tax be re- 
tired immediately upon changed con- 
ditions. Mr. Vanderlip had no advice 
to offer. 

Mr. Ridgley, comptroller of the cur- 
rency, pointed out the of 
changed methods in some respects in 
the government’s supervision of na- 
tional banks. President Swinney of 
the association reviewed its growth 
and development for the year. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was applauded and 
thanked for his successful efforts in 
making peace between Japan and Rus- 
sia.

Dificult For Massachusetts to 
Obtain Thera 


TARIFF IS OPPRESSIVE 


Democratic Candidates For Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant Governor 
Review the Situation as It Ap- 


pears to Them 


Boston, Oct. 12.—Charles W. Bart- 
lett and Henry M. Whitney, Demo- 
cratic nominees for governor and lieu- 
tenant governor respectively, were the 
principal speakers last night at a mass 
meeting held in this city to ratify the 
nominations for state officers made at 
the recent Democratic state convention. 

General Bartlett was loudly § ap- 


plauded when he arose to speak, being 


forced to stand several minutes, while 
the people cheered and the band 
played the national anthem. Mr. Bart- 
jett discussed the tariff almost exclu- 


sively. He said in part: 


“Massachusetts suffers in this way— 


we are cut off geographically from the 
rest of the country, und this adds to 
the 
raw materials. 

tariff laws from 


foreign neighbors. We are compelled 
to pay tariff toll on raw material for 
our factories and for our food and 
shelter for our people. 

“Not only is Massachusetts remote 
from the great material and food sup- 
plying sections of this country; she is 
also more dependent than are most 
other states upon the rest of the coun- 
try. Massachusetts would starve if 
ber mills would stand idle; if she 
could not obtain food and materials 
from outside her own borders. 

“With reasonable tariff duties Massa 
chusetts would be more favorably sit 
uated than are other states to produce 
many articles. With the present tariff 
duties she is less favorably situated. 
This fact makes the tariff more oppres- 
sive to Massachusetts than to most 
other states.” 

Mr. Bartlett argued that one remedy 
is to abolish the duties upon hides, 
which is mentioned in the Democratic 
platform as one of the articles which 
Massachusetts cannot produce. He 
concluded: 

“By your vote let it be understood 
that the people of the state demand re- 
lief, and one of the things from which 
they demand reiief is a tax aimed di- 
rectly at Massachusetts interests for 
the benefit of a combine that is mov- 
ing to hamper and exterminate a great 
industry. It is an insult to our intel- 
ligence to talk about a benefit to a 
party when the only logical inference 
is that the combine pays to support 
the party, and that this tax is levied 
for the purpose of giving to the com- 
bine the means to furnish the money.” 

Mr. Whitney received an unusually 
warm reception when introduced by 
the chairman, and his speech was 
frequently interrupted by applause. 

Mr. Whitney devoted the early part 
of his address to a criticism of Senato» 
Lodge Specifically he criticized the 
senator for saying at the Republican 
convention that the day was long gone 

by when a state should stand out as 
Sonth Carolina could in the 30s ang 
undertake to nullify a national law be- 
cause the tariff schedules did not suit 
the products. “Because, forsooth,” 
Whitney said, “40,000 men of Massa- 
chusetts honestly believe that a change 
In the tariff would promote the welfare 
of Massachusetts and have the courage 
to say so, it is held that they are 
guilty of treasonable practises.” 

Mr. Whitney attacked the senator’s 
position in arguing that free raw ma- 
terial was nothing but free trade and 
asked if the senator was ignorant of 
the fact that 46 percent of our total 
imports are now on the free list. 
Speaking of reciprocity, Whitney sald: 

“It is because Massachusetts, hay- 
ing within her borders few or none of 
the raw materials for her several in- 
dustries, feels more and more the in- 
creasing competition with other locali- 
ties more favored in proximity to the 
source of raw materials and to the 
trade centres.” 

The speaker asserted that the re- 
moval of import duties on hides, fron 
ore, lumber, wood pulp and coal which 
are used in all Massachusetts indus- 
tries would help offset the handicap 
which Massachusetts is under. He 
went on: 

“Since it is useless to hope for any 
enlargement of our trade relations yith 
Canada and Newfoundland through the 
operations of treaties and reciprocity, 
and since the Canadians are under- 
st 1 to contemplate making a change 
soon in their tariff, possibly in the di- 
rection of retaliatory protective meas- 
ures, the reciprocity people believe the 
loss of a great part of our $152,000,000 
of exports may be averted by admitting 
free from Canada the products of the 
sea, the mines of the earth and the 
forests—the things which Canada 
chiefly raises and which, while forming 
the greater part of her exports to us, 
involve a tax on the living expenses 
of our own people. That is the natural 
Solution. That has been the purpose 
tf the recent agitation in Massachu- 
Setts.””

WANTED BOY'S JOB 


Maine Man Tried to Get It by 
‘j-e of a Revolver 
Bridgeton, Me., Oct. 12.—Thirty 
hours after Benjamin Kimball, azed 
18, a farm hand, had fallen uncon- 
scious from. his milk wagon, with a 


bullet through his head, Henry Doug- 
las, 21 years old, who had been dis- 
charged from the farm, confessed that 
he lay in wait for the boy and fired at 
him through a hole in a wall. He 
said that he shot Kimball so that he 
might lay him up for a few weeks and 
get the job at the farm. 

The shooting occurred on the high- 
way not far from the farm of Oswald 
Luck, where Kimball was employed. 
The boy was driving his milk wagon 
back to the farm, having completed his 
deliveries. When the team arrived at 
the farm without the boy a search was 
made for him and he was discovered 
lying unconscious in the road. Very 
little hope was entertained of his re- 
covery, but he regained consciousness 
for a few minutes and his chances of 
surviving his wound are considered 
good, although the bullet passed com- 
pletely through his head. 

When the officers were notified of 
the shooting they went to the scene, 
and soon after discovered Douglas 
with a revolver in his hand, asking 
who had been shot. He was examined 
closely and, as he made evasive an- 
swers, he was locked up. After being 
rigidly examined by the officers later 
he confessed that he shot Kimball. 

Meat Famine Growing Worse 

Berlin, Oct. 12.—Reports from all 
parts of the country make mention of 
measures that are being taken to abate 
the meat famine. At Eisenach a con- 
ference of the municipal authorities in 
that region decided to establish reg- 
ular rabbit markets, and in the Munich 
public markets also rabbit stalls have 
been established. Since horseflesh has 
risen in price and dogflesh is no longer 
obtainable, a number of municipali- 
ties have begun the buying of carloads 
of sea fish at the coast towns and 
selling them at cost to citizens.

No cases have 
developed in the army or among the 
soldiers stationed near any of the in- 
fected centres. This immunity is at- 
tributed to vigorous precautions taken 

when the fever outbreak occurred. 


Conditions Greatly Improved 

Panama, Oct. 12.—Governor Ma- 
goon’s annual report is in course of 
preparation. Its most interesting part 
will relate to the work of sanitation 
following the new plan which was put 
in force immediately on the arrival of 
the governor here. So far this month 
there has not been a single case of yel- 
low fever reported.

A BLOODY BATTLE 


Three Negroes Killed Five Men 
Aboard a Schooner 


OCCURRED ON HIGH SEA 


Blood Stained Decks Give Evi- 
dence of Fierce Encounter-- 
Mutiny Arose as Result of a 
Quarrel Over Breakfast 


Wilmington, N. C., Oct. 12.—The 
murder of Captain Rumill and four of 
his crew of the four-masted schooner 
Harry A. Berwind, in a mutiny while 
the vessel was bound from Mobile to 
Philadelphia, is the story told in a 
special to The Star from Southport. 


Schooner Blanche H. King, Cap- 
tain Taylor, bound from Brunswick, 


Ga., to Philadelphia, put into South- 
port, bringing in irons three negroes, 
all that remained of the crew of the 
Harry A. Berwind. The captain, mate, 
cook and an engineer who did hoisting 
work aboard the latter vessel appar- 
ently had been killed in the mutiny and 
their bodies thrown overboard and the 
body of a fourth sailor, a negro, was 
found lying on the deck, where he, too, 
had been killed. 

The Berwind was bound to Philadel- 
phia from Mobile, which port she left 
Sept. 23. She was sighted 30 miles off 
the Cape Fear bar by Captain Taylor, 
whose attention was attracted by the 
reckless manner in which the ill-fated 
vessel was being steered, her course 
threatening to run down his own vessel. 

It develops from the stories of the 
negroes brought in irons that the 
mutiny arose as the result of a quarrel 
aboard ship early Tuesday morning 
about the coffee made for breakfast. 

The King was signalled by the FHer- 
wind 30 miles east of Frying Pan 
lightship, and in response to a signal 
Captain Taylor sent his mate, engi- 
neer and others on board the Berwind. 
The decks of the schooner were crimson 
with blood, giving evidence of a fierce 
encounter. The berth of the mate 
was spotted with blood, indicating that 
he was butchered in bed. 

After the boarding party from the 
King handcuffed the mutineers on the 
ship, one of the negroes complained 
the irons were too tight and hurt him. 
The bracelet on the negro’s arm was 
loosened, when the captive whipped out 
a pistol and shot one of his own 
crew. The total list of killed is four 
whites and one negro. 

The King left a prize crew aboard 
the Rerwind. Commissioner, Collier 
and Deputy Marshal Knox left last 
night for quarantine to take charge of 
the captives.

Crazed by Jealousy

himself last night. Three months ago 
Wise was examined as to his sanity, 
but was adjudged to be of sound mind. 
He had made threats to kill his wife, 
but she refused to enter complaint 
against him. Wise and his wife had 
been married 19 years. They had five 
children, 


Attributed to Black Hand 

New York, Oct. 12—Gaetano Costa, 
a butcher, 40 years old, was murdered 
last night in his shop in Brooklyn. 
Costa was alone when the murderers 
entered. Two men standing near the 
entrance to the shop heard shots and 
saw four men run out into the street. 
An examination of the body showed 
four bullet wounds. The murder is 
believed by officers to be the work of 
the Blank Hand. No arrests have been 
made. 


End of Beef Arguments 

Chicago, Oct. 12.—The hearing of 
arguments on the demurrers to the in- 
dictment returned by the federal grand 
jury against five of the big packing 
concerns and 17 of their employes has 
closed and if Judge Humphrey retains 
his present impression of the case, one 
half of the indictments charging the 
packers with conspiracy in restraint 
will be sustained and the remaining 
counts overruled.

The Biggest ‘Slip on the Great Lakes. 

Dredging has begun at the Ecorse 
plant of the Great Lakes Engineering 
works for the largest slip on the great 
lakes. When completed it will be 1,100 
feet long, 180 feet wide and 16 feet 
deep. The new slip is the third one at 
the big plant and is on the south or 
down river side. It {s 200 feet longer 
than either of the present slips and 30 
feet wider. When completed the big 
slip will be used for storing vessels 
while being fitted out and for boats 
undergoing repairs.— Detroit Free 
Press. 


Aluminium Paper. 

Aluminium paper is now manufac- 
tured in Germany and recommended 
as a substitute for tin foil. It is not 
the so called leaf aluminium, but real 
paper coated with pqwdered alumin- 
jum, and is said to possess very favor- 
hble qualities for preserving articles of 
food, for which it is used as a cover- 
ing.

Nice, sweet, juicy pies, the kind that 
mother used to make, are to be turned 
out at the rate of forty every minute, 
or 24,000 every ten hours. The man 


who is to accomplish this remarkable | 


thing ts E. L. Sons, a Pittsburg baker, 
who has invented a machine which will 
work these wonders and at the same 
time do away with ple pans and the 
regulation oven. One machine with 
such a capacity can be handled by 
three men, who will take the places of 
100 bakers. 

The machine will work on much the 
same principle as a waffle iron, and it 
was from that instrument that Mr. 
Sons got his idea. The machine con- 
tains a great endless chain like a waf- 
fle iron except that the “cups” are in 
the shape of a round pie. A man will 
stand at one end of the machine and 
fill the “cups” with dough. 

They will pass through a furnace 
which will partly bake them before 
reaching the man who will supply the 
filling. Then a third will put the “lids” 
on, and the pies will pass through an- 
other furnace and come out ready for 
the table. Mr. Sons has completed one 
of the machines and says that it works 
perfectly. The variety of pies baked 
at one time is without limit—New 
York World.

Sume weeks ago Mayor Thompson 
announced that he was a candidate! 
for reelection. No other gentleman! 
has publicly announced his candidacy, 
but there is no doubt but that the 
Mayor will have one rival at least for 
the Republican nomination, and should 
he be nominated he may have 
Democratic and citizens’ rivals on | 
election day. 

Ex-Councilman Benjamin Johnson is 
apn avowed candidate for the Republi- 
can nomination and his friends have 
put in an immense amount of work for 
him in all wards and they now appear 
to be confident of success. He has the 
support of those who are known as 
hustlers and it is becoming evident that 
Mayor Thompson cannot rely on his 
phenomenal plurality of over 1000 last 
year to be reelected. 

To some, however, Mr. Johnson is 
no more acceptable than Mayor Thomp- 
son and efforts have been made, partic- 
ularly at Wollaston, to get some other 
gentleman to enter race for the Repub- 
lican nomination, President Walter F. 
Nichols of the City Council, ex-Council- 
man Nathan G. Nickerson, and Repre- 
sentative R. R. Freeman have all been 
considered. 

Seme ask, why a change? Mayor 
Thompson they say, has filled the ex- 
ecutive chair with ability and dignity; 
he is a safe and conservative official, 
and as good a Mayor as Quincy ever 
had. 

The query is met by his opponents 
by a criticism of his appointments as 
Department officials. At Wollastom and 
Atlantic, io particular, the attitude of 
the present administration toward the 
public schools is criticised, especially 
in its failure to provide accommodations 
for pupils at the High school. In West 
Quincy there is opposition because of 
the Crescent street obstruction, while 
Houghs Neck is indignant over the 
failure to equip the new fire station. 

Mr. Jobnson has the support of many | 
of the ex-officials of the city, includ-} 
ing ex-Mayor Bryant, and some of the} 
present City Hall appointees are said} 
to be out for him. Mr. Johnson’s ser- 
vice in the City Council was in the 
year 1897 being elected from Ward Two 
where he then resided. He was a 
member of the Finance Committee. He 
declined a reelection. 

Mr, Johnson now resides in Ward 
One on School street, and is manager | 
of the Johnson Lumber Company in 
Ward Two. He has been successful in 
business, and is popular socially. 

It is probable that Mr. Johnson will 
not have the easy walkover for the 
nomination that his friends anticipate. 
Whether there will be a third candidate 
for the nomination is not known, but 
there are less than three weeks in which 
to trot him out. 

Among the Democrats Marsball P. 
Wright and Dr. Hallowell have been 
urged to accept the nomination, but} 
both prefer to pass it by. It will prob- 
ably go once more to ex-Councilman 
George H. Wilson, who in 1903 received | 
1860 votes to 2155 cast for Mayor Bry- | 
ant. 

The time for filing nomination papers | 
of Republicans to be voted for at the 
caucuses Nov. 14 will expire Thursday 
Nov. 2, two weeks from next Thursday, 
so it will be seen that the time is get- 
ting’ short to circulate nomination 
papers.

Republican Club 
Issues Statement 


The Republican club of Massacha- 
setts got into the campaign on Wednes- 
day. It held a meeting at its rooms, 19 
Milk street, Boston, and a committee 
prepared and issued an address direct- 
ing attention to the charges, and the 
investigation made, relative to the 
passage by the Legislature of 1890 of 
the act ‘‘to authorize the West End 
Street Railway Company to build 
elevated railroads,’’ Henry M. Whitney, 
the present Democratic candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor, being then presi- 
dent of the corporation in question.

To the voters of Massachusetts: 

An act ‘‘to authorize the West End 
Street Railway Company to build ele- 
vated railroads’? was before the Legis- 
lature in 1890, and was approved July 
2of that year. There had been so 
much said about the methods by which 
the passage of this act bad been secured 
that. on» June 12, 1890, the following 
order was passed by the House: 

Ordered: That a special committee 
be appointed to inquire into the 
methods used for and against applica- 
tions for legislation concerning elevated 
railroads, 

This special committee investigated 
the charges made by Mr. George Fred 
Williams against the West Eud Railway 
Company. The first charge was ‘‘that 
the West End Railway Company bad 
maintained a large corps of lohyists and 
legislative counsel and made expendi- 
tures through them and its officers be- 
yond any legitimate purpose in secur- 
ing legislation,’’ and the committee re- 
ported that $24,708.62 was the amount 
of expense incurred fur the purposes 
set forth in charge one. 

The committee found ‘‘that the tes- 
timony as tothe number of persons 
employed and as to the sums paid to 
them, or still remaining to be paid, in- 
dicates to the committee that the West 
End Company has made a bad practice 
distinctly worse. The committee can 
hardly believe that other applicants for 
legislation have spent such large sums 
of money in endeavoring directly and 
indirectly to influence legislative action, 
or have bestowed their retainers with 
such a lavish hand.” 

Mr. Henry M. Whitney was president 
of the West End Street Railway Com- 
pany at the time of this investigation, 
and had been for two years and a half, 
ever since the road was incorporated. 

At this time, when the use of im- 
proper influences to affect the action of 
state Legislatures is so widely and just- 
ly condemned, is it well for Massachu- 
setts now to elect Mr. Henry M. 
Whitney Lieutenant-Governor, and thus 
put the seal of her approbation upon 
the methods which were employed to 
secure West End railway legislation in 
1890 when he was president of that 
corporation ?

Bankers Pledge Themselves In 
Its Favor 


A DECLINE IN SHIPPING 


Blief That It Can Be Checked 
and Prestige Which We Once 
Enjoyed Upon High Seas Can 
Be Regained 


Washington, Oct. 13.—The American 
Association of Bankers has put 
itself squarely on record as favoring 
government subsidies for the upbuild- 
Ing of the American merchant ma- 
rine. Resolutions reviewing the growth 
of American commerce and the decline 
in American shipping, and pledging the 
association to throw the weight of its 


influence towards the enactment of a 
ship subsidy law were presented by the 
executive council of the association 
and adopted by a rising vote in which 
it was estimated that three-quarters of 
the delegates took the affirmative side. 

The report of the currency committee 
was received, but no action taken 
thereon. The report followed the sug- 
gestions made previously by Secretary 
Shaw in his address before the con- 
vention for an emergency currency. 
Former Representative Pugsley of 
Peekskill, N. ¥., who submitted the re- 
port, expressed the opinion that con- 
gress would enact financial legislation 
if the bankers presented a united de- 
mand for some specific measure. The 
report outlined several changes in the 
system which it might be advisable to 
make by legislation. 

The enthusiasm of the day was 
vented on the ship subsidy proposition. 
The five enacting clauses of the resolu- 
tion are as follows: 

“Resolved, by the American Bank- 
ers’ association, assembled: 

“First—That the members of this as- 
sociation are deeply interested in any 
measure which will promote the inter- 
est of the whole country commercially 
and industrially, and especially with 
reference to our foreign commerce. 

“Second—That we favor and most 
respectfully urge the passage by con- 
gress of some measures to foster and 
encourage the upbuilding of our mer- 
chant marine and give us back the 
prestige upon the high seas which we 
once enjoyed. 

“Third—That we favor the ship 
subsidy measure, which has received 
consideration by congress, which, we 
think, would tend to restore our flag 
upon the seas and build up our mer- 
chant marine to the extent that the 
necessities of our trade now and in the 
future may demand. 

“Fourth—That we recommend that 
our senators and congressmen favor 
some just and equitable measure that 
will bring about the results and afford 
the relief above suggested. 

“Fifth—That through our legislative 
committee we memorialize the senate 
and the house of representatives of the 
United States with a copy of these 
resolutions.” 

The convention will terminate with 
the session today, the program of 
which includes the discussion of prac- 
tical banking questions, addresses, and 
the election and installation of officers. 


Leonard Indicted For Larceny 

New York, Oct. 13.—Harry A. 
Leonard, the young bank clerk who 
took $359,000 worth of securities from 
the National City bank by means of a 
forged check, has been indicted for lar- 
ceny. Although it was claimed by his 
counsel that Leonard, in taking the 
securities, merely was showing how 
easily the great financial institutions of 
the Wall street district might be 
robbed, his indictment means that a 
fight will have to be made to save him 
from the penitentiary. 


Great Hospital For Consumptives 

New York, Oct. 13.—One of the most 
extensive works in behalf of the poor 
of the city ever undertaken is about 
to be started by the department of 
charities in the form of a sanitarium 
for the exclusive treatment and care 
of persons suffering from tuberculosis. 
Situated on the highest hill on Staten 
Island, and with accommodations for 
800 patients, the sanitarium is planned 
to be the finest of its kind in the world. 


Filipinos Need Freer Trade 

Washington, Oct. 13.—In the opin- 
ion of Senator Long of Kansas, who 
made the trip to the Far East with 
Secretary Taft and party, the greatest 
need of the Filipinos is freer trade with 
the United States. The senator told 
the president that, in his judgment, 
the islands would be in _ serious 
financial condition until a reduction of 
duties on their products entering the 
United States was made.

A Practical Dirigibie Balioon 

Toul, France, Oct. 13.—The huge 
Lebaudy dirigible balloon made its 
first successful ascent with some chief 
engineers and a party of officers who 
made an extensive reconnaissance of 
the military defenses from ‘Toul to 
Nancy, near the German frontier.

Washington, Oct. 13.—Railroad rate 
legislation and the oj] situation, with 
special reference to the middle west- 
ern field, were discussed by the presi- 
dent and Representative Campbell of 
Kansas. Campbell assured the presi- 
dent that the people of Kansas stood 
squarely at his back on the question 
of railroad rate legislation and there 
was no doubt he would have the un- 
qualified support of the Kansas con- 
gressional delegation. 


Not a Bad Suggestion 

New York, Oct. 13.—The Merchants’ 
association of New York adopted reso- 
lutions calling upon the district at- 
torney of New York county to ascertain 
whether an indictment cannot be 
found against the officers of life insur- 
ance companies who have contributed 
the funds of the companies to political 
campaign committees. The association 
also asks that civil action be instituted 
looking to the restitution of the money 
so contributed. 


Charleston Foiks Visit President 

Washington, Oct. 13.—For the first 
time since the appointment of W. D. 
Crum, a negro, as collector of the port 
of Charleston, a delegation of eight 
Charleston people called on the presi- 
dent at the White House yesterday. 
They came to Washington to discuss 
with Secretary Bonaparte the presenta- 
tion to the cruiser Charleston of a 
silver service and to thank the presi- 
dent for his interest in the Charleston 
havy yard. 


Americans Miss Old Glory 


Washington, Oct. 13.—Orders | have 
been cabled to Rear Admiral Train, 


commanding the Asiatic station, direct- 
ing him to detach a ship from his 
fleet for a friendly cruise in Australian 
waters. There are many Americans in 
Australia, some of whom have called 
attention to the fact that the American 
flag has not appeared in those waters 
for some time. 


Bulgarians and Greeks at It 

Saloniea, Oct. 18.—A Greek band at- 
tacked a party of Bulgarian peasants 
between Vodena and Discovitz and 23 
of the Bulgarians were killed. The 
imperial troops then attacked the 
Grefks and killed their leader. A 
band of Bulgarians in revenge at- 
tacked a village and killed seven 
Greeks. 


Farmer a Stranger to Bathtub 

Marshalltown, Ia., Oct. 13.—Be- 
cause, as the plaintiff alleges, her hus- 
band has not bathed for 22 years and, 


it is said, brags of the fact, Mrs. 
Phoebe Naumann, wife of a farmer, 
has filed a petition for divorce. She 


asks the custody of seven minor chil- 
dren and $8000 alimony, or one-third of 
the defendant’s property. 


Equitable Directors Meet 

New York, Oct. 13.—Ex-President 
Grover Cleveland 2nd Messrs. West- 
inghouse and O’Brien, the trustees of 
the Equitable Life Assurance society, 
met here and after a long session an- 
nounced that no names for recom- 
mendation as directors to fill existing 
vacancies in the Equitable board had 
been considered. 


To Run Against Jerome 

New York, Oct. 13—James W. Os- 
borne was nominated last night for 
district attorney of New York county 
by the Democratic county convention. 
Osborne accepted. District Attorney 
Jerome is making an independent cam- 
paign for re-election. 


Three Victims of Arsenic 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., Oct. 13.—John 
Holliday and his wife are dead, and 
their grandson, Harry Holliday, is dy- 
ing from arsenic poisoning. Mrs. 
Holliday used arsenic in biscuits, mis- 
taking it for baking powder. 


Strike of Polish Sugar Makers 

Warsaw, Oct. 13.—The workmen in 
the sugar factories of Russian Poland 
have struck. They demand an eight- 
hour day and an increase of wages.

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FOR GOVERNOR— 


CHARLES W. BARTLETT 


His Election Will Convince Congress that Massachusetts is in Earnest in its Demand 
for Free Hides, Coal, Iron Ore, Lumber and Wood Pulp. 


Charles W. Bartlett, citizen, soldier, advocate, 
was born in Boston August 12, 1845. His parents 
removed to East Cambridge a few years later, 
where he attended the public schools. At the age 
of 11 he was a pupil of the Putnam Grammar 
School and much interested in his studies; but 
he was compelled to give up his school and go 
with his parents who removed to a farm in the 
town of Lee, N.H., where the educational advan- 
tages were not equal to those of Cambridge. 

However, the boy was possessed with a desire 
to secure an education, and what time could be 
spared from the many duties he found to perform 
upon a rocky farm, he attended the district school 
of Lee. There aré still living in New Hampshire 
quite a number of people who knew Gen. Bartlett 
at this period of his career, and who tell with 
pride of the efforts of a dutiful son to aid his 
parents in getting a living on a rented farm, 
while at the same time Striving to secure an edu- 
cation. It is related by one who knows the early 
life of Gen. Bartlett that he was an omniverous 
reader, devoting the long winter evenings after 
the farm work was completed to careful study 
and reading of such-books as he could secure. It 
was in that New Hampshire home, devoid of 
everything but the barest necessities, that the 
successful advocate of to-day grounded himself in 
the rudiments of law and history. He was a good 
farmer and a good student, and the habits of 
early life imposed upon him by a lack of wealth 
and opportunity make him thorough in all he 
does, perfectly frank, open and honest. 

Determined to secure an education, opportunity 
came to attend for two short terms a small academy 
at Andover, N.H. While enjoying this (to him) 
great privilege of attending an academy, he con- 
tinued his studies in private. It was his great 
good fortune at this time to form the acquaint- 
ance of Jeremiah Smith, at present a professor at 
the Harvard law school. Prof. Smith had gradu- 
ated from Harvard and was living at the Hale 
farm, near the home of Mr. Bartlett. He inter- 
ested himself in the Bartlett boy, encouraged him 
to study, and aidead him in many ways, particu- 
larly by hearing him recite the lessons learned. 

The pinch of poverty was unceasing, however, 
and as the season grew more suitable for farming 
than for study, young Bartlett was compelled to 
relinquish his studies and go to work as a bread 
winner. He worked as a laborer in a crew that 
traveled about the state compressing hay into 
bales. This was hard work, and the hours were 
from daylight to dark; but two months of such 
labor enabled him to accumulate money with 
which to assist in his education. 

At the breaking out of the war he was about 16 
years of age, and he was extremely anxious to 
join his schoolboy comrades and enlist, but being 
an only son he could not secure the consent of 
his parents, and at this time could not go to the 
front. Later, however, he secured the consent of 
his father, and he promptly left the New Hamp- 
shire home, went to Boston, and enlisted as a 
private in Company A, 5th Massachusetts regi- 
ment. He served his term of service and was 
mustered out in November, 1864. 

When he returned home from the war, he re- 
sumed his studies at the academy at Andover, 
N. H., where some boyish prank brought him into 
conflict with the academy authorities, which re- 
sulted in his leaving the school. With a determin- 
ation characteristic of the man, the boy was 
more than ever desirous of securing an education, 
and without saying a word to anyone he went to 
Dartmouth College, and there took the entrance 
examinations. One of the many branches in 


which he was examined he never studied, but it 
was here that his great reading and retentive 
memory came to his aid, and not only in this 
particular branch, but in all others, he success- 
fully passed the examination. He learned in the 
month of June of his success with his examina- 
tions. Then arose the momentous problem of 
providing the necessary money to defray his ex- 
penses. Inspired with a worthy ambition, he 
sought work to earn the money. The best thing 
obtainable was employment as a laborer with a 
bridge-builder. He accepted the opportunity 
gladly, and was put to work with other men at 
the dangerous work of building a cofferdam. He 
continued in the employ of the bridge builder 
until the college year opened in September. 
With the money thus earned young Bartlett en- 
tered Dartmouth College, and managed to get 
along until the winter vacation came. 

In those days it was customary to permit de= 
serving students to leave college to teach for brief 
periods country schools throughout New England. 


Availing himself of the opportunity to replenish 
his depleted funds, he went to Truro, Mass., and 
there in that section of the old Cape Cod town 
known as Hogsback, young Bartlett made his 
first appearance as a school teacher. He was 
successful in his teaching, and with the money 
accumulated he went back to Dartmouth College 
for the spring term. 

After completing his studies at college that 
spring he went into the hay fields as a laborer, 
and followed the harvest from the lowlands to 
the uplands. With the money earned he went to 
college for the fall term, later returning to Cape 
Cod to teach a brief term at Wellfleet. This was 
a rather peculiar school, in that it was made up 
principally of those healthy young Cape Codders 
who passed most of the year in deep sea fishing, 
returning home for a brief period in winter. 
There were between 50 and 60 of them, and they 
were a studious, well-behaved lot and seemed to 
realize that it was important that they should 


make the most of their scant educational 
opportunities. 

From Wellfiect Bartlett returned to college for 
another term, when an urgent request came for a 
teacher to take charge a school in which the 
pupils had been running things tos hemselves. 
The president of the college sent word that he had 
two men, either of whom were capable of under- 
taking the task. One of them was Gen. Bartlett, 
and the other was Judge Maynard, now of the 
Superior Court of Massachusetts. Gen, Bartlett 
was sent out to take charge of the school, and as 
in almost all his undertakings he was successful. 
This school was at South Gardner, Mass. Later 
he again taught at Wellfleet. ‘ 

While in college Gen. Bartlett was a member of 
the D. K. E. fraternity. After he graduated 
from college. in the class of ‘69, he received a 
proposition to teach the high school at Salmon 
Falls, N.H. There had been considerable trouble 
and one term had been broken up. He took 
charge of the school and taught it peaceably. 

In the meantime at every opportunity he had 
been studying law, and soon after completing his 
college course he entered the Albany, N. Y., law 
school. He completed the course, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar of New York in 1571. 

Gen. Bartlett returned to his New Hampshire 

home and entered into a law partnership with 
Samuel M. Wheeler of Dover, N.H. He remained 
there two years, and then started for New York 
city by way of Boston. When he arrived in Bos- 
ton he met a frjend with whom he had business 
transactions in New Hampshire who wanted him 
to take charge of some legal matters in Boston. 
Gen. Bartlett demurred, saying he had no office or 
facilities for work, and was on his way to New 
York. He was induced to call at the office of N. 
B. Bryant, an attorney, and explain the situation 
to him. Mr. Bryant very generously gave Gen, 
Bartlett a desk in his office, and invited him ta 
remain just as longas he wished. The result was 
that Gen. Bartlett occupied that desk for 13 
years. Benz” 
“ Gen. Bartlett is the senior member of tue firm 
of Bartlett & Anderson, one of the most promi- 
nent and successful law firmsof Boston. He isa 
past commander of John A. Andrew post 15, G. A, 
R., and resides in Dorchester with his wife. He 
has been a member of the Suffolk County Bar 
association since it was founded, and is a member 
of the Curtis club, the Taylor club and the New 
Hampshire club, and is president of the Dart- 
mouth Educational association and a member of 
other Dartmouth alumni associatidns. He is a 
man of simple habits, loves horses, baseball, foot- 
ball; but his greatest enjoyment he secures from 
his home life. 

Gen. Charles W. Bartlett is an ideal man for the 
honorable position of governor of this common- 
wealth. He is scrupulously honest and fearless. 
He would represent in the executive office the in- 
terests of the whole people. Special interests 
asking favors at the expense of the people would 
receive no consideration. He is an advocate of re- 
ciprocal trade treaties with all countries, and with 
Canada in particular. He believes in arevision of 
the tariff to meet the requirements of the welfare 
of our New England industries.

Unitarians Barred From the 


National Federation 


LACK OF CONSISTENCY 


Clash With Trinitarians Is Made 
Sharper Than Ever--Unitari- 
ans Prac'ically Declared to Be 
Not “Christians” 


New York, Oct. 13.—Rev. Dr. Minot 
J. Savage of the Church of the Mes- 
siah, Unitarian, commenting upon the 
vote of the executive committee of the 
inter-chureh conference on federation, 
which is to be held in this city next 
month, to exclude representatives of 
the Unitarians from the convention, 
said: 

“That such an action has been taken 
causes me no surprise. Those who as- 
sert that a belief in the divinity of 
Christ is all-important to salvation are 
at least consistent in excluding us from 
their work of saving mankind. This 
we have to admit. They are con- 
sistent, just as were Catholics who 
and Protestants 


| who murdered Catholics in the middle 


ages. Disbelief meant eternal ruin; 
therefore, cut it out, root and branch— 
kill the body if necessary, but check 
its spread. It was consistent, was it 
not? But don’t you think it Is rather 
late to be living up to such ideals of 


| consistency?

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“And even consistency itself gets 
muddled now and then, as, for in- 
stance, in the treatment accorded to > 
our Unitarian young men in the Y. M.— 
Cc, A. That organization is anxious 
they should come in; it takes their 
money, but in return it is forced by 
its consistent purpose to deny them 
the voice in its management, the vote 
in regard to its affairs that is given 
to young men of other churches.” 

Dr. Donald S. Mackay, a member of 
the executive committee of the Inter- 
Church Federation, said of the exclu- 
sion: “The Unitarians say they are 
Christians and desire to join in the 
work. What can any such conference 
as this do but take their word for it 
and admit them? Lots of us accept 
them as Christians; I know that I do 
most emphatically. Why, if we were 
having such tests applied, a good, con- 
sistent out-and-out Baptist would have 
to insist on the immersion of the 
Presbyterian delegates before he could 
accept them as really and truly fellow- 
workers. Many of us feel deeply the 
debt we owe to Channing, and we are 
anxious to have the Unitarians at the 
conference. The action taken was 
nonsensical, in my opinion.” 

About 700 official d&legates and al- 
ternates are expected to attend the 
conference, representing about 18,000,- 
000 church members. Among the dele 
gates elected were Rev. Edward Ever- 
ett Hale, chaplain of the United States 
senate; John D. Long, ex-secretary of 
the navy, and Rev. Dr. Samuel A, 
Eliot, president of the American Uni- 
tarian association and son of President 
Eliot of Harvard. The committee In 
charge of the scheme declined to admit 
these three delegates. 


What Ellot and Long Think 

Joston, Oct. 13—In an Intervitw, 
tev. Dr. Samuel A. Eliot of this city, 
president of the American Unitarlan 
association, commented upon the action 
of the executive committee of the Nae 
tional Federation of Churches In  ex- 
cluding delegates of the Unitarian de- 
nomination. Dr. Eliot said: 

“The Unitarians are ready to co 
operate in all good causes and are only 
sorry that the men of the other Chris- 
tian communions deny to them the 
chance of helpfulness, I fear that the 
American people will not believe much 
in a movement that denies to Edward 
Everett Hale a place in its councils.” 

Former Secretary of the Navy Long, 
who, with Rey. Dr. Eliot and Rev. Dr. 
Hale, was named as a delegate by the 
Unitarians, expressed the opinion that 
the report from New York must be 
incorrect. “No good men,” he said, 
“would be guilty nowadays of any 
such narrowness.” 

Rev. Lewis G. Wilson, acting secre- 
tary of the American Unitarian asso- 
ciation, and a number of prominent 
Unitarian pastors who were seen sald 
they deplored the action of the execu- 
tive committee of the federation, and 
thought a grave mistake had been 
made by it. 


Indictments Against Bank Officer 

Lockport, N. Y., Oct. 13.—Frederick 
R. Green, cashier of the defunct Fre- 
donia National bank of Fredonia, was 
indicted In the district court here. 
There are 35 specific counts against 
Green. The first 13 counts charge 
false entries, made by Green in his re- 
ports to the comptroller of the cur- 
rency.

London, Oct. 14.—-Sir Henry Irving, 
who was universally regarded as the |

Sir Henry was giving a series of per- 
formances in the English 
and this week was playing an engage- | 
ment at Bradford. Last night he 
portrayed one of his most character- 
istically intellectual parts, the title role 
in his own stage adaptation of Lord 
Tennyson’s “Becket” with marked suc- | 
cess. 

After the performance Irving re- 
turned to his hotel, reaching his rooms | 
at 11:30 o'clock, when it was ob-| 
served that he was in great pain. | 
Physicians were immediately sum- 
moned, but before they could arrive he | 
was seized by an attack of syncope 
and expired within a few minutes, 
without having uttered a word, in the 
presence of Bram Stoker, his imme- 
diate manager, and a few other inti- 
mates, 

To the last moment of his life Irv- 
ing’s heart was in the work to which 
he had devoted his career—the raising | 
of the standard of his art. On Wed-/| 
nesday he was entertained at luncheon | 
in the Bradford town hall at which the | 
mayor presented to him an address 
from his admirers. In replying to the 
address, Sir Henry eloquently advo- 
cated the establishment of theatres by ' 
the municipalities. “IT am sure the 
time will some,” he sa‘d, “when you 
will regard the theatre as necessary 
to a liberal education and be prepared 
to consider any reasonable suggestions 
for the extension of its legitimate in- 
fluence. It may be that in years to

the plans which he has carried out were so far- 
sighted in their scope that the public, which was 
to benefit from them, resisted the innovation. He 
took up the fight for reciprocity with Canada at 
a time when he had just disposed of every cent’s 
worth of interest he held in any company doing 
business with Canada. He has never taken part 
in politics before in his life, and he will stump 
Massachusetts from one end to the other in order 
to help put the Commonwealth back where it 
belongs among the manufacturing states of the 
country. 

If the election of Henry M. Whitney depended 
on the votes of the old employes of the West 
End street railroad when he was president, 
there simply would not be any other candidate in 
the field—he would be elected unanimously. 
There were six horse railroads in Boston in 1887, 
all working with a friction that was annoying to 
the employes and the publicalike. The men were 
obliged to work long and unreasonable hours for 
unsatisfactory wages and the public did not get 
the kind of service it required. Mr. Whitney 


the man who made that alley into a boulevard, 
with a street-car line in the middle of it, would 
not only confer a tremendous blessing on poster- 
ity, but incidently make a fortune if he happened 
to own the adjacent land. He formed the West 
End Land Co., which raised $1,000,000, bought 
the land and sent Mr. Whitney into a Brookline 
town meeting to demonstrate that if he was 
willing to make the improvement cheap for the 
town as chief abuttor, nobody else ought to com- 
plain. Pretty nearly everybody in sight did com- 
plain, but it went through, so far as Brookline 
was concerned. J 
The trouble came on the stretch of lane within 
the Boston limits. The project was resisted in 
the city, and the Metropolitan street railway, 
which would lay its tracks on the new boulevard 
if it went through, made such a fight that Mr. 
Whitney said: ‘* There’s only one way to get rid 
of these railways; we'll have to buy them all.” 
And he did. The West End Land Company ac- 
quired controlling interests in the Metropolitan, 


the Massachusetts Pipe Line Company, to sell gas 
to the district gas companies of Boston and coke 
to the public. Here again he was bitterly opposed. 
Before the Dominion Company was organized, the 
product was 800,000 tons. Now it is 3,500,000. 

The next commercial company was the Sub- 
marine Signal, which makes and sells appliances 
based on an invention of Elisha Gray. When 
attached to vessels at sea the signals record the 
approach of passing vessels or nearby obstruc- 
tions, and prevent collisions. Mr. Whitney re- 
tired from this company. ‘ 

Still another enterprise which has been set down 
to his credit as a pure work of philanthrophy, but 
which he protests was nothing but straight busi- 
ness, was the transaction by which the Boston 
Chainber of Commerce acquired without paying 
for it the site on which its bnilding stands. The 
land belonged originally to two wharf companies, 
the India and the Central. The India wharf peo- 
ple desired to deed over their half for nothing ex- 
cepting to get back the value with interest from

Large Steamship. 


Germany follows close behind Great 
Britain, says Harper’s Weekly, in the 
construction of transatlantic Jiners, and 
recently there was launched at Stettin 
the largest steamship ever built in 
Germany. It is the Kaiserin Augusta 
Victoria for the Hamburg-Americano 
line, and represents the latest develop- 
ments in that type of vessel designed 
for large passenger and cargo capacity 
rather than for high speed. Thus in 
dimensions the new German liner is in- 
ferior to the new  twenty-five-knot 
Cunarder now under construction, but 
her tonnage (25,500) and her displace- 
ment (35,500 tons) are somewhat 
greater. The new steamer will really 
be a large town, having a population of 
1849, of which 530 will comprise the 
crew, while there may be 532 first-class 
passengers, 301 second, 218 third, and 
268 in the steerage.

Both locomotives and 11 freight 
cars loaded with grain and lumber 
were piled in a heap beside the track. 
A cow lying on the ties between the 
rails was crushed under the wheels of 
the pilot truck and rolled along the 
ties. The animal's blood made the 
rails slippery and pieces of bone threw 
the locomotives from the track. 

Datto Ali Wants to Fight 

Manila, Oct. 16.—Datto Ali, with his 
followers in the province of Mindanao, 
has taken the aggressive and is killing 
many Moros friendly to the govern- 
ment. Ali has informed dattos who 
are assisting the federal troops to ef- 
fect his capture that he is preparing 
to meet and kill them. Provisional 
companies of troops are taking the field 
for a vigorous campaign, aided by 
friendly dattos who are armed by the 
government. 


No Light on Olney Tragedy 

Middletown, N. Y., Oct. 16.—Efforts 
to locate the man who disappeared 
from here on the day of the Olney 
tragedy, and who is suspected of the 
crime, have so far proved fruitless.

ISLAND THROWN UP 


Plausible Explanation of Tidal 
Wave Which Struck steamer 
New York, Oct. 16.—Scientists 

have failed to explain the mysterious 

tidal wave which swept the decks of 
the Cunard liner Campania as she was 
in mid-ocean last Wednesday, and 
which reported here Saturday with five 

known drowned, one missing and 30 

injured. 

Taken in connection with violent up- 
heavals in Calabria, southern Italy, ane 
eruptions of Vesuvius on the same day, 
and severe earthquakes in Jamaica on 
the following morning, the theory is 
advanced that some great disturbance 
had shaken the bottom of the Atlantic. 

In Calabria the shakings of the earth 
were violent, but did not particularly 
damage property. The shakings were 
longer than is usual. 

The earthquakes in Jamaica, which 
began early Thursday morning, were 
rather longer than usual and had a 
peculiar effect on the people of the 
whole island, making most of them ill. 

Never before has such a tidal wave 
swept across the centre of the At- 
lantic, and it is believed it could have 
been started only by some immense up- 
heaval of the ocean’s bed. 

Scientists claim that it Is quite pos- 
sible that an island may have been 
thrown up somewhere in the ocean, as 
is quite frequently done In the Pa- 
cific. 


How Ivins Would Have It 
New York, Oct. 16.—In an open let-

The Herald says: ‘‘ The exponents of 
England’s great game have been boast- 
ing of late that the game is destined to 
replace football as the latter is now 
played in our colleges. But to the 
collegians present the remark can be at- 
tributed, ‘‘ It won’t do.’’ Never can 
this happen, for the game, though very 
pretty to look at, has not the essential 
elements of strenuosity to it that has 
the American college game. With 
those people who like to watch a nice, 

clean-cut game between fast-moving, 
clean-cut athletes the game might go. 
And a man must be an athlete to play 
90 minutes of it, such as the teams 
played yesterday, for in that time the 
22 men cover about as much ground as 
a Cross-country runner in a champion- 
ship event, and at a good pace, too. In 
fact, speed is an essential, quickness 
another, and gentlemanly conduct al- 
most necessary. ”’ 

The Post says: ‘‘Contrasted with 
American football, it was devoid of the 
roughness, fierceness and close play that 
practically smothers the man with the 
ball from sight. It was open, easily 
followed and therefore spectacular all 
the time. Football critics from colleges 

all over the country were on the side- 
lines and followed every move with a 
critical eye. It was pretty, clever and 
easy to follow, but none of them left

Gloucester Fishermen Appeal 
to State Department 


ROOT TO DELAY ACTION 


a 


Wants Further Information Be- 
fore Rendering Official Judg- 
ment as to Whether New- 
foundland Has Violated Treaty 


Washington, Oct. 17.—Through Rep- 
resentative Gardner of Massachusetts, 
the Gloucester fishermen have officially 
laid before the state department their 
grievances against the Newfoundland 
government, which they charge with 
forbidding all vessels of American reg- 
ister to fish on the treaty coast. This 
right, the fishermen claim, is granted 
them by the treaty of 1818 between the 
United States and Great Britain. 

Through the British ambassador, Mr. 
Durand, Secretary Root has been in- 
formed that the Newfoundland gov- 
ernment disclaims all knowledge of 
any action in violation of this treaty. 
Newfoundland admits the arrival at the 
Bay of Islands on board the cruiser 
Fiona of the minister for marine and 
fisheries, but insists he is there on duty 
not connected with the question. 

Until Gardner has been able to ob- 
tain further details of the reputed ac- 
tion of Newfoundland against the fish- 
ermen and the reasons therefor, Root 
will not make further representations 
to the London government. Gardner 
has telegraphed to Gloucester to ob- 
tain additional information. 


The Gloucester-Newfoundland fish- 
erles question was revived last week 
by a telegram received by Secretary 
Root from Senator Lodge saying it was 
reported that the Newfoundland cruis- 
er Fiona had arrived in the Bay of 
Islands on the treaty coast with the 
minister of marine and fisheries on 
board and that the minister had for- 
bidden all vessels of American registry 
to fish on the treaty coast, where they 
were then located. A communication 
was immediately sent to the British 
ambassador, requesting uny informa- 
tion he might have on the subject. The 
ambassador communicated with the 
Newfoundland government by wire and 
since then the secretary has received 
from the ambassador the contents of 
the latter’s dispatch from the governor 
of Newfoundland, expressing ignorance 
of the report and adding that he would 
investigate its accuracy. These are all 
the facts in the possession of the de- 
partment thus far. 

Representative Gardner and B. A. 
Smith, a Boston shipowner, who ac- 
companied him to Washington, had a 
long conference with Root. Informa- 
tion had reached them that certain 
American captains of shipping vessels 
now In the Bay of Islands had been 
forbidden by the minister of fisheries 
to ply their business there. The report 
assigned no reason for this alleged or- 
der. A speech made last spring, how- 
ever, by Premier Bond of Newfound- 
land, in which he is quoted as advo- 
cating the exclusion of American fish- 
ermen from certain waters not spe- 
cifically mentioned in the treaty of 1818, 
led to the suspicion that the alleged 
order might form the initiation of this 
policy. 

The Gloucester fishermen contend 
that if this is the position of the New- 
foundland government they are pre- 
pared to meet that issue by an array 
of facts which will prove the incor- 
rectness of any such construction of 
the treaty. The rights threatened have 
been enjoyed by American fisher folk 
for 90 years. That reported interpre- 
tation of the treaty would prohibit 
them from fishing in the bays and har- 
bors of the Newfoundland coast. 

It has been suggested that the re- 
ported inhibition affected only ships of 
American register in the belief that 
they are not licensed to fish. If this 
is the case, attention will be called to 
the repeated rulings of the treasury de- 
partment by which an American regis- 
ter is declared to be a ship’s highest 
evidence of nationality and that it in- 
cludes a fishing license. 

While the question of right to search 
American vessels is not directly in- 
volved in the present controversy, it is 
the desire of the fishermen to obtain 
from Root a ruling upon the subject 
and it was submitted to him. The 
Newfoundland government, it is said, 
Insists that it has a right to\ search 
American fishing vessels to ascertain 
whether citizens of Newfoundland are 
on board. The Gloucester men do not 
acknowledge this right, nor do they 
deny it, but desire the official judgment 
of the department upon the question. 

Mr. Gardner declares that neither 
the bait question nor the three-mile 
limit is involved in the present phase 
of the controversy, but apparently only 
the construction of the treaty of 1818 
to whether the rights enjoyed for 90 
years by American citizens shall be 
continued. It is believed that there 
has been some misunderstanding which 
can easily be cleared up as soon as the 
facts can be obtained.

Washington, Oct. 17.—That samples 

of butter submitted as portions of a 

large quantity supplied to the League 

Island navy yard at Philadelphia prove 


to be colored with coal tar dye is the 
substance of a report which Chief 
Chemist Wiley of the department of 
agriculture will submit to Secretary 
Wilson.

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JAPAN FOR PEACE 


——— 


Wants to Be Cordial and In- 
timate With Russia 


MIKADO ISSUES RESCRIPT 


Gives Credit For Victories to 
“Benign Spirits of Ancestors” 
and Expects Future Blessings 
From the Same Source 


Tokio, Oct. 17.—The official transla- 
tion of the imperial rescript announcing 
the conclusion of peace Is as follows: 

“We have always deemed it a funda- 
mental principle of our international 
policy to maintain peace in the east 
and thus assure the security of our 
empire, and the promotion of this high 
object has therefore been our constant 
aim; but last year, for reasons dictated 
by the necessity of self-preservation, 
we, upfortunately, were forced into 
hostilities with Russia. 

“Since the war began our army and 
navy have made adequate provision for 
home defense and wmillitary prepara- 
tions within the empire itself and have 
withstood hardships of all kinds dur- 
ing the campaigns abroad, and thus 
have achieved a glorious success. Our 
civil officials have diligently performed 
their duties in furtherance of our will. 
All measures for the prosecution of the 
war and for the administration of do- 
mestic and forelgn affairs have been 
properly taken, as the exigencies of the 
situation demanded. Our people have 
cheerfully borne the heavy burden of 
national expenditure and have gen- 
erously contributed to the war fund, 
thus assisting in advancing the pres- 
tige and maintaining the dignity of the 
state. 

“The result is due in a large measure 
to the benign spirits of our ancestors, 
as well as to devotion to duty of our 
civil and military officials and the self- 
denying patriotism of all our people. 

“After 20 months of war, the posi- 
tion of the empire has been strength- 
ened and the interests of the country 
advanced, and insomuch as we have 
never wavered in our desire for the 
maintenance of peace, it is contrary to 
our will that hostilities should be pro- 
tracted and our people should unneces- 
sarily be subjected to the horrors of 
war. 

“When the President of the United 
States, in the interests of peace and 
humanity, suggested that the govern- 
ments of Japan and Russia should ar- 
range terms of peace, fully appreciat- 
ing his kindness and good will, we ac- 
cepted the suggestion and at the proper 
moment appointed plenipotentiaries to 
confer with those of Russia. 

“The plenipotentiaries of the two 
countries having met and conferred 
frequently, the Russian plenipoten- 
tiaries have agreed to the proposals of 
our plenipotentiaries which were es- 
sential, having in view the objects of 
the war and the maintenance of peace 
in the east, thus manifesting the sin- 
cerity of their desire for peace. We 
have examined the terms agreed upon 
by the plenipotentiaries and, having 
found them in entire conformity with 
our will, we have accepted and rati- 
fied them. 

“Peace and glory having thus been 
secured, we are happy to invoke the 
blessing of the benign spirits of our 
ancestors and to be able to bequeath 
the fruits of these great deeds to our 
posterity. It is our earnest desire to 
share the glory with out people and 
long enjoy the blessings of peace with 
all nations. 

“Russia again is the friend of Japan 
and we sincerely desire that the rela- 
tions of good neighborhood, now re- 
established, shall become both cordial 
and intimate. 

“In this age, when there is no delay 
in the world’s progress, there should 
be no cessation of the effort to improve 
the administration of the nation’s af- 
fairs, both internal and_ external. 
While military efficiency should be 
maintained in full vigor, even in time 
of peace, an earnest endeavor should 
be made to attain success in peaceful 
pursuits, so that in equal measure with 
its power the prosperity of the coun- 
try may be maintained and its perma- 
nent progress insured. 

“We strongly admonish our subjects 
against manifestations of vainglorious 
pride and command them to attend to 
lawful avocations and to do all that 
lies in their power to strengthen the 
empire.” 


Ready For Manchurian Post 

Washington, Oct. 17.—Fleming D. 
Cheshire, titular American consul gen- 
eral to Mukden, who has never been 
able to reach his post, owing to the 
war in Manchuria, has reported at the 
state department. He is on leave of 
absence from his last post at Canton, 
but expects that when he returns to 
China in the course of a few weeks he 


Inay be allowed to proceed to Mukden 


and establish his consulate. 


Norway Now a Separate State 

Stockholm, Oct. 17.—The union be- 
tween Norway and Sweden, existing 
since 1814, has been dissolved, both 
houses of the riksdag having passed the 
government bill repealing the act of 
union and recognizing Norway “as a 
state separate from the union with 
Sweden.”

PRINCE SEEKS DIVORCE 


Eloping Better Half Had Habit 
of Contracting Big Debts 
Gotha, Oct. 17.—The suit brought by 
Prince Philip of Saxe-Ooburg and 
Gotha for an absolute divoree from his 
wife, Princess Louise, and for an ad- 


justment of their joint property inter- 
ests, begun here before the ordinary 
court for the trial of divorce cases. 
Both the principals were absent, but 
the Austrian officer, Lieutenant Matta- 
sich, with whom the princess eloped, 
was present. The lawyers agreed to 
an arrangement on the following basis: 
The prince to continue the payment 
to the princess of a yearly allowance 
of $18,000 and also to pay to her a lump 
sum of $30,000, provided she abandon 
all further claims against the prince 
and that after the divorce she adopt 
the rame and title of Louise, Princess 
of Belgium. 

After these terms were laid before 
the court the lawyers for the princess 
attacked the competence of the court 
to decide the Case at all. The court 
then adjourned to Oct. 30. 

The prince’s bill of complaint, be- 
sides alleging the princess’ misconduct 
with Mattasich, says that, although the 
princess received @ yearly allowance, 
she had contracted debts which in 1895 
amounted to $744,812, of which the 
prince had paid $218,000, ana that in 
her wardrobe were found 75 pairs of 
silk shoes, 120 pairs of other shoes, 60 

parasols and about 100 hats.

Ten Financiers lndicted by the 
Grand Jury at Denver

Something About Hull 

Boston, Oct. 18.—H. L. Hull, one of 
those indicted on a charge of con- 
spiring to steal from the Denver say- 
ings bank, succeeded Thomas N. Hart 
as president of the Mount Vernon Na- 
tional bank of this city less than a 
year ago. The Mount Vernon bank 
went into Hquidation last month, the 
Boylston National bank taking over 
its business. Hull has no residence in 
this city. He is a western man.

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The herring fishing fleet, the greater 
part of which has been held in the 
harbor pending the settlement of what 
was believed to be a very delicate 
question, will leave at once for the west 
coast of Newfoundland, principally for 
the Bay of Islands and Bonne bay, 
where, it Is understood, the fish have 
already appeared. 

The following telegram was re- 
ceived from Washington by President 
Cunningham of the Gloucester Board of 
Trade: 

“Vessels of American register have 
the right to fish at any point, bay, har- 
bor or inlet.on the treaty coast of New- 
foundland, with or without entering at 
local Newfoundland custom houses, 
for any kind of fish in any method 
they think best, provided owner and 
master and mate are Americans, irre- 
spective of nationality of crews or of 
locality where crews are shipped, ex- 
cept Newfoundland crews shipped in 
Newfoundland territorial waters within 
the three-mile limit. 

“If Newfoundland has local laws, 
which I do not think is the case, for- 
bidding her citizens to ship in foreign 
ports or on the high seas for purpose 
of fishing in her own waters, your 
rights may not be so clear as far as 
Newfoundlanders shipped at Sydney 
are concerned.” 

This telegram was sent by Smith 
after consultation with Gardner and 
with his full approval. 

The Gloucester fishing interests have 
great confidence in Smith and _ the 
telegram is regarded as a semi-official 
statement from ‘eg department™ of 
state to the effect that it will stand 
behind the position which local fisher- 
men have entertained regarding the 
fishing treaty of 1818. 

The advice of Smith is therefore re- 
garded as safe and conservative, and it 
is believed here that the difficulty over 
the fall fishing, which last week 
seemed particularly threatening, has 
been satisfactorily adjusted. 


Fortifications For Fanama Canal 

Washington, Oct. 18.—Fortification 
of the terminals of the Panama canal 
is one of the subjects to be consid- 
ered by Secretary Taft when he makes 
his visit to the Isthmus.  Fortifica- 
tion of the canal was forbidden by the 
first Hay-Pauncefote treaty, but this 
treaty was amended so much by the 
senate that Great Britain rejected it. 
The canal treaty which is now in 
force allows the United States to use 
such military force as may be neces- 
sary to police and protect the canal. 
As nothing is said regarding fortitica- 
tions, this government assumes the 
right to erect such fortifications as 
will adequately protect the canal. 


France Gets After Venezuela 

Washington, Oct. 18.—In sending 
warships to the West Indies, France is 
acting with the full approval of the 
Washington government. Before this 
action was decided upon Ambassador 
Jusserand informed Secretary Root of 
his government’s course of action, 
which Root heartily approved. It is 
made clear that the Washington and 
Paris governments have arrived at a 
thorough understanding regarding 
Venezuela. 


= Left Nagasaki Unexpectedly 
San Francisco, Oct. 18.—Transport 
Sherman has arrived from Manila with 
a large number of cabin passengers, 
247 enlisted and 20 military prisoners. 
About 20 soldiers and several passen- 
gers, who went ashore at Nagasaki, 
were left behind, as the vessel sailed 
sooner than was anticipated.

A PROFIT-SHARING PLAN 


Wages to Be Also increased Five 
Percent at Fall River 

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 18.—The 
plan of Governor Douglas to settle the 
Fall River mill controversy bore fruit 
when the manufacturers made their 
reply to the demands of the operatives 
for a restoration of the former wage 
seale, by establishing an increase of 5 
percent and a profit-sharing scheme, 
whereby the operatives will receive a 
percentage of the profits of the mill. 

By the offer of the manufacturers 
they bind themselves to immediately 
increase the operatives’ pay 5 percent. 
Whenever the margin between the cost 
of raw cotton and the value of the 
finished product exceeds 75 cents they 
agree to give the operatives a dividend. 

This dividend is 1 percent for every 
eent the margin shall exceed 75 cents 
until the margin rexches 85 cents, and 
% percent for every cent in excess of 
85 cents. This means practically an 
increase of about 13 percent at the 
present time. 

In July, 1904, a reduction of 12% per- 
cent in wages was made and a nine 
months’ strike followed. The proposal 
of the manufacturers not only restores 
the old scale of wages, as requested, 
but it makes a slight advance. 

In addition to the 25,000 employes 
immediately affected, it is believed that 
the plan ultimately will be adopted by 
every mill centre in New England, as 
Fall River’s influence in the textile 
world is paramount. 


Feared a Conflagration 

Oldtown, Me., Oct. 18.—Half a dozen 
wooden buildings and a large quantity 
of lumber stock were burned last night, 
entailing a loss of $35,000. At one 
time it was feared that the flames 
would get beyond control of the local 
department and a call for assistance 
was seat to Bangor and other places. 
When the out of town apparatus ar- 
rived, however, the fire was under con- 
trol. The fire started in a lumber pile. 


Killed Old Friend by Accident 

Newton, Mass., Oct. 18.—Three hours 
after being accidentally struck by a golf 
club wielded by his dearest friend, Wal- 
ter S. Wait, of West Newton, Charles 
Mann, aged 60, a well known Boston 
coal dealer, died at the Brae Burn Golf 
elub house. The two men had been 
chums for years and the shock of his 
friend’s death has so affected Wait 
that he is prostrated at his home and 
serious results are feared for. 


Fifty Percent of Cows Diseased 

Burlington, Vt., Oct. 18.—The herds 
owned by milkmen in Richmond, 
which supply Burlington with milk, are 
being inspected, report having been 
received that many animals are af- 
flicted with tuberculosis. Dr. Rich, in 
inspecting one herd of 200 cows, found 
over 100 which had the disease, one of 
the largest percentages ever found in 
this state. 


Valve Was Out of Order 

Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 18.—A steam 
boiler in Waverley hall, one of the 
Harvard university private dormitories, 
exploded last night, wrecking the 
vestibule and entrance hall of the 
building and injuring slightly two wo- 
men and a boy. According to the 
janitor, the accident was caused by the 
check valve failing to work. 


Venerable Divine to Retire 

Brockton, Mass., Oct. 18.—Rey. 
Rush R. Shippin of the Unitarian 
church of this city will retire from 
the ministry next Sunday after 56 
years’ service. A reception was ten- 
dered the divine and his wife last 
evening and a purse of gold presented 
to them. Shippin came to Brockton 
10 years ago. 


To Leave Political Aréna 

Boston, Oct. 18.—Colonel William A. 
Gaston, Massachusetts member of the 
Democratic national committee and 
twice the party’s candidate for govern- 
or of Massachusetts, announces that at 
the close of the present state campaign 
he intends to retire from active par- 
ticipation in political life. 


Killed by Fall From Apple Tree

M’CURDY RECALCITRANT 


Refuses to Discuss Reason For 
Reducing Dividends on Poli- 
cles as Lusiness Increased and 
Assets Piled Up 
New York, Oct.

18.—Testimony in 
which 


Was resumed yesterday, was most ex- 


citing throvghout, and only the re- 
peated threats of Chairman Armstrong 


to clear the room prevented violent 


demonstrations of disapprobation of 
Richard A. McCurdy, 
Mutual Life Insurance company, 
was on the witness. stand practically 
all day. 

In MeCurdy’s testimony a feature en- 
tirely new was disclosed, and this 
was that the Mutual Life Insurance 
company employed a literary bureau to 
send out to the press of the country 
news matter that was of benefit to the 
company. 

This information was elicited during 
the probing of the “legal expenses” ac- 
fount. It came out when a voucher for 
the payment of $2500 to Joseph How- 
urd, Jr, in 1904 was produced. An- 
other voucher for the same amount 
paid in May, 1905, was marked “re- 
payable on demand” and “for profes- 
sional services.” McCurdy had vised 
the vouchers and explained that How- 
ard was a newspaper correspondent 
and that his professional services con- 
sisted in syndicating news stories. 
Pressed further, McCurdy said: “Mr. 
Howard was a correspondent for the 
Boston Globe and several other pa- 
pers.” McCurdy further said that he 
paid Howard about $2500 a year for 
these services and that the voucher 
for May, 1905, was “really a loan or 
an advance.” : 

An attempt wus made to obtain from 
McCurdy the reason for reducing the 
dividends on policies as the business 
increased and the assets piled up. The 
examples cited were principally on the 
policies of the 10-payment life plan. 
One in particular for $3000, which in 
1876 drew a dividend of $55.76, had 
been gradually cut, until In 1904 it re- 
ceived but $3. 

To all the questions on this matter 
the witness said he was not fortified 
with the information required; that 
these were actuarial matters, and when 
pressed for his opinion replied that he 
refused to discuss the question or to 
enter into any discussion. He would 
proffer a witness, his actuary, whose 
business it was to know these things, 
but as for himself he “would not dis- 
cuss the question.” 

During the efforts made to Induce 
him to answer the questions as to the 
reduction of dividends MeCurdy 
launched forth into a protest as to the 
manner in which the investigation was 
being conducted. He was asked by 
Senator Armstrong how he would con- 
duct the investigation and told that it 
he had any better method the commit- 
tee would be glad to know of it. 

Again taking up the question of the 
reduction of dividends, Hughes read a 
long list of policy numbers with the 
amounts of the face of the policy, the 
premiums paid in and the dividends 
received by the policyholders. The 
only explanation for a specific instance 
of a reduction of dividends McCurdy 
gave was that he supposed the policy- 
holders had a reduced rate policy. 

The legal expenses were recurred to 
and a number of vouchers for the pay- 
ment of various sums were read. It 
was brought out that William Barnes, 
Sr., of Albany had appeared before the 
committees In Albany last winter and 
had received $1000 from the New York 
Life Insurance company as well as the 
same amount from the Mutual Life In- 
surance company. Later it appeared 
from a letter to McCurdy, written by 
William Barnes, Jr., that Barnes, Sr., 
was under an annual retainer to the 
Mutual Life Insurance company. 

A voucher In 1902 for $10,000, payable 
to T. H. Bowles, was explained by Mc- 
Curdy as part payment in settlement 
of a suit Bowles, formerly the general 
agent in Milwaukee, had brought 
against the company It was testi- 
fied to earlier In this month that Bowles 
had been dismissed by the company for 
insubordination. MeCurdy said yester- 
day that the insubordination consisted 
in “throwing mud” and trying to injure 
the company. Bowles agitated a 
| policyholders’ crusade against the com- 
pany and McCurdy said the suit was 
settled to end the agitation, adding 
that the agitation went with Bowles. 

The entire testimony of the day 
was a continual thrust and parry be- 
tween counsel and the witness, and 
when adjournment was taken for the 
day Hughes had not finished with Me- 
Curdy. The latter will be recalled and

Registration of voters for the State 
election of Nov. 7, has closed with an 
increased number of voters on thw lists. 

On Wednesday, the final day, 97 were 


added, Wards One and Two leading. 
Tbe number by wards was: Ward 
One, 25; Ward Two, 22; Ward Three, 


19; Ward Four, 12; Ward Five, 11, and 
Ward Six, 8. 

During the present registration 382 
names have been addcd to the lists 
making the total number of reg- 
istrated voters to date 5,149 an in- 
crease of 15 over October last. 

Waltham reports 5,044 names on 
the lists for the State election; Gloucea- 
ter has 6,185; Fitchburg, and 
Taunton, 5895. Beverly, Marlboro, and 
Newburyport have less than 4,000 vot- 
ers.

DENIES SIGNATURE. 


Insurance Witness Confronted 
With a Voucher 


AN ARREST MAY FOLLOW 


Clerk For Mutual Life Testifies 
That Company Maintained a 
House at Albany and Charged 
Cost to “Legal Expenses” 


torney’s office has been calied upon by 
the legislative insurance investigating 
committee because of the testimony of 
one witness, and the question of an 
arrest is now being considered. The 
question is George J. 
Plunkitt, an 18-year-old telephone op- 
erator in the employ of the stationery 
firm of L. W. Lawrence & Co., from 
whom the Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany purchased a great deal of sup- 
plies. 

It was brought out in Tuesday’s testi- 
mony that among the vouchers for 
money charged to legal expenses was 
one for $901 signed by George F. 
Plunkitt. His identity was not dis- 
closed until yesterday, when Plunkitt 
was called to the stand. He testified 
as to his employment, and when shown 
the voucher denied that he had ever 
signed it. He further denied that he 
had ever received that amount of 
money from the Mutual Life or that 
he had rendered the company any ser- 
vice. 

Mr. Hughes asked Plunkitt to write 
his name in ink on a piece of paper, 
which he did. This and the voucher 
were then offered in evidence, and the 
similarity of the signatures was called 
to the attention of the committee. 
Shortly after .this incident the district 
attorney’s oflice was communicated 
with and soon Assistant District At- 
torney Rand appeared. All that Rand 
would say was that he had been sum- 
moned by Chairman Armstrong, and 
when the chairman was questioned he 
said the matter was now out of the 
hands of the committee and “was up 
to the district attorney’s office.” 

Another feature of the day’s hearing 
Was the passage at arms between 
Chairman Armstrong, Counsel Hughes 
and James M. Beck, counsel for Presi- 
dent R. A. McCurdy of the Mutual 
Life. Beck accused Hughes of mis- 
leading the public by not following out 
his lines of interrogation to the end, 

Chairman Armstrong then said that 
the work of the committee must not 
be obstructed. The committee, he said, 
wanted all the information it could get 
that would be helpful, and the witness 
had placed himself in the position in 
which he found himself by his con- 
tinual evasive answers. Armstrong 
said further that every witness will be 
treated with all possible courtesy. 
Hughes then said If he had erred it 
was by showing courtesies when cir- 
cumstances justified an entirely differ- 
ent course, adding that evasion would 
be held up to the contempt it has al- 
ways received. There was a_spon- 
taneous outburst of applause when 
Hughes had concluded, which was 
stopped only by a threat to clear the 
room. 

W. M. Carpenter, a clerk in the sup- 
ply department of the Mutual Life, 
made an excellent witness for the com- 
mittee. Carpenter was under the di- 
rection of Superintendent Fields of 
this department and was very close to 
Fiélds in his “legislative supervision” 
at Albany. Carpenter told of how a 
house has been maintained in Albany 
for several years at the expense of the 
Mutual Life. Fields occupied it only 
during the legislative session and on 
several occasions two members of the 
insurance committee of the legislature 
lived at the house with Fields. 

Mr. Carpenter leased the house and 
paid for the servants and supplies 
with money furnished him by the Mu- 
tual Life. He did not know whether 
these members of the insurance com- 
mittee ever shared in the expense; he 
never received any money from them, 
but he said that they might have paid | 
Fields. No account was kept of these 
expenditures, and the money was all 
received on vouchers calling for dis- 
bursements for legal, expenses. A 
house has been maintained for a period 
of about 10 years in Albany under 
these conditions, but not always in the 
same street. 

Later in the day, when McCurdy was 
recalled, the president said he did not 
know that the Mutual Life’s funds had 
been maintaining this house, although 
he did know that Fields had rented a

PROFIT SHARING PLAN 


Dflicers of Textile Unions Not 
Enthusiastic Over It 

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 19.—The cot- 
ton mill operatives in Fall River as a 
whole have not reached a final decision 
as to which plan they prefer—that of 
the Manufacturers’ association or the 
one followed by M. C. D. Borden, 
gwner of the Fall River Iron Works 
mill, who yesterday announced that 
wages would be restored on Monday 
next to a level of those which prevailed 
on Jan. 23, when a cut-down of 12% 
percent was made to meet a similar 
reduction in other mills in 1904. 

The association on Tuesday an- 
nounced a direct advance of 5 percent, 
with a profit-sharing plan based on the 
margin of profit, which at this time 
would bring the total advance to 13 
percent, 

The officers of the Textile unions are 
in New York attending the annual 
convention of the United Textile Work- 
ers of America and there is no one here 
authorized to speak for the unions. 
Dispatches from New York indicate 
that officers of the textile workers are 
not enthusiastic over the announce- 
ment of the profit-sharing plan, but so 
far as can be learned it will go into 
effect next week, although a request 
will probably be made by the Textile 
council for a conference with the 
manufacturers. 


Awarded $2 In $60,000 Suit 

Dedham, Mass., Oct. 19.—The Nor- 
folk superior court last night disposed 
of the proceedings instituted by O. H. 
Lufkin against two physicians and a 
nurse from whom he sought to recover 
$60,000 for alleged wrongs. The jury 
awarded Lufkin the sum of $2. It was 
alleged that the physicians had Lufkin 
arrested and examined as to his sanity. 
Expert alienists, however, pronounced 
Lufkin sane, and he took the case into 
court. 


Martin Recovers From Assault 

Boston, Oct. 19.—George Martin, 
who has been in a hospital here nearly 
four weeks as the result of an alleged 
assault upon him by Eben S. Plympton, 
the actor, was discharged from the 
hospital yesterday afternoon and at 
once went te the home of Plympton. 
Plympton, who was arrested for the 
alleged assault, is out on bail awaiting 
trial. The two men were close friends. 


Killed In Peculiar Manner 

Leicester, Mass., Oct. 19.—While 
looking for chestnuts with several 
friends Edward Moosette left a shot- 
gun leaning against a fence. Miss 
Albina E. Bercume, aged 19, was near 
the gun when someone shook the fence 
and the weapon, falling to the ground, 
was discharged. The charge in the gun 
struck Miss Bercume behind the right 
ear and killed her instantly. 


Johnson No Longer a Suspect 

Augusta, Me., Oct: 19..—The tramp 
theory was eliminated from the Mattie 
Hackett murder case by the release of 
Joseph A. Johnson, who has been de 
tained as a witness in the case. It was 
two months ago that Mattie Hackett 
met her death by strangulation at 
Kent's Hill, in Readfield, and the next 
day Johnson became an inmate of the 
Kennebec county jail.

AN APPRECIATION.

A few weeks ago there died in Quin- 
cy an aged couple, residents here for 
the past seventeen years, who deserve 
more than passing notice. They were 
excellent representatives of that type of 
industrious Scottish men and women, 
whose sons and daughters are to be 
found prospering in all parts of the civ- 
ilized world. 

Mrs. George Reynolds passed away 
August 22d, aged 76 years and 6 
months; while her husband followed 
September 25th at the ripe old age of 
83 years. 

George Reynolds was born at Aber- 
deen, Scotland, in December 1818 and 
his wife, whose maiden name was Ag- 
nes McHardy, was born in Durris, 
Scotland, in January 1829. They were 
married at Durris March 28th, 1846, 
their married life thus extending over 
the long period of 59 years. 

The issve of this marriage was a fam- 
ily of thirteen, seven daughters and six 
sons, of whom four daughters and four 
sons still survive. The descendants of 
these are 35 grandchildren and 12 great- 
graudchildren. 

The family of Mr. and Mrs, Rey- 
nolds were born and raised in Scotland, 
but emigrated to America in early man- 
hood and womanhood and most of them 
are located in Quincy and vicinity. 

Nine years ago a large assembly was 
held at their home in Glencoe place tu 
celebrate the golden anniversary of 
their wedding and from appearances 
then, it was fully expected and hoped 
that_ the worthy couple would live to 
celebrate their diamond wedding, buat 
this was not to be. For some time 
past, the health of Mr. Reynolds has 
been very frail and the end was not un- 
expected. The old lady, however, was 
bright and exceedingly smart until 
shortly before her death. 

From early life Mrs. Reynolds was a 
siacere Christian and evidenced her be- 
lief by a long life of unselfish devotion 
as wife, mother and friend. She was 
one of those of whom it can truly be 
said that her children arise and call her 
blessed. The family circle mourn the 
loss of parents passed beyond, but they 
have the consolation of knowing that 
the aged pair upo whom the grave has 
so recently closed, had nobly and 
worthily run their earthly race’ and 
have now but passed to their reward, 
where— 

‘Death divided friends at last 
Shall meet to part no more.”

My dear wife came to me literally 
from out the deep.

Civil Service 
For Firemen 


There has been more or less in- 
quiry among the call men of the 
Fire Department as to the working 
of the new law requiring call men 
to take Civil Service examination. 
From what can be learned among 
those directly interested there does 
not seem to be a clear idea of the 
working of the law or rule, 

This rule includes all 
permanent men 
the fire force 


regular or 
and also call men of 
of any city except 
Boston. The rule classifying the 
fire force went in force July 1, 1905. 
The effect of this rule is that all 
persons in the service of the fire 
force either as permanent or call 
men on that date have the protection 
of the civil service rules applying to 
removals and discharges. 

Appointments to the permanent or 
call force, however, can not be made 
hereafter except from the civil service 
list except where otherwise provided 
by special statute. 

Competitive examinations will be 
held in each city for the position of 
firemen, and an eligible list established 
of those passing the examination. 

In case of a vacancy occurring after 
July 1, 1905, either in the permanent 
force or in the call force, requisition 
must be made apon the Civil Service 
Commissioners in accordance with the 
rules. 

Applicants for the appointment to 
either the permanent or call force must 
be not less than 22 years of age nor 
over 35 years, at the time of making 
application, except that a cal] man, 
who shall apply for the permanent 
force, may deduct from his actual age 
any time, not exceeding ten years, dur- 
ing which he has continuously served 
as call man. 

In other words, a man who is just 
uoder 45 years of age, and who has 
continuously served as a call man for 
the 10 years next preceding the date of 
filing his application, is entitled to 
apply for examination for the regular 
or permanent force.

PACKED IN A SUIT CASE 


Recipient Claims That He Was 
Unaware of Nature of Contents 
--Adams Express Fugitive Is 
Under Arrest at Bridgeport 


Bristol, Conn., Oct. 20.—Nearly $80,- 
000 of the money stolen by George EB. 
Cunliffe Oct. 9 from the Adams Ex- 
press company in Pittsburg was recov- 
ered last night at the home of Joseph 
W. Boardman, Cunliffe’s brother-in- 
law. For just a week the fortune had 
lain in an old suit case unknown to 
Boardman, who was holding the valise, 
expecting its owner would call for it 
any day. The exact sum found was 


| $79,953.55. 


As the result of the statement made 
by Cunliffe in Bridgeport last night that 
he had sent $80,000 of the plunder to 
his brother-in-law, Boardman, in Bris- 
tol, a reporter called at the Boardman 
last night and asked Boardman 
if that was so. Boardman, who is a 
agent here for 
the Electric Express company of Hart- 
ford, said that he had received no 
money, but that on Oct. 12 a suit case 
came to his house from Bridgeport and 
as there was no name on it he had 
| not opened it. His wife signed for the 
case and Boardman placed it in a closet, 
thinking it was sent to him as an agent 
of an express company to be called for 
later. 

Boardman told the reporter -that,if 
he wished he would send for the police 
they could break open the 
Chief Arms and Captain Belden 
of the police force were then sent for 
and in their presence the case was 
torn open. Huge bundles of money in 
the shape of bills tumbled out on the 
floor and also a black suit of clothes, a 
pair of shoes and two shirts. As the 
money was being counted Superin- 
tendent Curtis of the Adams Express 
company’s New England agency and 
William H. Minster, superintendent of 
the Pinkerton detectives, drove up to 
the house and were shown in. Curtis 
then counted the money and found a 
total of There were 15 
bundles of $100 bills, making a total of 
$50,000, as the rest, with the excep- 
tion of $3.55 which was in the pocket 
in the oa was in $50 bills. 

No one was more surprised at the dis- 
play of money than Boardman himself 
and his story is fully believed. Curtis 
packed the money in a-valise and took 
a train for Hartford. 

Boardman says that he has received 
no word from Cunliffe recently. 

Boardman is a highly respected 
young man here and has been the local 
agent for the Electric Express com- 
pany for some time. He lives with his 
wife in Park street.

the Allegheny National bank of Pitts- 
burg and that everybody was looking 
for them. Cunliffe said that rather 
than carry them around he burned 
them.

Though we must not 
overlook the fact that certain vegeta- 
ble juices are capable of being used in 
blowing bubbles, it is for many reasons 
more probable that soap of artificial 
manufacture was employed for the 
purpose, In the unearthed city of Pom- 
pell, the preservation of which has 
been the means of revealing to us many 
antique customs, there is to be seen a 
soap manufactory, with all the kettles 
and other paraphernalia pertaining to 
the business; also a quantity of soap, 
evidently the product of this antique 
“soapery.” The memorable volcanic 
eruption, while removing a city from 
the face of the earth, preserved to us 
the evidences of a high civilization. 


A Kind Voice. 

There is no power of love so hard to 
get and to keep as a kind, voice. A 
kind hand is deaf and dumb. It may 
be rough in flesh and blood, yet do the 
work of a soft heart and do it with a 
soft touch. But there is no one thing 
that love so much needs as a sweet 
voice to tell what it means and feels, 
and it is hard to get and keep it in the 
right tone. One must start in youth 
and be on the watch night and day, at 
work and at play, to get and keep a 
voice that shall speak at all times the 
thoughts of a kind heart. It is often in 
youth that one gets a voice or a tone 
that is sharp, and it sticks to him 
through life and stirs up ill will and 
grief and falls like a drop of gall on 
the sweets of home. Watch it day by 
day as a pearl of great price, for it will 
be worth more to you in days to come 
than the best pearl hid in the seas. A 
kind voice is to the heart what light is 
to the eye. It is a light that sings as 
well as shines.—Elihu Burritt. 


Students Must Have High Ideals.

Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Frankiin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Small fee asked. 

Birthplace of John Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Franklin street, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons from 2 to 5.

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 
Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the Cty of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark tbe piace where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 


MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 


Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish ‘and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum.

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 


Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adums, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill.

Wanted to Give Detective $40,- | 
000 For a Pledge of Secrecy-- | 
Friend Who Revealed Fugi- 


tive’s Whereabouts Rewarded 


Bridgeport, Conn., Oct. 21.—The 


ehances that the police will 
nearly the whole of the $101,000 stolen 
from the Adams Express company in 
Pittsburg by Edward G,. Cunliffe, who 
was arrested here Thursday and taken 
to Pittsburg yesterday, seem bright. 
Last night $9065 was found in a trunk 
belonging to a butler in a prominent 
family at Black Kock, but the butler 
and the family by whom he em- 
ployed were ignorant of the fact that } 
the large sum found was within the 
house. 

The discovery of the money 
Black Rock home was brought about 
by keeping a close watch on one of 
Cunliffe’s chance acquaintances, 
George Eisenman, who was with Cun- 
liffe when he was arrested. According 
to Eisenman’s story, he met Cunliffe in

a cheap hotel Wednesday night, the 
two being together forsome time. Cun- 


liffe had a package with him and as 
the men were about to leave each other 
Cunliffe said that he wanted Eisen- 
man to take care of the package, as it 
was laundry which he wanted to keep 
in a safe place. Eisenman took the 
bundle to his sister’s house and when 
alone opened it and found the big sum 
of money. 

Captain Arnold of the local detective 
bureau, who saw Eisenman with Cun- 
liffe when the latter was taken, went 
to the home of Eisenman’s sister and 
found the bundle of shirts, but no 
money, and he suspected that Eisenman 
had abstracted a part of Cunliffe’s 
plunder. Eisenman was shadowed all 
yesterday and he was seen to give a 
small package to his friend, the butler. 
Last night Eisenman was taken to the 
Black Rock house and asked the butler 
for the package. He went to his trunk 
and turned it over to Arnold intact. 
The butler had not been told what was 
in the package. Arnold would not re- 
veal the name of the butler or the fam- 
ily which employed him. 

Two other new features of the chap- 
ter of events in connection with the cap- 
ture of Cunliffe cropped out last night, 
one being an attempt by Cunliffe tc 
bribe Arnold and the other being the 
story of betrayal by a friend of Cun- 
liffe for the purpose of securing the 
reward of $2500 offered by the Pinker- 
tons for his arrest. During one of the 
talks which Arnold had ‘with Cunliffe 
Thursday night, the prisoner made a 
proposition to divide the $80,000 which 
he had sent to his brother-in-law, Jo- 
seph W. Boardman, in Bristol, on the 
promise of secrecy. Arnold was to 
have received $40,000 if the scheme was 
carried out according to the plans of 
the prisoner, who was to tell the Pitts- 
burg authorities that the hiding place 
of the money would never be known. 


Arnold led the prisoner on in = 


proposition and after Cunliffe’s plans 
were laid bare the detective told Cun- 
liffe that the money he intended 
split up already had been found 
Bristol. 

The betrayal of Cunliffe by his friend, 
James Missett, is interesting. Missett 
formerly lived in Bristol and knew 
Cunliffe well. At the present time Mis- 
sett is employed by one of the cheap 
hotels in this city. Last Tuesday Mis- 
sett went in the Tremont hotel bar- 
room and saw Cunliffe standing at the 
bar. Missett went up to him and said: 
“Hello, Cunliffe, what are you 
here?” 

Cunliffe turned around and pretended 
not to know Missett, who was sure of 
his man. Missett then said: 
you know me, I’m Missett. You used 
to play policy with me in Bristol.” 
Cunliffe still denied that he had ever 
seen Missett. 

Missett then left the barroom and 
when outside inquired the amount of 
the reward offered for the « 
Cunliffe. The next morning Missett 
went to New York and on 
there visited the Pinkerton 
Broadway. “Gentlemen,” he said, 
know where Cunliffe is and I want Rs 
know what reward is offered for him.” 
He was told $2500. 

The Pinkerton people thought at first 
that Missett was a crank, but he as- | 
sured them that he was in earnest and 
said that if the Pinkertons would give | 
him a written agreement that he would | 
get the reward if he told them where | 
the missing man could be found, he! 
would do so. This was agreed to and } 
Missett told them. The arrest of Cun- 
liffe followed. Last night Missett re- 
turned from New York with the $2500 
reward and proceeded to spend it lay- 
ishly throughout the lower part of the 
city.

The Assessors’ 
Aggregates 
Compared With 


Other Years 


The Assessors’ table of aggregates for 1905 is published below in compari- 
son with other years. The population of Quincy by the census this year was 
28,067, and as there are only 3,657 resident individuals assessed, about one in 
eight are taxpayers. 

In eight years there has been an increase of 1,182 property taxpayers or 
over 22 percent. Of these 521 are residents and 661 non-residents. In the 
same period the number of polls have increased 2,627, and the number who pay 
only a poll tax, 2,382. 

The number of polls assessed is 8,768, and as 6 915 are assessed for a poll 
only, but 1853 of the poll tax payers (whom we will assume are voters) are as- 
sessed on property. 

The number of houses is 5,168, or 16 in excess of the number of voters. 

The population being 28,067, the average number to a house is between 
five and six. 

The increase in houses in the year was 140.

Rights of Yankee Fishermen 
Off Treaty Coast 


WILL NOT BE MOLESTED 


No Distinction Between Regis- 
tered and Licensed Vesse's-- 
Crews Must Not Be Shipped 
Within Three Miles of the New- 
foundland Coast 


Hamilton, Mass., Oct. 23.—That the 
Gloucester fishing fleet is practically 
Becure against molestation by the News 
foundland authorities in the pursuit of 
the herring on the treaty coast of the 
island was asserted last night by the 
receipt of the following telegram by 
Congressman Gardner from Secretary 
of State Root: 

“This department is advised by the 
British ambassador, on the authority 
of a telegram to him from the governor 
of Newfoundland, that no Newfound- 
land official is preventing American 
vessels from fishing on the treaty coast; 
that no distinction is being drawn be- 
tween registered and licensed vessels; 
that the local officers in Newfound- 
land have been told that American cap- 
tains must not engage crews off the 
Newfoundland coast to fish for them, 
but. no objection is made to their using 
the nets themselves. 

You may advise your constituents in 
Gloucester, in order that they may in- 
from their captains on the treaty coast, 
that any prohibitions which there may 
have been by Newfoundland officers 


against fishing by registered vessels 
can now be ignored, and American 


vessels, whether registered or licensed, 
may now proceed to take any kind of 
fish. 

“If any vessel has In Its crew any 
men shipped within three miles of the 
Newfoundland coast, such men should 
be discharged.” 

Mr. Gardner immediately communi- 
eated the telegram to the Gloucester 
Board of Trade, with the result that 
D. B. Smith & Co. sent the following 
message to their vessels in the Bay of 
Islands: 

“Secretary of state telegraphs to 
Congressman Gardner that any prohibi- 
tion by local Newfoundland officials 
against fishing in registered vessels 
can be ignored. He also directs that if 
any vessel has in its crew men shipped 
within three miles of the Newfound- 
land coast, such men shall be dis- 
charged.” 

There are nearly a score of vessels at 
the Bay of Islands from Gloucester, 
the herring having struck in about 10 
days ago, and others ere leaving daily 
for the fishing, which is said to be 
fairly good. 


Fiona’s Orders Disregarded 

Boston, Oct. 23.—Congressman Gard- 
ner, in an interview last night, said: 
“As a matter of fact we have known 
for two or three days that the New- 
foundland government had not carried 
out its notice to our fishermen that 
they would not be permitted to fish in 
American vessels. Under advice from 
Gloucester our registered vessels be- 
gan to fish about three days ago, dis- 
regarding the orders from the New- 
foundland cutter Fiona, the local cus- 
toms officials and the manifesto of the 
secretary of the Newfoundland fish- 
erles board.” 


Russian Traffic Tied Up 


Moscow, Oct. 23.—Traffic on seven 
of the nine main trunk arteries of 
commerce radiating from Moscow is 
completely paralyzed by the railroad 
strike, and the commercial heart of 
Russia has been shut off from all com- 
munication with the rest of the empire 
except with a narrow section to the 
northwestward. The _ revolutionists, 
by a sudden and unexpected blow, 
have shown their ability to lay their 
hands on the throats of the nation’s 
commercial life. 


Pope Pius X Honored 

Rome, Oct. 23.—A monument to Pope 
Pius X, subscribed for by Catholics all 
over the world, was unveiled at Riese, 
the little village in the Venitian proy- 
inces where the pope was born. The 
pope is represented in the act of ad- 
ministering a benediction. The eldest 
sister of the pope and other relatives, 
who own an inn called “The Two 
Swords,” where they themselves serve 
the customers, were the recipients of 
much attention. 


Britishers Swapped For Brigand 

Tangier, Oct. 23—The scout ship 
Pathfinder has arrived here with Cap- 
tain Crowther and Lieutenant Hatton, 
the British officers who were captured 
by Morocean tribesmen, on board. The 
liberation of the officers was effected 
in exchange for the brigand Valiente, 
a brother of whom headed the Anjera 
tribesmen who made the capture. 


Accidentally Shot by Cousin 

Kingston, N. Y., Oct. 23.—While 
hunting with his cousin, Joseph Masten 
was accidentally shot in the stomach, 
the bullet passing through his body. 
His recovery is doubtful. Masten’s 
cousin carried him nearly two miles on 
his back before reaching any farm- 
house.

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ROSE'S BODY RECOVERED 


The Medical Examiner Declares 
Death Due to Drowning 
Providence, Oct. 93.—The body 
John Rose, the deckhand who disap- 
peared from the coal barge Hamilton 
Fish on Oct. 14, as she was lying in the 
Providence river, after 4 quarrel with 
the captain, was found yesterday float- 
ing in the bay off Pawtuxet. Medical 
Examiner Longfellow held an autopsy 
and gave his opinion that, although sev- 
eral bruises were found on the man’s 
head, they were not serious, and that 
death was due to drowning. 

The captain of the barge, Robert M. 
Lanier, was arrested the day following 
Rose’s disappearance, charged with 
assault, and is at present out on $4000 
bail, pending a trial of the case. His 
vessel is supposed to be at present at 
Newport News. 

The captain claimed that 
threatened to kill him and assaulted 
him, and that in self-defense he struck 
Rose over the head with one of his 
shoes which he had in his hand at the 
time. Rose then jumped overboard 
and swam some distance, when he dis- 
appeared. Search was made for him, 
but he could not be found, ‘and it was 
a question whether he had been 
drowned or whether he had reached 
the shore safely and remained in hid- 
ing to avoid arrest for mutinous con- 
duct.

Cyr, who was Wood's nearest 
neighbor, was awakened during the 
night by the barking of a dog. Rais- 
{ing the window, Cyr was ordered to 
throw up his hands. He dropped to 
the floor and at the same instant a bul- 
let came crashing through the window 
just above his head.

Westfield, Mass., Oct. 23.—Ten per- 
sons were slightly injured last night in 
a collision between two electric cars on 
the line running between Westfield and 
Holyoke.

Providence, Oct. 23.—Plans were per- 
fected here last night for the perma- 
nent organization of New England 
journeymen plumbers. The new or- 
ganization, which will be known as the 
New England Convention of Journey- 
men Plumbers, is formed for the pur- 
pose of effecting a more thorough or- 
ganization of the craft in New England.

OFFER REJECTED 


Textile Council Against Manu- | 


facturers’ Plan 


WANT STRAIGHT SCALE 


Raise of Slightly Over Fourteen | 


Percent Preferred to Five Per- 
cent andj Profit Sharing Plan 
--How Operatives Look at It 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 23.—The | 


Fall River Textile council, represent- 
ing the organized cotton mill operatives 
of the city, yesterday decided to refuse 
the offer made by the Manufacturers’ 
association last week to advance wages 
5 percent and introduce a profit-shar- 
ing plan. The council had requested 
the restoration of the reduction of 12% 
percent, which went into effect July 
25, 1904. No immediate trouble in the 
mills is anticipated as the result of the 
disagreement and it is probable that 
further negotiations will be conducted. 

The Textile council held a special 
session of 2% hours’ duration and, ac- 
cording to Secretary Taylor, the senti- 
ment was unanimous that the council 
should insist upon a straight advance 
of slightly over 14 percent. The secre- 
tary was instructed to send the follow- 
ing notice to Secretary Hathaway of 
the Manufacturers’ association: 

“Your letter of Oct. 17, containing 
a proposition of the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation to substitute a 5 percent ad- 
vance and a sliding scale of wages has 
been received and fully considered by 
the council and I am instructed to say 
that they reject the proposition as of- 
fered and still adhere to their former 
request for the full restoration, as out- 
lined in their previous letter. The 
Textile council will meet on Tuesday 
evening and they respectfully request 
that an answer be given on or before 
that date.” 

With the exception of Taylor, mem- 
bers of the council said that they did 
not care to comment on their action, 
as their position in the matter was 
generally known. Taylor said that the 
sentiment against the manufacturers’ 
proposition was so unanimous that but 
one course was left for the council to 
pursue and that was to reject the mill 
owners’ offer. 

“The operatives are satisfied,” said 
Taylor, “that the present conditions 
warrant a full and complete restoration 
of the old rate of wages and will not 
be satisfied unless they receive what 
they ask for. As to the sliding scale, 
I have no doubt that if the present 
rate of wages is made satisfactory to 
the help they will consider such a 
proposition.” 

The members of the executive com- 
mittee of the Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion, when informed of the action of 
the Textile council, said that the new 
scale would go into effect at once in all 
the print cloth mills in the city. The 
members of the committee had beard of 
no intention to change the policy 
adopted and as far as members of the 
committee were aware there had been 
no break and would be none in the 
rauks of the manufacturers. 

It is the general opinion that the Tex- 
tile council was partly induced to in- 
sist on the restoration of the old rate 
by the order of M. C. D. Borden, owner 
of the Fall River Iron works, where 
the full restoration went into effect this 
morning. The Iron works, not being 
represented in the Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, their owner was not asked by 
the Textile council to restore the old 
rate. 

The association schedule also takes 
effect today in the Corr cotton mills 
of East Taunton. An advance will also 
be made in the United States mills at 
Central Falls, R. L, and it is under- 
stood that a raise will be granted in 
several other mills of New England 
which usually follow the Fall River 
standard, as soon as the local difficulty 
is straightend out. The great ma- 
jority of the cotton mills in northern 
New England, Rhode Island, eastern 
Connecticut and in other Massachu- 
setts towns will not be directly af- 
fected by the movement here. Today’s 
advance in this city and elsewhere will 
affect about 30,000 operatives, a num- 
ber smaller than usual, owing to the 
short-handed condition of many of the 
mills. 

Work was resumed by all the Fall 
River mills this morning and if any 
trouble arises out of the present hitch 
it is not looked for until after Wednes- 
day next. A reply from the manufac- 
turers is expected tomorrow, but if no 
reply is made to the last letter of the 
council the question to be acted upon 
by the unions will be the same as that 
which came up in yesterday’s meeting 
of the Textile council—that of accept- 
ing a profit-sharing arrangement before 
the cut down of last year is restored.

MUST BE PURIFIED 


ica’s Chief City 


A LECTURE TO POLICE 


Head of Department Points Out 
Misery That Results From In- 
fluences of “Captains of Indus- 
try of Vice and Crime” 


New York, Oct. 23.—In order to cor- 
rect an impression that the police of 
the “Tenderloin” precinct had been in- 
stricted to arrest all unescorted women 
found in the streets at night, Police 
Commissioner McAdoo visited the sta- 
tion house last night and made a long 
address to the force. He read the sec- 


tions of the law on the subject and | 
told the men that he expected them | 


to arrest all improper characters, but 
that the mere fact of a woman being 
alone did not justify her arrest and 
that he would deal severely with any 


“No one’s rights will be illegally in- 
terfered with, but this precinct can and 
will be made clean. There are no difti- 
culties In the way which cannot be 
overcome with legal methods, This 
precinct is in the very heart of the 
commercial and social capital of the 
western hemisphere. It is a disgrace 
to the city, to the city’s morals and to 
civilization that such an ulcer spot as 
this should exist in the very centre of 
it’s greatest activities. 

“We are bound not only to protect 
our citizens, but the vast army of visi- 
tors from these corrupting influences 
and unseemly sights. It is for the peo- 
of the city of New York to say wheth- 
er or not they want this place cleaned 
up. If the press and the pulpit which 
talk so much about evil conditions here 
would uphold the hands of those who 
are enforcing the law the thing is ac- 
complished. 

“You are combating great  influ- 
ences,” the commissioner continued, 
“in enforcing these laws; the owners 
of the property who reap large profits 
from the base and criminal uses to 
which it is put; the various business 
interests which they have on _ the 
profligacy and prodigality of vice and 
who are complaining that with them

DISHWASHING MACHINE, 


Practical Device of Simple Construc- 
tion and Operation. 


Several dishwashing machines have; 


been patented within the past few 
years, but most of them have been too 
complicated in construction. Only the 
proprietors of hotels, restaurants, 
cafes, ete., know what a problem it is 
to wash so many dishes as they use in 
the course of a day, and a simple de- 
vice of this kind saves them time and 
labor. The machine illustrated here- 
with, the invention of two Ohio men, 
seems exceedingly practical of opera- 
tion, no more than ordinary care being 
required to prevent breakage. The usu- 
al table is provided, underneath which 
are pleced the tanks for the water. 
Rising above the tanks is a mast, upon 
which is a bracket, the receptacle for 
holding the dishes being made of a

wire of a mesh large enough to allow 
the accumulations from the dishes to 
pass through and being suspended upon 
this bracket. Mounted upon the mast 
is a hoisting cable, which is operated 
by a lever secured to the end of the 
table, the lever automatically locking 
when the receptacle is at a predeter- 
mined depression, 

After the receptacle has been filled 
with dishes the lever * released and 
the dishes idwered into the tank sup- 
plied with hot water, and after a thor- 
ough cleansing the basket is raised and 
again lowered into the other tank, 
which is connected with the cold wa- 
ter, for a final rinsing. All refuse mat- 
ter passes off through drain pipes con- 
nected with the tanks.—Pittsburg Dis- 
patch. 


Turbines on the English Channel, 

During the official trials of the new 
turbine steamer Onward for the Dover- 
Calais channel service of the South. 
eastern railroad a record for the 
class of vessel was established. The 
Onward, which was built by the 
Denny Bros, of Dumbarton, is prac- 
tically a sister ship to the Queen, 
which has been plying ugpn this route 
for many months with complete suc- 
cess, A large number of improvements, 
however, have been embodied both in 
speed and comfort. In the mile run 
on the Firth of Clyde a mean speed of 
22.54 knots was attained. Another 
noteworthy feature of the trials was 
the remarkable speed of fifteen and 
a half knots which was attained with 
turbines reversed.—Scientific Ameri- 
can.

The stomach proper has ceased to be 
a serious problem to the surgeon. He 
can invade and explore it with im- 
punity. He can even, if circumstances 
demand, relieve the owner of it en- 
tirely and so arrange the loose ends 
that the functions of nutrition are suc- 
cessfully maintained. ‘To be sure, the 
patient can never thereafter derive 
much pleasure from his meals. He 
must restrict himself to a rigid diet, 
but for all the other affairs of life he 
may be as compeient as before. There 
are today several stomachless men who 
are earning their daily predigested ra- 
tion in occupations varying from clerk 
to expressman.—Mc(C]Jure’s Magazine.

tread the quarter deck as commander, 

When the Shanghai Steam Navigation 
Company needed an efficient man to 
command its vew sidewheel steamship, 
to take it from Glasgow where it was 
built to China, Capt. Jayné was select- 
ed. He set sail in the middle of April, 
1869, with a load of coal for a 
voyage around the world. ‘The vesse) 
was named ‘‘Morning.’’ She was 
feet overall and 85 feet beam, 

She passed down the coast of France, 
around Gibraltar, up the Mediterranean 
to Port Said, thence through the Suez 
canal, the first vessel to burst 
that silent sea.

‘*The company, in fixing fare points 
between Quincy and Brockton, has 
established three of these within the 
town of Holbrook, This means, 
other things, that people who have 
occasion to take a car in Holbrook 
between the Brockton line and Pine 
Hill turnout pay fifteen cents to reach 
the Braintree station of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad. 
We believe this to be an unreason- 
able burdep upona considerable number 
of- people, and recommend such re- 
duction in fare as will make this 
charge ten instead of fifteen cents, 

‘* The company ought to make in the 
near future a considerable expenditure 
in the renewal and repair of this 
line of railway.”

A NEW DIFFICULTY 


Mill Owners Reject Proposition 
of Textile Council 


ADHERE TO FIRST PLAN 


Declare That They Will Stand 
by Profit-Sharing Scheme Not- 
withstanding Refusal of Oper- 
atives to Accept It 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 24—The Tex- 
tile situation here is more critical than 
it has been at any time since the close 
of the great strike last January. The 
Manufacturers’ association, represent- 
ing all the print cloth mills in the city, 
with the exception of those controlled 
by M. C. D. Borden of New York, held 
a special meeting yesterday afternoon 
and voted to refuse the request of the 
Textile council that a direct advance in 
wages to restore the scale which ex- 
isted previous to July 25, 1904, be made. 

The refusal of the association will be 
acted upon at a special meeting of the 
Textile council tonight, when it is 
probable that the entire matter will be 
referred to a special meeting of all the 
unions represented in the council on 
the following evening. Many of the 
business men fear that another strike 
will be decided upon by the union, but 
at this time it is impossible to tell what 
action the operatives will take. 

The association considered a letter 
sent by the Textile council in which 
the manufacturers’ proposition was re- 
jected and the request was made that 
the full restoration be granted. The 
plan of the Manufacturers’ association 
provided for a direct increase of 5 per- 
cent and a profit-sharing plan, the 
profits due the employes to be figured 
monthly on the market price of cloth, 
which, however, thust show at least a 
margin over the cost of cotton of 75 
cents per cut. The present condition 
of the market would net the employes 
about 8 percent, which, in addition to 
the 5 percent, would make a total in- 
crease in wages of about 13 percent. 
Opinions differ as to whether this per- 
centage would bring the wages up to 
those paid prior to July, 1904, when a 
12% percent reduction was made, 

An advance of slightly over 14 per- 
cent would be necessary to bring the 
recent standard price of weaving. to 
that which existed before the cutdown, 
but within the past few months many 
of the mills have been short of help 
and found it necessary to grant slight 
advances in certain departments. 

The new plan of the manufacturers 
went into effect yesterday, and no 
strike occurred, except at the Barnard 
mills, where the ring spinners re- 
mained away. The ring spinning room 
was shut down. 

At the six large mills of the Fall 
River Iron works, owred by Borden, 
| the wage scale of 1904 was restored 
in full. To the action of Borden in 
making a straight advance, and that 
unsolicited, is attributed in part the 
strong stand for similar action on the 
part of the association mills now being 
taken by the Textile council. 

The association was in session less 
than an hour yesterday. The situation 
was discussed thoroughly and the de- 
cision was reached to adhere to the 
original proposition. Secretary Hath- 
away was instructed to send a letter 
notifying the Textile council of the 
manufacturers’ attitude. No statement 
was made concerning the time the lat- 
ter would be mailed, but the council 
had requested that a reply to its letter 
be forwarded by tonight, when the 
council will hold a meeting. 

President Tansey of the Textile coun- 
cil, when notified of the manufacturers’ 
decision, said he regretted very much 
the action of the mill owners, but 
would not enter into a discussion of 
the situation. 

It is considered probable that before 
final action is taken by the union that 
further negotiations will be held be- 
tween the two sides, and should a 
strike be determined upon it is thought 
that the operatives would not leave the 
mills until the close of the week. It is 
understood, however, that before dras- 
tic action is taken by the unions, 
strong efforts will be made to reach a 
peaceful solution of the difficulty. 


Sand persons yesterday visited and 
were shown through the magnificent 
liner Amerika, the new 41,000-ton 
steamship of the Hamburg-American 
line.

St. Petersburg, Oct. 24.—According 
to the military attaches who recently 
returned from the front, Russia had 
considerably in excess of 1,000,000 sol- 
diers in the Far East when peace was 
declared. The attaches say that they 
were specially impressed by the Rus- 
sian common soldier, who, if prop- 
erly led, they believe would be a match 
for any in the world. 


Washington Won't Interfere 

Washington, Oct. 24.—It can‘be re- 
iterated on the highest authority that, 
although convinced that the proposed 
Anglo-Cuban treaty is distinctly in- 
jurious to Cuba’s interests, the Wash- 
ington government has never indirectly 
or directly questioned Cuba's full right 
to negotiate such a treaty with Great 


Britain or with any other foreign na- 
tion.

Gardner Outlines Rights of 


Gloucester Vessels 


NO PRIVILEGES NEEDED 


Buying of Bait or Shipping of 


Newfoundlanders, However, 


Would Lead to Seizure of Ves- 
sels, With No Redress 
Gloucester, Mass., Oct. 24.—Con- 
gressman Gardner, at a 
rally here last night, touched upon the 
Newfoundland fisheries question 
said that Gloucester vessels would be 
expected to keep within their rights or 
risk the consequences. He briefly out- 
lined the terms under which vessels 
would be permitted to fish. Mr. Gard- 
ner said: 

“We ask for nothing more than our 
rights. We do not ask for our old privi- 
legey, if the right to purchase bait or 
herring can be called a privilege. New- 
foundland has withdrawn these _ so- 
called privileges, as she had a perfect 
right to do. We said we could get 
along without them, and this we amply 
proved, so far as bait is concerned, in 
the last six months. We shall prove 
just as clearly that our herring fish- 
eries do not depend on any privileges; 
but we certainly shall not forego our 
rights. 

“Remember that we have no right 
to smuggle goods into Newfoundland; 
that we have no right to buy an ounce 
of herring or ship a native fisherman 
in her ports. Let it be clearly under- 
stood that if our captains find their 
vessels seized for such acts they can 
expect nothing from the state depart- 
ment. 

“I do not wish to imply that any of 
my virtuous constituents would do any- 
thing of this sort. Perbaps none of 
them know what smuggling means; 
but a fishing fleet isn’t exactly a church 
sociable and, to use a colloquial ex- 
pression, I am personally acquainted 
with one or two pretty ‘hot proposi- 
tions’ who are now in the neighborhood 
of the Bay of Islands. At all events, 
I give them fair notice to keep with- 
in their rights or risk the consequences. 

“We may have to deal with an out- 
break of the Newfoundland native 
fishermen. Three hundred of them, 
sturdy, determined men all, met the 
other night and intimated to the gov- 
ernor of Newfoundland that the For- 
tune bay riots might be repeated if that 
government did not desist from its 
policy of forbidding them to take part 
in our fisheries. 

“You all remember what happened 
in Fortune bay when our fishermen at- 
tempted to catch herring under their 
treaty rights without the aid of the 
natives. The Newfoundlanders said 
‘Treaty or no treaty, we don’t intend to 
starve nor see our children suffer.’ Out 
they came with their arms and they 
tore up our nets. Great Britain paid 
the bill; but the natives carried their 
point and I do not believe there Is a 
fisherman sailing out of Gloucester to- 
day that does not sympathize with 
them. 

“I, for one, sympathize today with 
the Newfoundland native. His govern- 
ment has forbidden him to ship on our 
vessels, His wife and his children 
must suffer this winter; but we must 
have our rights and our herring or else 
the wife and children of the Gloucester 
fisherman will suffer, too.”

President Roosevelt Talks on 
Canal Question 


WORK WILL BE PUSHED 


Weapons of Those Opposed to It 
Will Fail of Their Purpose-- 
Big Ditch to Be Effectively 
Policed by Our Navy 


Mobile, Ala., Oct. 24—All Mobile 
last night lent itself to the reception 
of President Roosevelt, during his*two 
hours’ stay here. There 
closing of all business houses and along 
the route of the procession residences 
and stores were covered with decora- 
tions of lights and bunting in the na- 
tional colors. 

Judge Alford introduced the presi- 
dent, who was briefly welcomed by 
Mayor Lyons. ‘The formal welcome 
was then delivered by Colonel E. L. 


Russell, in response to which Presi- | 


dent Roosevelt said in part: 

“I cannot sufficiently express my ap- 
preciation of the magnificent greeting 
that you have given me today. The 
man would be but a poor American 
who could meet you here without being 


stirred and feeling that he must even | 


more than before strive to do all that 


in him lies for our common country. I | 
not | 


know that the rest of you will 
grudge my saying that most of all I 
am touched by the sight of men who 
wore the gray in the great parade here 
today. 

“In speaking before the citizens of 
this great seaport of the gulf, I nat- 


urally wish to say a word about the | 


Panama canal, I hold that as a matter 
of public policy whatever helps part 
of our country helps the whole. And I 
did my best to bring about the con- 
struction of the canal in the interest 
of all our people. But if there was 
any one section to be most benefited by 
it, it is the section that includes the 
gulf states. 

“Originally I was for the Nicara- 
guan canal, but when congress acted I 
abided by the decision of congress. It 
became evident that we should either 
have no canal or the Panama canal, and 
I am for a canal. If we had not acted 
as we have, all chance of building that 
canal would have vanished for half a 
eentury to come, and as itis we 
now assured of having that canal with- 
in a comparatively short time. 

“I want to warn you not to be misled 
by interested clamor. Every man who 
had to do with bringing about the con- 
struction of the canal knows that for 
decades it was opposed, and success- 
fully opposed, by great commercial in- 
terests which did not wish to see it 
completed, and did not wish to see a 
canal speedily dug through the isthmus 
and communication between the At- 
lantic and Pacific speedily established. 

“It seems to me evident from certain 
things I see in a portion of the daily 
press that those causes are still active 
and that they are going to try to bring 
up the issue with the hope of putting 
off for 10 or 15 years or over the dig- 
ging of that canal. Their weapons 
have been and are every form of mis- 
representation, and they will fail. You 
need not have the slightest alarm. 
Uncle Sam has started to dig that 
canal, and it will be dug and soon. 

“The people who are largely, by the 
circulation of false rumors and by di- 
rect mis-statement, seeking to create 
confusion, such as will defer the build- 
ing of the canal, will be disappointed. 
We have as a people the right to feel 
genuine satisfaction with the progress 
that has been made. Let me point out 
something of which you here will ap- 
preciate the significance, the sanitation 
of the isthmus. : 

“You remember that a couple of 
years ago men said you could not dig 
that canal because yellow fever was 
always epidemic there. We are dig- 
ging it and with a cleaner bill. of 
mortality than the isthmus has ever 
known before. 

“T want to say another word and that 
is about the United States navy. We 
undertook to build the canal because 
we said that owing to our position and 
interest and stand we were the only 
nation that could or should doit. That 
means that we have got to protect it 
and police it ourselyes. 
anybody else to help, us do the work 
we have allotted to ourselves. We 


must therefore bring up and keep up | 


our navy to the highest point of ef- 
ficiency. It is not necessary to havea 
very large navy, but it is necessary 
that, ship foreship, it should be just a 
little the most efficient navy in the 
world. In battle the shots that count 
are the shots that hit. There are 
plenty of gallant fellows—we saw them 
among the Spaniards—who will go 
down with their ships. That is all 
right. If there is nothing else to be 
done, go down with the ships rather 
than surrender. But try to make the 
other fellow'’s ship go down first. 

“I want our people to feel that in 
assuming to dig the isthmian canal, in 
assuming the position we have as- 
sumed as recurds this western 
sphere and in the Oriental seas, we 
bind ourselves to keep our navy at 
such a point of efficiency that there 
shall be no chance of humiliation at 
the hands of any foreign foe.

TRAFFIC PARALYZED 


Russian{Railroads Now Tied Up 
In All Directions 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 24.—The rail- 
road strike situation has now entered 
on & highly serious phase. The move- 
ment is spreading rapidly to all the 
railroads of the empire and apparently 
cannot be stopped, while in many 
| Cities it is communicating itself te the 
jlnill and factory employes. ‘The in- 
habitants of Moscow are already feel- 
ing the effects of the strike in the in- 
creased prices of food and they are eyen 
confronted by famine. 

St. Petersburg has now only one line 
to the frontier and the employes of th's 
line held a meeting late last night to 
decide whether or not they should 
participate in the strike movement. 

Brigadier General Barry and Cap- 
tain Cloman of the United States army, 
who have been with the Russian army 
in Manchuria, left late at night for 
Vienna on what was perhaps the last 
train out of St. Petersburg. Railroad 


trains are now running only in the 
border regions of the empire. 
Pathetic scenes are reported from 


Moscow, where thousands of the poorer 
inhabitants of the adjoining provinces 
have been waiting for four days for 
trains to take them home. They are 
camping out near the railroad stations 
and in the streets and many of them 
are without money and the necessities 
of life. 


Heroes’. Descendants in Distress 
New York, Oct. 24.—In abject destl- 


tution, Matilda Van Dolsen, grand- 
daughter of an aide on the staff of 


| General Washington, and daughter of 
an officer in the United States army in 
the war of. 1812, died last: night in a 
tiny, squalid room, from paralysis. 
Miss Van Dolsen, who was 72 years old, 
lived with her sister, Frances, two 
years her junior. Recently they were 
| reduced to dire want, depending for a 
bare subsistence on such light work 
as they were able to do. In the room 
| in which the aged sisters lived hung 
the swords and pistols of their father 
and grandfather, which they had re- 
fused to part with, even in the ex- 
tremlty of their distress. 


Basebali Champions Honored 

Philadelphia, Oct. 24—The Phila- 
delphia American league baseball club, 
which won the world’s championship, 
was last night honored by a_ public 
demonstration. Six newspapers, under 
whose auspices an elaborate parade 
was given, were represented by floats.

the rate of fare between the two towns. 
The management finally decided to 
suspend operation of the line until an 
understanding with the county commis- 
sioners regarding the rate of fare to be 
charged can be arrived at. 


A Year’s Railroad Casualties 

Washington, Oct. 24.—During the 12 
months ended June 30, 1905, S86 per- 
sons were killed and 13,883 injured as 
the result of accidents on railroad 
trains, according to a report of the in- 
terstate commerce commission just is- 
sued. There were 1251 collisions and 
1535 derailments. The damage to cars, 
engines and roadway by these acci- 
dents amounted to $2,410,671. 


Alaskan Cable Out of Commissicn’ 

Seattle, Oct. 24-—The cable ship 
Burnside returned to this port for coal, 
reporting new and serious faults in the 
Alaskan cable between this city and 
Sitka, of such a nature that all com- 
munication with Alaska {s cutoff until 
the Burnside can return to northern 
waters and repair the faults.

says he met their ancestors from afar, 
as it were, through a telescope, and 
that they are similar to those of the 
moon; that is, those of the engulfment 
variety. 

While in Honolulu Professor Picker- 
ing delivered a lecture, in which he ad- 
vanced the theory that the moon was 
originally a part of the earth and was 
thrown off and that the Hawaiian Is- 
lands were about in the center of this 
lunar gonosis. The space that was left 
when the moon material was thrown 
off was the Pacific ocean. The large 
voleanoes of Mauna Loa and Kilauea 
on the island of Hawaii, and Halea- 
kala on Maul, were, Professor Picker- 
ing stated, in many ways exactly like 
those he had observed through a tele- 
scope on the moon. 


Fruit as an Aid to Digestion, 

Dr. J. G. Sharp in the London Lan- 
cet calls attention to the very consid- 
erable digestive action of the juices of 
such common fruit as apples, pears, 
cherries, strawberries, etc. He states 
that the fruit acids combine with the 
iron in proteid foods and enable the 
blood to take it up; hence meat and 
fruit are the proper diet for anaemia. 
The ferments contained in many com- 
mon fruits, as well as in the pineapple, 
give them considerable digestive pow- 
er of a nature similar to that possess- 
ed by the pancreatic juice. To obtain 
the best therapeutic results from fruit 
Dr. Sharp recommends that it be eaten 
at the end of the chief meal. All tinned 
fruits are lacking in this digestive 
power, since the high temperature pre- 
ceding the canning kills the ferments. 


Gloves and Microbes. 

It was noticed in Paris when King 
Edward was there that he always ap- 
peared in public with his right hand 
gloved, but not his left. As it is a com- 
mon practice to carry the right glove 
loose and not the left, much speculation 
has been excited by the king's reversal 
of this custom. One learned writer 
suggests that it is due to a sound per- 
ception of hygienic propriety. The ob- 
ject of a glove, he says, is not to adorn 
but to protect the hand. Which hand 
has the more constant employment and 
is therefore brought into closer contact 
with microbes? Why, the right hand. 
It follows that in keeping that hand 
gloved the king shows his unfailing 
sense. 


One Piece Car Wheel, 

A process for making a one piece 
steel railway wheel has been devised. 
For a thirty-three inch wheel an ingot 
about sixteen inches in diameter is 
used, and with steam hammer and hy- 
draulic press the ingot is forged until 
the hub and web are brought to prac- 
tically the finished size. It is then sub- 
jected to a process of heat treatment 
80 that the outer portion of the wheel 
is brought to a rolling heat while the 
web and hub are kept at a lower red 
heat. The rolling process brings the 
wheel to its final shape.

MAINE INDIAN SLAIN 


Another Indian of Penobscot 
Tribe Suspected of the Crime 
Oldtown, Me., Oct. 24—Word was 

received here of the murder of Peter 

J. Loring, son of the Indian known to 

the Penobscots as Big Thunder, at his 

home on the Indian Island reservation. 

His death was caused by a bullet from 

a special 30-calibre rifle. 

Peter Rancro, a Penobscot Indian, 
with whom, it is said, Loring and his 
wife were seen In Milford, and who, 
it is said, rowed the couple to Indian 
Island lake, surrendered last night. 

Mrs. Loring notified her parents, Mr. 


and Mrs. Sabbatus Francis, that her | 


husband had been shot. Investigation 
disclosed Loring lying on the ground 
in front of his house with a bullet in 
his back, just below the shoulder 
blade. The ball had passed entirely 
through the body and he died within 
a few minutes. 

In Loring’s house a special 30-calibre 
rifle, said to belong to Rancro, was 
found and the furniture was in con- 
fusion, indicating that a struggle had 
taken place. Search for Rancro was 
begun at once and the canoe in which 
he is said to have brought Loring and 
his wife to the island was found empty 
on the Milford shore. 


Death In Trolley Sar Accident 

Bangor, Me., Oct. 24.—John McKin- 
non died this morning from injuries ; 
sustained in a trolley car accident at 
midnight. While going down a steep 
grade in this city, a car Jumped the | 
track and crashed into a dwelling 
house. McKinnon, who was the only | 
passenger, leaped from the platform, | 
but was caught by the car and dragged 
for some distance. The motorman and |} 
conductor remained on the car and 
were uninjured. The accident was 
caused by hoar frost, which prevented | 
the brakes from controlling the speed.

This test over, she will proceed 
to Rockland, Me., where she will be 
given her speed trial over a measured 
course. 

It was a pretty sight to see the big 
sea fighter start on her maiden trip, 
and the crowd on the Fore River bridge 
gave her three cheers and many well 
wishes of good luck. 

That she will make the speed re- 
quired by the government, which is 
about 19 knots, no one fora minute 
doubts.

NEWS AT DOLLAR A LINE 


Represented Testimony at In- 
vestigation as_Favorable to the 
Company--President of Met- 
ropolitan Was Good to McCall 


New York, Oct. 25.—At Tuesday’s 
session of the legislative committee 
investigating the life insurance com- 
panies, the affairs of the Mutual Life 
Insurance company were under con- 
sideration and it was brought out that 
this company was paying for the dis- 
semination throughout the country of 
reports of this investigation that were 
favorable to the company. 

Charles J. Smith, a newspaper man, 
was a witness. He is employed by 
the Mutual Life to do a large number 
of things, but a month ago was given 
the task of sending out these reports. 
Smith had vised a number of vouchers 
for payments on account of this work. 
These aggregated $11,000, with more 
bills to come in. He thought the 
amount to date would reach $14,000. 

Mr. Smith wrote the reports and sub- 
mitted them to Allan Forman, who 
owns the Telegraphic News bureau, 
and to which concern $1 a line was 
paid by the Mutual Life for the service. 
Clippings from various papers through- 
out the country were shown to the 
witness and identified as the dispatches 
he wrote and sent to Forman. These 
were sent to about 100 papers, but 
Smith did not know whether the papers 
were paid for inserting them. In one} 
dispatch Smith wrote that McCurdy’s 
attitude on the stand made a distinctly 
favorabie impression, and for this he 
had to pay $2 a line. This, he said, | 
was worth it. 

Walter Sullivan, who has charge of 
the magazine advertising department, 
next was called. He said the Mutual 
Life advertised in 12 magazines last 
year at a cost of $42,000. Advertising 
in insurance papers cost about $30,000 | 
more, but he could not tell where the | 
rest of the $329,797 charged up to ad 


vertising last year was spent. 

Emory McClintock, the actuary of 
the Mutual Life, was also on the stand. 
The entire morning session was given 
over to his explanations of the technical 
points of insurance. McClintock advo- 
cated no laws practically for the insur- 
ance companies beyond a certain super- 
vision to give the reports publicity. He 
thought the public could take care of 
themselves and that publicity was the 
best law. «Asked how far this view 
was shared in official circles, he 
thought he was somewhat of a mis- 
sionary along that line. MeClintock 
will be called again. 

John R. Hegeman, president of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance company, 
was examined, and when the adjourn- 
ment was taken he was still on the 
stand with his testimony unfinished. 
While lacking the startling features of 
the testimony of some of the other life 
insurance presidents who have testi- 
fied, Hegeman’s remarks and explana- 
tions were none the less interesting, 
especially his statement that $876,000 
was given to the industrial policy- 
holders of his company last year with- 
out any obligation whatever. Hege- 
man further said that in eight years 
his company had voluntarily given to 
the policyholders $8,000,000. This was 
in extended insurance, mortuary 
dividends and liberalized policies dur- 
ing epidemics, floods and fires. 

It was brought out that, while the 
company carried collateral loans 
throughout the year, none appeared in 
the annual report on Dec. 31. This was 
explained by the witness, who said that 
all collateral loans were transferred on 
the last day of the year to Vermilye & 
Co., bankers, under an agreement, and 
were bought back again in January. 
This was done, according to the wit- 
ness, to avoid the horde of applications 
for call loans which would have come 
from the Wall street district had the 
Metropolitan appeared as a lending 
company. Hegeman did not encourage 
the call loan business from this section 
because it entailed keeping a ticker in 
his office and he would not have one 
there. 

Large loans at such a low rate of in- 
terest as 1% percent, especially one to 
President McCall of the New York 
Life Insurance company, were taken 
up, and Hegeman spoke strongly of his 
friendship for McCall, who, he said, 
was closer than any other man to him 
in insurance business, outside of his 
immediate associates. McCall had 
rendered him valuable service that was 
of benefit to the company and per- 
sonally he thought the company could 
afford and would have been justified in 
paying McCall the few hundreds of 
dollars the interest on the loans 
amounted to. The same was true, he 
said, of Silas B. Dutcher, a director of 
the company, who also carried large 
loans with the company.

Trend of Sentiment Among Fall 
River @peratives 

Fall River, Mass. Oct. 25.—Al- 

though the Fall River Textile council, 

which held a special meeting last night 

to consider the refusal of the Manu- 


facturers’ association to grant a direct 
wage Increase of slightly more than 14 
percent, made no recommendations to 
the various unions, the indications 
strongly point to a general strike be- 
fore the close of the month. 

Special meetings of all the unions 
will be held tonight to vote on the 
question of leaving the mills. A ma- 
jority sentiment in the unions in favor 
of stopping work does not necessarily 
mean a strike will occur, as under the 
union constitution a two-thirds vote of 
the members of each union is necessary 
before the organization can be counted 
as favoring a strike. 

The sentiment among the rank and 
file of the operatives, union and non- 
union, appears to be strongly in favor 
of a strike. As many of the mills are 
more or less short-handed, it is thought 
that the Manufacturers’ association 
have less than 25,000 bands on their 
payrolls. These are employed in 75 
mills, oywned by 34 corporations. 


* Opium-Crazed Chinaman’s Acts 

Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 25.—Yee 
Wah, a Chinese laundryman, suddenly 
became insane from the effects of 
opium, and without provocation shot 
Annie Milhern, 10 years old, who was 
passing his laundry. A few moments 
later he dashed out of his shop and 
struck John J. Jessop with a cleaver. 
In attempting to evade arrest he shot 
at two policemen, but missed them, 
and was finally brought to terms by 
a bullet through the wrist. He was 
taken to a hospital, where he is under 
guard. The wounds of the Milhern 
girl and Jessop are not serious. 


Deer’s Curiosity Was Aroused 

Swansea, Mass., Oct. 25.—An elec- 
tric car, bound from Fall River to 
Providence, was held up here last 
night by a large deer. The animal was 
evidently attracted by the bright 
searchlight and was running at full 
speed towards thecar. The motorman 
brought the car to a stop, but the ani- 
mal kept on running until close to the 
searchlight, where it stopped and gazed 
at the dazzling rays. The deer stood 
thus until the motorman chased it 
away. Later the deer was again seen 
in about the same place by the crew 
of another car. 


Murderer Says He Is Now Sane 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 25.—In the 
superior court Attorney Rowley of 
Boston, for Arad Taylor, an inmate of 
the insane department of the state 
farm at Bridgewater, filed a petition 
for discharge from custody. Taylor 
claimg,he is now sane and should be re- 
leased from confinement. Taylor 
killed his wife with an axe at Berlin 
Sept. 11, 1895, and was adjudged in- 
sane and ordered committed. 


Pieaded Her Own Case Well 

Boston, Oct. 25.—Minnie H. S. Mat- 
thewson defended the libel brought 
against her by her husband, Arthur C. 
Matthewson of New York, alleging un- 
faithfulness. She now lives in New 
York and came here to defend the suit. 
Her lawyer failed to appear, and rather 
than be subjected to the trouble of 
coming again, she went ahead and tried 
the case so well that the court dis- 
missed the libel. 


$15,000 Verdict Against Railroad 

Boston, Oct. 25.—A joint verdict for 
$15,000 was recorded in the superior 
court. Amelia Miller of Hudson had 
sued the Boston and Maine Railway 
company for damages arising out of a 
collision which occurred at Waltham, 
March 10, 1908, while her husband, 
John A. Miller, sued for loss of asso- 
ciation and services. The former was 
given $12,000 and the latter $3000. 


Indian Charged With Murder 

Oldtown, Me., Oct. 25.—John P. 
Ranco, a Penobscot Indian, was ar- 
raigned here on the charge of murder, 
the crime being the alleged killing of 
Peter Loring, another Indian. Ranco 
pleaded not guilty. Loring was found 
dead in front of his house with a bullet 
hole through his body. Ranco was 
suspected and gave himself up after 
having been in hiding.

Man Wanted For Shooting Bar- 
ricades Himself In Hotel 

Alstead, N. H., Oct. 25.—George 
Ford came here from Marlow two 
weeks ago and was hired asa laborer, 
but he lived at the local hotel. Last 
night he met Fred Shortcleeve on the 
hotel piazza. The wen had a few 
words, and then Shortcleeve turned to 
walk away. As he did so, Ford, it is 
alleged, shot Shortcleeve, the bullet 
taking effect in the back. Shortcleeve 
was removed to his home in Langdon, 
where it is stated that he is in a critical 
condition. 

Following the alleged shooting Ford 
hastened to his room on the top floor 
of the hotel, where he locked himself 
in. Soon afterward Deputy Sheriff 
Perry, with a posse of 10 men, arrived 
at the hotel and proceeded to Ford's 
room. Upon Ford’s refusal to sur- 
render Perry kicked open the door. 
Ford, it is alleged, fired at the officer 
but missed him. He then closed the 
door again and barricaded it with the 
furniture In the room. 

The sheriff and his posse retreated, 
but they expect to be able to starve 
Ford into submission. The posse was 
augmented by several more citizens 
and every avenue of escape from the 
hotel was closely guarded. 

Shortcleeve, the victim of the shoot- 
ing, is a young farmer. He had never 
had any trouble with Ford, and it is 
not known what led to the assault. It 
is believed that Ford is mentally de- 
ranged. 


Dynamite Shakes Tenement House 

New York, Oct. 25.—A seven-story 
tenement house was shaken last night 
by an explosion of dynamite which 
some unkuown person had placed on 
the steps of a butcher shop on the 
ground floor. The explosion threw the 
hundreds of tenants in the building and 
in the houses adjoining into a panic. 
The butcher shop was wrecked by the 
explosion, but the rest of the house 
was uninjured save for the smashing 
of many windows. Dr. Vincenzo Sella- 
ro, who had an office and apartments 
in the building, informed the police 
that the dynamite was probably meant 
for him. He said that he had received 
several threatening letters. 


Woman Ends Life In Hotel 

New York, Oct. 25.—A woman who 
registered as Mary J. Caley of Cleve- 
land was found dead, shot through the 
head, in her room at the Aberdeen hotel 
here. A revolver lay beside her head. 
In her room were found a gold link 
purse set with diamonds and containing 
$133, two diamond brooches, silver 
toilet articles inscribed “M. J. C.” and 
a package of letters. One of these 
read: “Tired, tired. Forgive me dear 
sister. Love. May.” Another was 
marked: “Give to Jack, but don’t re- 
turn names.” 


Lived Over a Century 

Rochester, Oct. 25.—Mrs. Sarah W. 
Andrews died at the home of her 
daughter in Silver Springs, aged 102 
years. She was born in Bennington, 
Vt., Nov. 28, 1802. Her grandfather 
was a soldier of the revolution and her 
father fought in the war of 1812. Mrs, 
Andrews retained her physical vigor to 
a wonderful degree and her mind was 
not impaired. 


Left Fortune of $15,000,000 

New York, Oct. 25.—Henry H. Cook, 
83 years of age, who died here recent- 
ly, bequeathes $90,000 to religious and 
charitable institutions by the pro- 
visions of his will. Cook was a diree- 
tor in railroad and industrial corpora- 
tions. He is believed to have left a 
fortune of at least $15,000,000, most of 
which goes to his daughters.

WHITNEY WITH POLITICAL CORRUPTION 


Democratic Leader Declares Democratic Candidate for 
Liut.-Gov. Unworthy the Suffrage of Democratic Voters 


MR. WILLIAMS QUOTES THE SUPREME COURT ON MR, WHITNEY’S PUBLIC RECORD, 
THE LETTER IS AS FOLLOWS: 


Jo the Editor of The Herald: 


I have addressed you a letter protest- | 


fing against the nomination of Henry M. 

‘Whitney for the office of Lieutenant 

Governor. Mr. Whitney has answered in 

a letter to me personally. I prefer still 

to address myself to my party and the 
ublic, t0 whom alone is my responsi- 
ility. 

I have clung to my party amid many 
disappointments, and de not wish to see 
it commit suicide with justifiable cause. 

Mr. Josiah Quincy declares that Mr. 
Whitney was nominated with the under- 
standing that I would bolt the nomina- 
tion. Inasmuch as I had not made my 
position in the matter known to any one, 
at is clear that Mr. Quincy and his asso- 


clates deliberately made the issue I now | 


raise. ‘ 
If our party, under false leadership, 


proposes to meet the public sentiment | 
against political corruption bynominating | 


for public office the foremost representa- 
tive of such corruption, it deserves to 
lose honest men’s support. My desire is 
to save our party from such leadership. 
The case seems not yet hopeless. 

I charged Mr. Whitney with procur- 
ing the 
charter by employing an enormous lobby, 


by seouring the silence or assistance of | 
politicians with legal retain- | 


ihe leadin : 
ers, by influencing the nominations and 


elections of members of the legislature, | 


by attempting to influence the appoint- 
ment of the Street Railway committee, 
by expending from $33,000 to $55,000 and 
by sgn off competitors for a charter. 

Mr. hitney denies none of these 
charges, and they were puny sores in 
the West End investigation. The above 
charges constitute corruption of the leg- 
slature as defined by the Courts. 

I desire now to add that when a man 
employs agents to influence legislation, 
who ate known, as some of his employees 
were, to be unprincipled and wicked men. 
and places in their hands large sums of 
money, that man makes himself respon- 
jeible for the bribery of legislators, which 

nevitably follows. The whole history of 
Nogislative corruption is covered by the 
‘employment of wicked tools by responsi- 
ble men. 

I maintain that our legislatures will be 
@candalized so long as such methods are 

ermitted, and that to elect such men to 
public office isto place the public indorse- 
ment upon all the corruption which their 
employment of bad men and unlawful 
gmethods involves. 

Mr. Whitney’s answers to my charges 
re az follows: that, 

First, my opposition to his measure

Second. I sought to give another party

I fully realize that Mr. Whitney is 
jattempting to turn public attention from 
this own misdeeds by questioning my mo- 
ives in attacking him in the legislature.

If I was a demagogue to refuse to meet 
Mr. Whitney in private, I have the ex- 
| cellent company of Mr. Justice Chapman,

But indeed this cry of ‘‘demagogue”’ 
is the familiar resort of guilty men 
against their accusers. Tweed branded 
Mr. Tilden as a demagogue, the Standard 
Oil Company found the same fault in 
Henry Lloyd, when he published 
“Wealth vs. Commonwealth,” and I 

| doubt not Mr. McCall, of the New York 

Life, and Mr. McCurdy, of the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, regard Mr. 
Hughes in the same light. 

If to be a demagogue is to seck one’s 
reward for popular service in the appro- 
bation of one’s fellow-citizens, I must 
plead guilty. 

Mr. Whitney acquits me of mercenary 
motives and thinks I was actuated by 
desire for notoriety. Yes, I was: namely, 
the notoriety of being the only man of 
several hundred who was willing to de- 
nounce Mr. Whitney’s methods, to be 
followed by his spies, to pursue a right- 
eous cause with no reward in sight, ex- 
cept the gratitude of a people, which 
stood defenceless against the unrighteous 
methods of Mr. Whitney in grabbing 
public rights for pape of private gain. 

Second, Mr. Whitney charges that I 
sought to give another party the right to 
build an elevated railway. His whole 
letter is filled with false statements indi- 
cating that I had other motives than the 

nublic good in my opposition to his bill. 

{ was interested in no railway scheme 

whatever. The plain answer to this false 

statement is, that I voted against every 
elevated railroad bill which came -» for 

consideration. I did this because I did 

not consider the public interests to be 

properly guarded, and this was my only 
objection to Mr. Whitney’s bill. 

Mr. Whitney’s attempts to make me 
appear as the advocate of a competing 
scheme are absolutely baseless. How 
can I answer such unfounded charges 
except by denial and by reference to the 
records of the legislature? 

It is also not true that I advocated com- 
petition among street railways. I merely 
opposed a monopoly without proper safe- 
guards of the people’s rights. 

Third, Mr. Whitney complained that I 
tried to deprive the public of the bless- 
ings of his measure. Here Mr. Whitney 
is guilty of the most unpardonable mis- 
statements. 

He says first, that I tried to filch from 
the pockets of “the poor” an additional 
five cents every time they travelled over 
the road. This statement is absolutely 
false. On the contrary, I tried to clear 
up the dubious language of the West End 
may in which free transfers were prom- 
ised. 

What makes this assertion of Mr. Whit- 
ney a monstrous piece of audacity is the 
fact that since that time year after year 
I have appeared before the legislative 
committee to compel the West End Street 
Railway Comp to give free transfers 
| to the people, and save “the poor” from 
the extortion of this five cents. Year 
after year, I have met Mr. Whitney’s 
attorneys in triumphant opposition. I 
offered an order in the legislature to limit 
the issues of street railway stock to actual 
cash investments and not less than par 
value: this order failed. Mr. Whitney, 
in consolidating the street railways of 
Boston, !oaded hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in watered stock upun the people 
of the State. “ The pockets of the poor,” 
which I have always defended against 
such exactions, have paid yearly enor- 
mous tribute upon such stock, which 
| made him wealthy. 

I exercised my best judgment in oppos- 
ing Mr. Whitney's bill by legitimate 
amendments, and he cannot show a sin- 
gle amendment offered by me which was 
not in the public interest. 

There were others who voted against 
this bill, such as William D. Sohier,

Fourth, I now come to Mr. Whitney's 
justification of his lobbying methods, the 
worst which blot the annals of our Com- 
monwealth. He says, “I freely admit 
giving the dinners, of employing counsel, 
and making use of the lobby; but it was 
to prevent the accomplishment of an in- 
famous purpose, which was championed 
by you in violation of your oath.’ I leave 
the public to judge whether this may be 
an honest error or must be wilful mis- 
statement. Mr. Whitney employed his 
first lobbyist in July, before I was nomi- 
nated or ever considered for the legis- 
lature; he paid this lobbyist $5000 before 
I was sworn in as a member. Mr. Whit- 
ney bought out the Ames-Shepard oppo- 
sition before I was elected to the legis- 
lature. His whole lobby was at its 
nefarious business before I knew there 
was a West End bill. He gave his dinners 
to the legislators before I had raised my 
voice in the legislature against his bill. 
How wanton is his attempt now to assert 
that all his sins were prompted by my 
opposition. ¢ 

What I championed “in violation of 
my oath” I know not, unless it was my 
sworn duty to stand by voiceless while he 
corrupted my associates. 

Mr. Whitney says that for 15 years he 
has waited and longed to bring before the 

ublic the real facts; this is indeed a 
ong time to wait for the privilege of con- 
feasing his own guilt. 

He justifies his employmentof the lobby 
in express terms. He justifies his acts, 
as I have charged them. Let me quote 
what the Supreme Court of Massachu- 
setts says of this: “The business of 
‘lobby members’ is not to go fairly and 
openly before the committees — but to 
go secretly to the members and ply them 
with statements and arguments that the 
other side cannot openly meet, however 
erroneous they may be; and to bring illi- 
gitimate influences to bear upon them.” 

Mr. Whitney justifies his retainers to 
political leaders; the Supreme Court 
says: “If the ‘ lobby member’ is selected 
because of his political or persona! infin- 
ence, it aggravates the wrong.” Mr. 
Whitney justifies the buying out of com- 
peting petitioners. The Supreme Court 
says: ‘If his business is to unite various 
interests by means of projects that are 
called ‘ log-rolling,’ it is still worse.” Mr. 
Whitney justifies his’ private dining and 
wineing of legislators; the following lan- 
guage of our Supreme Court I commend 
not only to him, but to the Boston editor 
who asks, ‘‘ Is hospitality a crime?” ¢ 

The Supreme Court says “ The practice 
of procuring members of the legislature 
to act under the infiuence of what they 
have eaten and drunk at houses of enter- 
tainment tends to render those of them 
who yield to such influences wholly unfit 
to act in such cases. They are disquali- 
fied from acting fairly towards inter- 
ested parties or towards the public. The 
tendency and object of these influences 
are toobtain by corruption what it is sup- 
posed cannot be obtained fairly.” 

All these quotations from the Supreme 
Court may be found on page 159 of the 
sixth volume of Allen's reports 

In these matters I leave Mr. Whitney 
to reckon with our highest judicial 
tribunal and with the conscience of an 
honest people. If Mr. Whitney admitted 
his error and regretted it I should be the 
first to commend him, but it is commonly 
known that his pipe line bill was pro- 
cured by the same unlawful! methods. A 
vote for him, therefore, is a vote to con- 
firm his repeated defiance of political 
honesty and legislative purity. 

My exposure of legislative corruption 
is the proudest effort of my public life, 
and I am glad to have reviewed it here, 
even though I know Mr. Whitney’s pur- 

e to be to escape punishment at the 
bar of public opinion, by diverting atten- 
tion from himself to the false charges 
which he desperately scatters through 
his letter. 

I stand to-day as I stood then, to expose 
and denounce the methods of corruption, 
nor am IJ to be deterred because I shall 
soil my hands AW my opponent. +

Vermont for killing her husband, has 
been granted leave to proceed on appeal 
before the supreme court of the United 
| States, as a pauper, without payment 
|) of costs. The record in the case will 
| be printed at public expense. 

In Mrs. Rogers’ affidavit she says 
}she is a citizen of the United States 
| and “because of her poverty is unable 
| to pay the cost of her appeal in the 
| Court which Is now pending or to give 
security for the same, and she believes 
j herself entitled to the redress she 
seeks.” 

Fred M. Butler, one of Mrs. Rogers’ 
attorneys, makes an affidavit concern- 
ing the woman’s financial condition, in 
which he says: “She is without money, 
property assets or resources, and {s un- 
able to pay the costs of her appeal.” 
| He adds that she had no money to pay 

counsel for representing her when she 
was tried.

Would Quincy 
Be Benefitted 
if One Was 
Established ? 


The first steps toward the establish- 
ment of a trolley express line between 
Quincy and Brockton were taken by the 
Old Colony Street Railway Monday even- 
ing when the company sent to the City 
Council a petition for its approval of the 
company actipg as a common carrier. 

Similar petitions have been sent to 
the city government of Brockton and 
to the Selectmen of Braintree and other 
towns between the terminal points. 

The company is authorized to act asa 
common carrier under the provision of 
Chapter 202 of the Acts of 1903, as 
amended by Chapter 441 of the Acts of 
1904. 

There are important provisos 
ever, as will be seen by Chapter One of 
the Act of 1903 as amended in 1904 
which is quoted in full : 


how- 


Section 1. Street railway 
are hereby authorized to act as common 
carriers of baggage and freight in such 
cases, upon such parts of their rail- 
ways, and to such exteut, in any city or 
town as, after public notice and a hear- 
ing upon the petition of the company 
or any interested party, the board of 
aldermen or the selectmen, or 
exercising the powers of such 
of selectmen, in 
shall by order approve: 

Provided, however, 
shall actually engage in the

Provided, farther, that any company 
acting under authority hereof shall be 
subject to sach regulations and restric- 
tions as may from time to time be made 
by the local authorities aforesaid, with 
the approval of the board of railroad 
commissioners, and shall also be sub- 
ject to the provisions of all laws now 


and conovesience 


or hereafter in force relating to common 
carriers so far as they shall be consistent 
herewith and with said regulations and 
restrictions. 


It is argued that such a line should 
interest everybody in these places. 
The trolley express service has been 
in operation in some parts of New 
England and has proved a great public 
benefit to those communities. 

A trolley express can run many 
cars per day bringing into direct com- 
munication the several towos and 
cities along its lines. It enables the 
country merchant to send goods by 
express to his customers. It enables 
the country merchant to buy goods 
in the city and supply the wants of 
his customers to an extent which 
would not be possible without this ex- 
press system. 

The advocates say, the cars will run 
by the local store, which the railroad 
does not, and the merchant is not only 
able to telephone to the city for goods 
and have them sent out promptly, but 
they are delivered at his door and he is 
put to no expense for brioging them 
from the railroad station. He is also 
able to deliver goods to his own cus- 
tomers promptly in turn. This is es- 
pecially true inthe delivery of meats 
and other perishable goods where 
promptness of delivery is a matter of 
great importance. 

The trolley express system has proved 
a great success in the central and west- 
ern states, but there the conditions are 
different, the country being sparsely 
settled and the railroads not conven- 
ient. Undoubtedly large cities profit 
at the expense of the smaller ones and 
they in turn take the trade away from 
the small towns. Quincy merchants 
think now that it is rather too conven- 
ient for Quincy people to buy goods in 
Boston and have them delivered at their 
houses, 


Hereafter it should be Mr. Maloney of 
the Weeks-Hill pharmacy, ‘‘ Henry” 
having passed the State Board of Phar- 
macy on Wednesday.

$1,000 Fire 
in Johnson 
Building in 
City Square 


An alarm was sounded at 9.02 Inst 
evening for a fire in the Johnson build- 
ing in City Square and flames were 
bursting out of a second story window 
at the time.

President Roosevelt Reaches 


City of New Orleans 


A VISIT TO LITTLE ROCK 


Greeting to Those Who Wore 
Blue and Gray--Plea to Drive 
Out Lynch Law--Gets Presi- 
dential Salute at Memphis 


New. Orleans, Oct. 26.—President 
Rooseyvelt’s train arrived this morning. 
The president was greeted warmly at 
Little Rock yesterday, his speech being 
delayed some minutes by the ovation 
given him. Governor Davis spoke at 

some length upon general lines. Judge 
Traiber then introduced the president, 
who said in part: 

“I cannot sufficiently express my 
gratitude and appreciation for the 
magnificent greeting you have given me 
today, and in greeting all of you I wish 
to say especially words of greeting to 
those who wore the gray, and those 
who wore the blue in the Civil war, 
and I especially wish to emphasize this 
in behalf of my comrades of the Na- 
| tional Guard, forming the guard of 
| honor here today, with whom I myself 
| went to war in 1898. There could be 
no better augury than that the escort 
| of an American president should be 
| those who were once enemies, walking 
shoulder to shoulder.” 

Referring to the race problem, to 
which Governor Davis had alluded, the 
president said: 
“The worst enemy of the negro race 
| is the negro criminal and above all the 
criminal of the hideous type so often 
| hideously avenged. Every reputable 
colored man owes the duty to himself 
' and to his race to hunt down that crim- 
| inal. Now as to the white man’s side: 
| “Governor, you and I and all others 
in authority owe it to our people to 
| drive out the reproach and the menace 
| of lynch law in the United States.” 
| President Roosevelt and his party 
| reached Memphis at 8:30 o'clock last 
night. A large crowd of citizens ap- 
| peared at the depot and loudly cheered 
the president and called upon him for 
a speech. The president acknowledged 
| these greetings and proceeded to a 
| hastily improvised stand, from which 
| he made a short address, dwelling upon 
| what constitutes good citizenship. 
Several members of the president's 
| party left the train at Memphis and 
| departed for Washington. An unex- 
pected greeting to the president was 
| the firing of a presidential salute by 
General Peter Tracey, who on the 
, president’s former visit to Memphis re- 
| ceived him at the depot with a salute 
21 guns,

Muller says he searched 
everywhere, but the well-filled handbag 
was the last trace he had of his wife.

SPIRIT OF COMPROMISE 


Chances/of Strike at Fall River 
Appear to Be Remote 

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 26.—At the 
very moment when a strike of more 
than 20,000 textile operatives employed 
in 75 mills in this city seemed a cer- 
tainty the situation suddenly cleared 
through the action of the Manufac- 
turers’ association and the outlook is 
now brighter than at any time since 
the wage question has come to the 
front. 

Meetings of the various unions of 
textile workers had been called for last 
night to take action on the question of 
calling a strike in all the cotton fac- 
tories controlled by members of the 
Manufacturers’ association. Late yes- 
terday afternoon, however, the manu- 
facturers requested that the unions 
take no action in the matter of calling 
a strike before next Monday night, in 
order that the manufacturers and the 
operatives might hold further confer- 
ences. 

The Textile council acquiesced and 
the secretaries of the various unions 
were instructed to bring the request of 
the manufacturers before the various 
organizations. At last night’s meeting 
of the unions it was unanimously voted 
to postpone strike action until next 
Monday night, when the unions will 
again meet. 

A conference between the manufac- 
turers and the operatives will be held 
next Monday afternoon. It is believed 
in union circles that there will be no 
strike. The manufacturers’ have 
shown a desire to effect a compromise, 
and it is believed that the wage ques- 
tion will be satisfactorily adjusted.

|Mutual Life and Its Methods 
Are to Be Probed 


EQUITABLE STATISTICS 


| Recent Receipts Greatly Exceed 


Expenditures, Despite Heavy 
Falling Off of Receip's From 


Premiums on Policies 


New York, Oct. 26.—More interesting

tees of his company had been appointed 
to investigate the company and its 
methods. 

The members of the committee are 
W. H. Truesdale, E. B. Morris and J. 
W. Auchincloss, all prominent in the 
| financial and business world. This ac- 
| tion was taken at a meeting of the 
| board and was the result of the insur- 
| ance investigation. The matter was 
brought before the board by MeCurdy 
and the committee will begin its work 
at once. 

Still another interesting development 
in insurance matters was the state- 
ment issued by President Morton of 
the Equitable Life, showing that the 
receipts of that company for the nine 
months of this ye ay exceeded the ex- 
penditures by $16,728,197, an increase 
of over $500,000, compared with the| 
same period last year. Receipts from 
premiums on policies for the third 
quarter this year were over $1,000,000 
| less than in 1904. The expenses of the 
; third quarter of this year were $839,- 
913 3 less than last year, but for the first 
six months there was an increase over 
| last year of $424,945. 

After an entire day given over to the 
examination of Emory McClintock, 
actuary of the Mutual Life, and to the 
reading of column after column of fig- 
ures, the legislative committee ad- 
journed until Nov 8, the day after the 
elections. This extended adjournment 
was taken to enable the members of 
the committee who are candidates for 
re-election to the assembly to meet 
their constituents and conduct their 
campaigns. 

The testimony of Mr. 
was of a most technical 
number of McClintock’s explanations 
brought out the fact that his ideas were 
in many respects at variance 
established methods of insurance com- 
panies and of his own company in par- 
ticular. This was especially apparent 
when the subject of deferred dividend 
policies was being inquired into. He 
said the words deferred dividends 
were ambiguous anfl were misleading, 
as it implied that dividends were ac- 
cumulating or were paid at the end of 
each year. The company, he said, re- 
served the right, when it wrote a policy, 
to say what amount should be appor- 
tioned at the end of each dividend pe 
riod. 

Mr. McClintock also said he was 
strongly in favor of limiting the 
amount of business a company should 
write. He said an attempt had been 
made to come to an agreement with the 
New York Life and the Equitable Life 
to limit the amount of business done 
by each company to $1,000,000,000. 
This was finally increased to $1,500,- 
000,000, but James H. Hyde of the 
Equitable first declined to enter the 
agreement and then George W. Perkins 
of the New York Life objected. Hyde's 
reason was his ambition to make the 
Equitable the largest insurance com- 
pany in the world. MeClintock 
thought that a law limiting the amount 
of business would be a good thing and 
felt sure the Mutual Life would lend 
its support to such legislation. 

These views are contrary to those 
expressed by President McCurdy of 
the Mutual when he was on the stand. 
McCurdy did not think that any com- 
pany’s business should be limited, even 
at the point when that business failed 
to be profitable to the company. 

Mr. McClintock also thought that a 
law compelling the declaration of 
dividends at stated periods would be 
unwise. As to the method of comput- 
ing the dividends which should be paid 
on a policy he said the apportionment 
was made upon his judgment. It was 
not a matter of accurate calculation, 
but was based on the experience of 
previous years. McClintock was still 
on the stand when adjournment was 
taken.

The New 


‘Plans 


For Enlargement 
Of the Quincy 
High School 

To Cost $413,000 


The additions and alterations to the 
High school building called for by the 
plans of Aaron H. Gould approved by 
the School Committee provide for a 
wing on the northerly or Butler road 
side of the building. This addition 
will have a frontage on Hancock street 
of 72.8 feet, and a frontage on Butler 
road of 144.4 feet with a small L at the 
south of the new part in the rear of the 
present building which will be used as a 
coal pocket, and boiler room. 

Under the new plan the building will 
have 23 class rooms. with a seating 
capacity of 965 pupils. The present as- 
sembly hall will be divided into class 
rooms, and a new assembly hall will be 
located in the new part. 

In the sub-basement there will be a 
gymnasium 42 x 70 feet in the new part, 
and two locker rooms 19x 22 and 19 x 
84 feet. In the basement proper there 
isa cook room, iron room, and four 
locker rooms, lavatories, fan room, 
wood and boiler rooms, 

Ou the first or street floor there will 
be nine class rooms in the present or 
main building and four class rooms in 
the new part. Besides these there will 
be a master’s room, teachers’ and a re- 
ception room. The present corridor 
running parallel with Hancock | street 
will not be changed. 

The assembly hall is to be located on 
the second floor of the new addition 
and will be 53.6x70 with ante rooms 
on either side of the platform which is 
on the easterly side. The assembly hall 
takes in the second and third stories. 
There are also on the second floor 10 
class rooms, 


On the third floor outside of the 


assembly hall are the typewriter, 
stenographic, drawing, commercial, 
recitation, biological, chemical rooms 


and the physical laboratory. 

There are two entrances to the build- 
ing from the Hancock street front. 
One at the north and one at the south 
ends. There is also an eutrance from 
the southerly side of the L above re- 
ferred to. This stairway is on the out- 
side of the building and will serve as a 
fire escape 

The entrance at the south front leads 
into a vestibule from which there also 
leads a stairway to the upper floors. 
There is alsoa stairway to the upper 
floors in the new addition.

There 
hever was a creat undertaking like that 
of laying the first Atlantic cable, the 
early attempts of steam travel both by 
land and sea but that met with dis- 
couragement and derision from the 
skeptical and fainthearted. There are 
mavy living who can remember how 
plainly it was proved by arithmatic, 
geography and especially rhetoric that 
it was impossible to build a railroad 
across the Great American Desert from 
St. Louis to San Fransisco, and others 
are projected. In a brief reference to 
the canal in his speech at Richmond, 
the President was interrupted by an 
enthusiastic boy, who shouted: ‘*That 
canal will be built.’’ His answer with 
a display of teeth was: ‘‘Sure.”

President Roosevelt’s Southern 


Trip Is Ended 


TESTIMONIAL OF ESTEEM 


Abandoned Attempt to Speak to 
Crowd of Fifty Thousand at 
New Orleans, as He Feared a 
Panic--Now Off American Soil 


New Orleans, Oct. 27.—At the end 
of nine hours of varied entertainment 
in New Orleans, the close of a pleasant 
trip through the south, President Roose- 
velt at 6:30 o’clock last night boarded 
the lighthouse tender Magnolia and be- 


gan his return journey to Washington. 

No newspaper representatives ac- 
companied the president on the boat 
and he was out of touch with the world 
throughout the night, but today 
brought news of his successful transfer 
to the cruiser West Virginia, which lay 
at anchor off the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi river, to receive him and carry 
him on towards the capital. For four 
days the president will be off American 
soil, but by wireless telegraph, it is 
promised, he will be in communication 
with the shore. 

The president’s stay in New Orleans 
was made a testimonial of popular 
esteem and of grateful recognition for 
the service which he rendered the city 
in its struggle against yellow fever. 

The densely crowded streets, the 
elaborate decorations, the wild ap- 
plause that greeted the president along 
the route of the parade, the enthusiasm 
with which his address to the multitude 
in Lafayette square was received, and 
the remarkable demonstration in his 
honor at an afternoon luncheon con- 
tributed toward making complete the 
cordial weleome to the nation’s chief 
executive. 

The president was compelled to 
abandon one public address before he 
had got well started on it. It was con- 
templated that the military and civie 
parade should pass in review before 
him at the city hall, but the crowd at 
this point was so tremendous that 
neither the police nor the troops were 
able to move it and the president, fore- 
seeing a possible panic, finally gave up 
the attempt to speak and left the plat- 
form. 

The crowd jammed St. Charles street 
all the way from Poydras street to 
Ninth street and it spread over La- 
fayette square almost from St. Charles 
street to Camp street. Probably 50,- 
000 persons gathered in and around the 
stand from which Mr. Roosevelt was 
to have spoken. 

When the president decided to aban- 
don his effort, he shouted to the throng 
to go home and be good citizens and 
then disappeared into the mayor's par- 
lors, well night exhausted. He said 
that the reception was the greatest 
since he started on his trip. 

The demonstration at the luncheon 
was scarcely less exuberant. When 
the president entered the superbly 
decorated dining hall the 625 banquet- 
ers rose and gave way to frantic cheer- 
ing. Every reference of Governor 
Blanchard, Mayor Behrman, and 
President Sanders of the Progressive 
union to the guest brought forth a per- 
fect storm of cheers, and when the 
president rose he had great difficulty 
in speaking. Every thought he ut- 
tered was the signal for an extraor- 
dinary exhibition of enthusiasm, as his 
speech dealt almost entirely with local 
subjects and had special reference to 
the fight against yellow fever. The 
banquet developed into unceasing 
laudation of the president while he was 
on his feet. 

An immense crowd packed Gravier 
and St. Charles streets as the dinner 
ended and the appearance of the presi- 
dent on the way to the river provoked 
thunderous applause. As the Magnolia 
left the landing a presidential salute 
was fired, while the din of hundreds 
of steam whistles mingled with the 
lusty cheers of acres of people who 
had collected on the wharf. 

From the moment of his arrival early 
in the forenoon until he said farewell 
from the deck of the Magnolia at 
night the president was constantly in 
the limelight. The crowded program 
gave him no opportunity for rest, but 
he expressed keen enjoyment in his 
visit. 

Nowhere did the president see the 
slightest evidence of the existence of 
yellow fever, but he saw on every hand 
immense gatherings of cordial and con- 
tented people.

A HEADLESS BODY 


The Finding of it In Fire Ruins 
Starts an Investigatson 

Buxton, Me., Oct. 27.—The murder 
and the robbery theory in connection 
with the death of John Veazie, 65, 
whose headless body was found in the 
debris of his home, is a popular one, 
although some of the officials still be- 
lieve that the fire and death were due 
to accidental causes. No trace of the 
missing head has been found, except 
some teeth. 

A watch and part of a revolver had 
been revealed when the search of the 
ruins was discontinued because of dark- 
ness last night, and there may be fur- 
ther finds. The watch was one of two 
which Veazie possessed. Neither 
watch was of much value. He usually 
kept a revolver in the house. 

County Attorney Emery and Deputy 
Sheriff Andrews arrived at Groveville, 
the section of Buxton in which Veazie 
lived. The county attorney requested 
Coroner Hobson of this town to hold 
an inquest and ordered an autopsy 
held, for which a Portland surgeon and 
a local physician will be summoned to 
come here. 


A $75,000 Furniture Fire 
Boston, Oct. 27.—Furniture, esti- 
mated to be worth about $75,000, was 
destroyed in a fire that burned out the 
storerooms of the C. E. Osgood com- 
pany and the Washington Credit com- 
pany this morning. The Kelley Cloth- 
ing company suffered considerable loss 
by smoke and water. The fire orig- 
inated in the workrooms of George W. 
Capen & Co., dealers in fancy goods, 
principally celluloid, and from there 
extended into the other parts of the 
fifth and sixth floors. 


Would Wed 70-Year-Old Aunt 

Stamford, Conn., Oct. 27.—William 
Stokes has asked Rey. James C. 
O’Brien, pastor of St. John’s Cathoiic 
ehurch, for a dispensation to marry his 
aunt, Mrs. Margaret Malloy. Stokes is 
40 years old and twice a _ widower. 
Mrs. Malloy is more than 70 and is the 
mother of Stokes’ daughter-in-law, who 
is the mother of several children. Her 
husband died about 10 years ago and 
left her a handsome fortune. 


Taken Back to Washington 

Newton, Mass., Oct. 27.—William 
Hopkins, 27 years old, employed by a 
local carriage manufacturer, was ar- 
rested at the request of the police of 
Washington on a charge of obtaining 
$2000 from a carriage firm in that city 
by illegal methods. The details of the 
ease are not known here. Hopkins 
was turned over to an inspector of the 
Washington police and left with him 
for that city. 


Train Ran Long Distance off Track 

Bethlehem Junction, N. H., Oct. 27.— 
A passenger train was derailed near 
here owing to spreading rails. The 
passengers were severely shaken up, 
but no person was seriously hurt. The 
locomotive remained on the road bed 
and, with the cars, it continued nearly 
half a mile down the grade before it 
could be brought to a stop. The track 
was torn up for nearly the entire dis- 
tance. 


To Wind Up Banking Company 

Nashua, N. H., Oct. 27.—What is be- 
lieved to be the last act in the affairs 
of the New Hampshire Banking com- 
pany, which has been in liquidation for 
more than 10 years, was the appoint- 
ment of William A. Farley of this city 
as receiver to wind up the few out- 
standing claims against the company. 
Up to the present time 95 percent of 
the depositors have been paid. 


Boy Thinks Life is Wrecked 

New Haven, Oct. 27.—William R. 
Phillips, aged 17, who was sentenced 
to imprisonment to from two to eight 
years for burglary, asked Judge Gager 
to give him a life sentence. The boy 
said he had become fixed in a criminal 
career through contact with criminals 
in a Massachusetts prison. The court 
said the penalty could not be changed.

The state loses in the retirement of 


1 | Speaker Frothinghaiwn, but there is 


cause for rejoicing in the fact that the 
old Bay State has a number of worthy 
men to select from in finding a success- 
or. Not one of the mep mentioned 
thus far for the place would reflect any- 
thing but credit on the state—and this 
is something that cannot be said of ev- 
ery contest or of every set of candi- 
dates. They are all honest and able. 
They are all men of convictions and 
with the courage of their convictions, 
The views of most of them on tbe 
larger questions are known. The only 
way, therefore, to discuss them is al- 
phabetically. 

In the alphabetical order Representa- 
tive John N. Cole of Andover comes 
first. He isa citizen of Andover. He 
is a newspaper publisher, with papers 
in Andover and Lawrence which exert 
a wide influence. & 

His service on Beacon hill has been 
distinguished. He bas been on many 
important committees. Among these 
might be noted the committee which a 
year ago considered the relations be- 
tween capital and labor. A _ well-bal- 
anced mind, and the friendly relations 
he himself enjoyed with representatives 
of the two great parties, employers and 
employes, made him a decidedly valua- 
ble member on this committee. Dur- 
ing the recent session he headed the 
committee on public lighting, which 
had to do with the Boston gas situa- 
tion. To Mr. Cole’s efforts, as is free- 
ly admitted, belongs much of the cred- 
it for the eleventh-hour solution of 
what promised to be a knotty prublem, 
a solution which pleased the represent- 
atives of the consumers, and was ac- 
cepted by the gas interests, His con- 
duct of the hearings on this gas matter 
was masterly and his entire fairness 
won high praise for him. 

Rep. Robert Luce of Somerviile, than 
whom few members of the legislature 
are better known throughout the state, 
is once more an aspirant for the 
speakership. He was a candidate in the 
memorable contest a few years ago 
when Speaker Frothingham won ont as 
successor to Hon. James J. Myers of 
Cambridge. 

Mr. Luce is perhaps best known on 
account of the various election measures 
which bear his name, as, for example, 
the Luce primary election law. He has 
ideals in public life and public service, 
and, as is common with such legislators, 
is prone at times to lose sight of the 
practical side of life. Such organiza- 
tions as the Public Franchise league 
and other associations of professional 
good-governmental tendencies would 
undoubtedly select the Somerville man 
in such a contest. Mr. Luce’s views on 
the various issues that touch the 
corporate interests of Massachusetts 
have been pronounced almost radical at 
times. Naturally he could expect no 
assistance from these interests in this 
controversy. a 

As was expected, Rep. W. Rodman 
Peabody of Cambridge is a candidate 
for the speakersbip, and within an hour 
after Rep. Frothingham’s announcement 
his friends were in the field. Mr, Pea- 
body is an excellent type of the young, 
earnest attorney. He is keen, clever 
and warm-hearted, Although he has 
served in the lower branch for two 
years, he bas made an excellent jm- 
pression on his colleagues. Unlike 


leither Cole or Luce, Peabody is not of 


the rugged order. He is delicate!z con- 
stituted. His voice is pleasant rather 
than commanding. He is diffident and 
by nature rather retiring. Yet he has 
shown the legislature that he is capable 
of making a good fight. He has served 


on important committees and, like Mr. 
Cole, is at present a member of the im- 
portant special committee that is con- 
sidering railroad and street railway 
laws, 

Following out the alphabetical order, 
Rep. Joseph Walker of Brookline comes 
next. He placed himself tentatively in 
a speakership contest at the recent 
session of the legislature, and at several 

{social gatherings of friendly colleagues 
he was hailed as the next speaker. 
While his chances would have been 
better had things run in their natural 
course, and if Mr. Frothingham has re- 
mained at the helm for another year, 
it is still undoubtedly true that the 
Brookline man is a serious factor in the 
coming contest. 

While aconscientious member in the 
last session, Mr. Walker did not 
acquire the reputation of a hard worker. 
He devoted himself assiduously to the

Nu man is 
more closely in touch with the financial 
affairs of the big commonwealth than 
this representative who began 
humbly. His candidacy therefore 
worth watching.

Pays Tribute 

To Mrs. Eddy 
And Outlines 
Christian Science 


An audience which filled every seat 
in Quincy Music hall, assembled last 
evening for the Christian Science lecture 
under the auspices of the Braintree 
church, It was also a prosperous 
people.

Lewis C. Strang of Boston in intro- 
dneing Judge Hanna, said : 

There is no such thing as new truth. 
Since the beginning-of time, man has 
been constantly making fresh discover- 
ies regarding truth. But man has never 
invented—has never created out of his 
own consciousness nor out of anything 
else—a single atom of truth. 

Tis experience has established two 
zreat facts—first, that there is sucha 
thing as truth, and second, that truth 
exists apart from mao, does not derive 
its being from be 
changed by man. 

We find intelligent thought, whether 
materialistic or idealistic, in general 
accord on the fundamental proposition 
that man lives in a universe of law, and 
that the phenomena which he cognizes 
are the manifestations of law. 

With inevitable intelligent 
thought draws the conclusion that when 
man comes reasonably to comprehend 
the operations of fundamental law, he 
will be able to forestall disaster to a 
considerable extent. Fear will be 
thereby diminished, and the sum total 
of health and happiness greatly in- 
creased. This reasoning is sound. It 
points the way to the attainment of the 
race’s crying need—a present and a 
practical salvation. 

Unfortunately, mankind in general 
has relied upon material sense to indi- 
cate the way of salvatiop. Men have 
been right in agreeing that the under- 
standing of trath is of primary import- 
ance, but they have persisted in looking 
to matter for truth. They have been 
right in agresing that man must com- 
prehend the laws of the universe in 
order to be healthy and happy, but they

have declared that these laws are 
material. 
True there have been in all times 


valiant protesters against this conclu- 
sion. Moses was one. Jesus of Naza- 
reth was another, and he proved the 
falsity of matter and material law by 
healing disease through spiritual means 
only. Yet the validity of matter and 
material law stands today the belief— 
more than that, the firm conviction—of 
nearly the whole of mankind. It per- 
meates science, philosophy, and religion. 
It is the great idol of the buman race, 
the chief obstacle to its advancement, 
the mist which clouds its comprelien- 
sion of the God of the Bible, the God 
who is Spirit and Love.

Boston, Oct. 28.—The 
case mystery of Sept. 21, when the dis- 


membered torso of a woman was found 
in a suit case floating in the harbor | 
been 


near the Winthrop shore, has 


brought into prominence again by the 
finding of a second suit case floating 
in the Charles river, near the Charles- 
town bridge. The case just found 
coutained the arms and legs, said by 
medical experts to be those of a wo- 
man, and the police say there is no 
doubt that they are the missing mem- 
bers of the torso found at Winthrop 
more than a month ago. 

With the finding of the limbs there is 
now a chance that the victim of the | 
tragedy may be identified, as on one of 
the hands there were, three rings, 
which, it is hoped, will give a clue to 
the identity of the wearer. | 

Yesterday’s discovery is closely 
linked with the Winthrop find of a 
month ago. The torso was wrapped in 
oil cloth and the limbs found were 


“encased in a wrapping identical to that 


wound about the torso. 

While investigating the Winthrop 
mystery the police located two pawn- 
brokers who had sold suit cases toa 
man answering the same description, 
and one of the pawnbrokers identified 
the Winthrop case as one he had sold 
the man. That case was fastened by a 
strap taken from a newer case. The 
suit case found yesterday was identi- 
fied by another pawnbroker as one sold 
by him. Although when sold it had 

two straps attached to it, one of the 
straps had been removed, but the strap 
remaining was of the same size and 
shape and similar in the pattern of 
the buckle to the strap fastened about 
the case found at Winthrop. 

The limbs found yesterday had been 
severed from the body with the great- 
est care, and the manner in which the 
separation was done resembled the 
work of a skilled surgeon. There were 
no marks of instruments on the joints, 
and everything indicated that the per- 
son who severed the limbs was no 
novice at dissection. 

According to Professor Whitney of 
the Harvard Medical school, who was 
cailed in consultation with tke police 
last night, the severed limbs corre- 
spond to the description of the victim 
as computed from the measurements 
of the torso, and the expert was also 
of the opinion that the limbs would 
coincide with the torso at the points of 
disunion. : 

Yesterday’s ghastly discovery was 
made about 3:30 o’clock*in the after- 
noon by Edward Frazer, a member of 
the crew of the lighter S. A. Pike, 
which was tied up at a wharf near the 

Charlestown bridge. An unusually low 
tide prevailed at the time. Frazer saw 
the case floating down stream, and 
pulled it to the deck of the lighter with 
a boat hook. When he opened it and 
unrolled the oil cloth wrapping he was 
horrified to find a pair of arms and a 
pair of legs. The legs had been sep- 
arated at the knees, making six pieces 
in all, the thighs, the lower legs, and 
the arms. 

The limbs were badly decomposed, 
but the decomposition was internal, 
the skin being well preserved. On the 
right hand were found three rings, two 
of them on the ring finger and one on 
the little finger. It is by means of 
these rings that the police hope to } 
establish the identity of the victim. | 

The ring on the little finger was an | 
old-fashioned gold band. It had evi-} 
dently feen worn a long time, as it was 
thin on the edges. The band was not 
plain, but was chased, the design being 
a small pointed raised cross within a 
larger cross that was depressed. The | 
rings on the ring contained | 
gems. One of them was an opal, which 
had originally been surrounded by a 
circular cluster of smaller stones, but 
all except the opal had disappeared. 
This ring was very narrow and thin 
and had evidently, like the band ring, | 
been worn fora long time. The setting 
on the third ring held an oval 
which is thought to baan imitation 
farnuet. On the inner side of the band 
of the opal ring the initials “H. B.” | 
were stamped with a die, and these 
initials, the police believe, are the trade 
mark of the jeweler who manufactured | 
it. The imitation garnet ring had 
three dots stamped on the inner side of 
the band. There were no engraved in- 
itials on any one of the rings. 

All of the rings were of solid gold. 
but were inexpensive affairs. This, ac- 
cording to the police, disposes of the 
theory that the victim was a woman 
of wealth. 

The authorities believe 
limbs were thrown into the 
about the same time the torso was put 
into the harbor. Whether both cases 
were thrown over at the same point the 

officers are not prepared to venture an 
opinion.

the Book of Matthew:— 

‘*Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptising them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. 

‘*Teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: and, 
lo, Iam with you always, even unto the 
end of the world.”’ 

This language is broad and unquali- 
fied, It comprehends all the command- 
ments previously given to his disciples, 
and this of course, includes his first great 
commandment. Itisa plain and unmis- 
takable direction or instruction. Let 
me plainly ask: When was it ever re- 
pealed, countermanded, qualified, or 
changed in any manner, by Jesus or any 
one else of those having biblical au- 
thority to teach or preach? Where is 
the record thereof? We declare, there- 
fore, on the most explicit biblical au- 
thority, that the part of the great 
commandment relating to healing the 
sick was as imperative as that pertain- 
ing to preaching. Healing sickness is, 
then, an essential and indispensable part 
of Christ’s gospel. No right exists for 
the effort to pot aside Jesus’ command- 
ment to heal the sick and to heal accord- 
ing to his teachings and his methods of 
healing. The same divine power that 
healed in Jesus’ time heals today, so 
far as it is understcod and practiced. 

There is but one Trutb, and that 
Truth is eternal, unchangeable. The 
healing Christ never withdrew himself 
from the world. Jesus declared as the 
solemn conclusion of his fina] command- 
ment: ‘‘And, lo, I am with you always 
even unto the end of the world.”’ 

We might well rest our contention 
here. But I feel impelled to call your

Graduate 
Of School 
Ashamed 
Of Old Buildings 


Editors of the Ledger: 

Being a resident of the Coddington 
school district and a graduate of the 
school I am much interested in any- 
thing pertaining to the welfare of the 
school. For several years I have been 
ashamed of the present buildings and 
felt that it was a disgrace to the city to 
have its poorest school buildings in 
Ward One, the centre of the city. It 
must necessarily give out-of-town 
visitors a poor opinion of the ideas of 
the city regarding education. 

A new building as soon as possible, 
should be the cry of Ward One resi- 
dents. The councilmen to be elected 
in December should be so _ pledged. 
The ward pays one-third of the taxes 
and should come in for at least sanitary, 
comfortable buildings for its school 
children. 

As to location there may bs some 
question. “The present one does not 
seem to be the best suited and probably 
the lot could be sold for enough to buy 
a larger and better lot somewhere else. 
A school needs a good light sunny 
exposure which it is impossible to get 
on the present location, with houses so 
near. 

With this in view I have made a 
study of various possible sites and 
think Woodward avenue has a very 
suitable location. Just around the 
corner from Coddington street ars 
several lots of land which are high and 
gravelly, now used for pasturage pur- 
poses. This land comes at the end of 
Faxon and Saville avenues which léad- 
ing from Hancock street makes it 
especially desirable and suitable. 

This isa growing section with schol- 
ars coming from Greenleaf street and 
beyond, Whitney road, Russell park 
and Barker’s woods which is being 
built over; is available for Houghs Neck, 
Germantown, the Brackett street sec- 
tion, Washington street and the centre. 
Those not so well accommodated would 
be those coming from below E]m street, 
but it is only a-question of a few years 
before another school will be needed 
between the centre and the Point 
school, so these children should not be 
considered in the present Coddington 
building, as they probably have no far- 
ther to walk than do the children who 
come from Blacks creek and beyond. 

The present school yard could be 
made into a street as a continuance 
to Spear street opening into Faxon 
avenue, leaving a good house lot where 
the old building now stands, or could 
be sold at a good price for house

SUSAN GEARY 


Young Actress the Victim In 
Suit Case Mystery 


RINGS FURNISHED A CLUE 


Mother Positively Affirms That 
They Belongd to Her Daugh- 
ter, Who Mysteriously Disap- 
peared Ten Days Previous to 
Finding of Torsoat Winthrop 
--Man to Whom Girl Was En- 
gaged Arrested at Pittsburg, 
Charged With Murder 


Boston, Oct. 30.—The suit case mys- 
tery and the disappearance on Sept. 10 
last of Miss Susan Geary of Cam- 
bridge, a member of “The Shepherd 
King” Theatrical company, where she 


was known as Ethel Durrell, has been 
partially cleared by identification of 
the victim's rings. The police are thor- 
oughly satisfied that it was Miss 
Geary’s body which was dismembered 
and placed in two suit cases and thrown 
into the harbor. 

The identification was made by the 
mother of the girl, Mrs. Catherine 
Geary of Cambridge, while the con- 
firmation of Miss Geary’s disappear- 
ance from the “Shepherd King” com- 
pany on Sept. 10 came from Morris 
Nathan, secretary to the manager of 
the company, and to whom Miss Geary 
was engaged. Nathan is in Pittsburg. 
Miss Geary parted from him on the 
best of terms on Sept. 10, the day after 
the company closed its engagement in 
this city, and he supposed that he 
should see her at the performance in 
Lowell on the following day. Instead, 
however, @ message Was received from 
“p. A. Smith, Boston,” who signed him- 
self as a physician, and who stated 
that Miss Durrell was suffering from 
bowel trouble and would be unable to 
work for several days. 

Miss Geary dropped out of sight after 
that, and the police have been unable 
to discover any one who either saw or 
communicated with the girl. Ten 
days later, on Sept. 21, a suit case, in 
which was the torso of a young woman, 
was found floating in the harbor near 
the Winthrop Yacht club, about three 
miles below the city, and on Friday 
last another suit case containing the 
arms and legs of the victim was dis- 
covered in the water off the city docks. 
On the fingers of the right hand were 
three rings, which gave the police the 
first tangible clue in the case. 

It remained, however, for a_ per- 
severing newspaper man to outstrip 
the police, and find in Mrs. Geary a 
person who. had a missing daughter. 
Mrs. Geary described the ring, com- 
munication with Nathan was estab- 
lished, and one of the most baffling 
eases of identification with which the 
Massachusetts authorities have had to 
deal for many years was overcome 
when Mrs. Geary and her two daugh- 
ters described the rings and afterwards 
positively recognized them as belonging 
to Miss Geary. 

Having established to their own sat- 
isfaction the identity of the victim, 
the police turned their attention to 
hunting down the person responsible 
for the dismemberment of the body, 
but very little progress in that direc- 
tion has been made. 

Mrs. Geary declares that when she 
last saw her daughter, which was on 
Sept. 9, she complained of pains in the 
side, and she thought she might have 
been operated upon for appendicitis, 
and the doctor, being unsuccessful in 
the operation, cut her up. Mrs. Geary 
also says that she knows that it was 
no illegal case. 

As soon as Mrs. Geary’s suspicions 
were confirmed by the description of 
the ring which was given her, a mes- 
sage was sent to Nathan at Pittsburg, 
asking him to come to Boston and 
bring the doctor’s certificate. In an in- 
terview at Pittsburg, Nathan stated 
that when Miss Durrell did not join 
the company in Lowell an investigation 
was started in order to locate Dr. P. H. 
Smith, but no trace of him could be 
found. Since then, he said, he had 
been in daily communication with Mrs. 
Geary and urged her to notify the po- 
lice of the disappearance of the daugh- 
ter. Mrs. Geary objected, however, on 
account of the notoriety. 

Beatrice Price, an actress, and fora 
long time a close friend of Miss Geary, 
says she last saw the chorus girl in 
Boston on the night the latter left The 
Shepherd King” company. Miss Price 
was formerly connected with the com- 
pany, but is now with another organiza- 
tion. Miss Price knew Miss Geary by 
her stage name. She says: 

“I am positive that poor Ethel is the 
victim of that awful tragedy. I am 
sure, for I myself have worn the little 
chased gold ring which the swollen 


j finger of the dismembered corpse 


bore, and I know the man whom I be- 
lieve responsible for Ethel’s illness, 
and I know that he knows the terrible 
truth and that knowledge is. driving 
him mad. 

“In Worcester I saw the young man 
Thursday, and he said to me, ‘Oh, it is 
terrible! Why did not Ethel write, if 
she was ill? I can’t sleep nights. I’m 
in an awful state. I don’t know how 
it will end” Fora long time I have 
been keeping my secret, and now I am 
glad that it Is known, and hope that I 


may be of some little aid in making 
matters more clear.”

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MURDER IS CHARGED 


pittsburg Police Hunt Up Na- 
than and Arrest Him 

Pittsburg, Oct. 30.—After a long and 
searching examination at police head- 
quarters, lasting until after 1 o'clock 
this morning, Morris Nathan, secretary 
to the manager of the “Shepherd King” 
company, was held on a charge of 
murdering his sweetheart, Miss Susan 
Geary, the victim of the sult case mys- 
tery, which has been puzzling the Bos- 
ton authorities for more than a month. 

Superintendent of Detectives Me- 
Quaide and Superintendent of Police 
Wallace last night received instructions 
from Superintendent of Police Pierce 
of Boston to apprehend Nathan and 
find out what he knew about the disap- 
pearance of the girl. 

Nathan, accompanied by Manager B. 
A. Reinold, State Director Samuel 
Forrest and Kimeo, a Japanese employ- 
ed by Mr. Lorimer as a dresser, was 
arrested after a search of several hours, 
in the Hotel Henry and taken to police 
headquarters. 

Nathan holds to his story that he 
has not seen the girl since he escorted 
her to a subway station on the night of 
Sept. 9. Acting Manager Reinold and 
State Manager Forrest were taken to 
detective headquarters early in the 
evening by Detective Cole from the 
Lincoln hotel. They denied any knowl- 
edge of Nathan’s whereabouts and, 
after a long session with Chief Mce- 
Quaide, were allowed to go. Reinold 
and Forrest went to the Hotel Henry, 
“shadowed” by Cole. They went up 
stairs and Cole secured the number of 
the room and followed. He found 
Nathan, Kimeo, Reinold and Forrest 
coming out of a room on the fifth floor 
and placed Nathan under arrest. 

Nathan was unable to stand when 
he learned that Cole was from detec- 
tive headquarters. He had been cry- 
ing for the past week and was so un- 
nerved that Kimeo and Forrest had to 
almost carry him to police headquar- 
ters. McQuaide immediately called up 
Superintendent Pierce of Boston and 
talked with him over the long distance 
telephone a long time before returning 
to his office where detectives and Rei- 
nold, Forrest, Nathan and Kimeo were 
in session. Nathan was much over- 
come and it was with difficulty that he 
repeated his story of his connection 
with the Boston murder mystery. 

Manager Reinold has the doctor’s 
certificate which had been received at 
Lowell, Mass., explaining that Miss 
Geary was ill and would be unable to 
join the company for some days yet. 
An expert penman declared yesterday 
that the handwriting was that of a 
man who had endeavored to disguise 
it. The certificate was signed by “Dr. 
P. A. Smith.” His address was not 
given, however, and the paper was 
part of a letterhead, the printed matter 
on the top having been torn off. “Dr. 
Smith” is believed to be a_ fictitious 
name. Nathan declared that he had 
known her for over a year and that 
she was a good, virtuous girl. 

Miss Geary, or Ethel Durrell, as she 
was known on the stage, was a good- 
looking girl, but not of the strikingly 
handsome type. She had light brown 
hair and brown eyes. She was about 
5 feet 4 inches tall and inclined to be 
plump. Her engagement to Nathan 
was known to the other members of 
the company. 


Datto Ali’s Career Ended 

Manila, Oct. 30.—Troops under Cap- 
tain McCoy of the Third cavalry sur- 
prised Datto Ali, head of the Moro in- 
surgents of the island of Mindanao, 
who had been on the warpath for some 
time, and killed him, together with his 
son and 10 followers. Forty-three 
wounded Moros were taken prisoners, 
and many arms and a large quantity 
of ammunition secured. Three en- 
listed men of the infantry were killed 
and two wounded during the engage- 
ment. 


Olid Wounds Will Be Reopened 

Paris, Oct. 30—The reopening of 
parliament today marks the renewal 
and undoubtedly the conclusion of the 
long and bitter struggle for the separa- 
tion of church and state. The indica- 
tions are that the Rouvier cabinet will 
command a substantial majority and 
be secured against fall. 


Lynching In Georgia Town 

Bainbridge, Ga., Oct. 30.—Gus Good- 
man, a negro, was taken from the jail 
here by a mob of 300 and lynched on 
the bank of a river a short distance 
from the town. Goodman had shot 
Sheriff Stegall, who was attempting to 
arrest him for the murder of a negress 
a few minutes before. 


Billion-Dollar Foreign Commerce 

Washington, Oct. 30.—A bulletin is- 
sued by the bureau of statistics of the 
department of commerce and labor 
estimates that the foreign commerce 
transacted by and for the manufactur- 
ers of the United States for the calendar 
year 1905 will amount to more than 
$1,000,000,000. 


Probable Murder and Robbery 

Oswego, N. Y., Oct. 30.—The badly 
decomposed body of Frank Vanetteta 
was found in the woods a few miles 
from here. He had evidently been 
shot to death and his pockets were 
turned inside out. Vanetteta had 
been missing since last June. 


Japs Leaving Manchuria 
Tokio, Oct. 30.—The evacuation of 
Manchuria by the Japanese is being 
vigorously carried on and troops are ar- 
riving daily at various ports. General 
Kuroki is expected here in the middle

ALL RUSSIA IS AROUSED 


Government Appears Powerless 
to Break Political Strike-- 
“Holy City” of the Orthodox 
Church Declares Independence 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 30.—While Sun- 
day passed quietly without bloodshed 
in the Russian capital, and while the 
city is outwardly calm, developments 
all indicate that a crisis is imminent. 

Although the streets are filled with 


troops and reinforcements are now 


pouring in from Finland, the govern- 
ment seems utterly powerless to cope 
with the situation, and many calm 
observers seem seriously to believe that 
the present regime is totterjng to its 
fall. 

Differences have developed between 
Count Witte and General Trepoff, and 
while the precious moments pass the 
czar, surrounded by the imperial fam- 
lly, remains shut up at Peterhof, seem- 
ingly still hesitating as to what course 
to pursue. 

‘Grave doubts are expressed as_ to 
whether even the imperial guard can 
now be relied upon. Discontent is rife. 
The 14th equipage of sailors of the 
guard, who have been shut up like 
prisoners in barracks on the Moska 
canal, demolished the windows and 
furniture, and a detachment consisting 
of four officers of the guard went to 
the lawyers’ assembly and told the bar- 
risters that many officers and a large 
part of the troops were disgusted with 
the government and were ready to en- 
list in the movement for freedom. 

Even the Cossack patrols in keeping 
idlers moving in the streets seemed 
eareful not to use their whips and 
simply drove the crowds along before 
their advancing horses. 


The people are extremely nervous 
and bordering on panic, and are easy 
victims of every sensational rumor. 
With the strike in the government post- 
office, communication with the interior 
has practically ceased. Government 
troops were placed in the telegraph of- 
fice, but only a few lines are working. 
Many lines, including the land lines 
to the continent and to Liban. where 
they connect with the cable, have been 
cut. 

Such news as comes from the in- 
terior shows no improvement in the 
situation. The government everywhere 
seems powerless to break the great 
political strike. 

The government is no longer in com- 
munication with the forces in the Far 
East except by cable by way of China. 

The situation cannot well be exag- 
gerated. With the present indecision 
of the czar the government has neither 
a head nor a policy to meet the crisis, 
and things seem to be drifting toward 
anarchy. 

The revolutionists openly declare 
that the government has ceased to exist 
and that nothing remains to the ezar 
except to abdicate. With a firm hand 
at the helm and a rational poticy, how- 
ever, all might be quickly changed. . 


Moscow Secedes From Russia 

Moscow, Oct. 30.—The “holy city” 
of the orthodox church, the ancient 
capital of all Russia, the city of Mos- 
cow, has declared its independence, 
has ignored the czar and imperial au- 
thorities, and a provisional government 
has been set up. She has seceded from 
Russia and is cut off from all communi- 
cation with the outside world. 

Delegates from all political parties 
have met and organized for the future 
government of the city. The council 
will act independently of all other au- 
thority. 


Two Men Scalded to Death 

Sydney, N. S., Oct. 30—Two men 
were terribly scalded by the blowing 
out of a plug in the boiler of the Cana- 
dian government steamer Tyrian 
while that vessel was steaming off ¢ Jape 
North. Such medical assistance as 
was to be had on board was given 
them. It took seven hours to complete 
temporary repairs to the boiler, at the 
end of which the steamer went full 
speed for this port. Both men died as 
the steamer was nearing land. 


A Talk With Departed Spirits 

Tokio, Oct. 30.—The great Shinto 
rites, in memory of the naval officers 
and men who were killed during the 
war, were held at Aoyama cemetery. 
Admiral Togo addressed the departed 
spirits, eulogizing their noble deeds in 
battle and their gallant co-operation 
which resulted in the sacrifice of their 
lives. He humbly asked repose for the 
spirits whose exemplary deeds in life 
had contributed to the victory over a 
powerful enemy.

Our People Do Not Appreciate 
Value of Army 


EXCESSIVE DESERTIONS 


Encouraged by Public Sentiment 
That Military 


More or Less Unnecessary-- 


Institution Is 


Professional Soldiers Essential 


Washington, Oct. Gen- 


eral Ainsworth, the military secretary, 


30.—Major 


in his annual report, devotes consider- 
able atteution to desertions from the 
army and says: “Many remedies have 
been proposed, but none seems to be 
worthy of very serious consideration.” 

Those whe know how the canteen 
came to be abolished, he states, are not 
hopeful of its restoration: there is no 
likelihood of any such increase in the 
soldiers’ pay as will offset the greater 
inducements offered in civil pursuits; 
the comforts and even luxuries that 
are furnished to enlisted men in our 
service are even now criticised by 
some as being not only extravagant but 
injurious in their effect on men whose 
real business it is to march and fight, 
encumbered with few comforts and no 
luxuries, and the discipline and in- 
struction to which the soldier is now 
subjected are not likely to be relaxed 
in future. 

“Our people,” the report says, “have 
little real interest in the army in time 
of peace, and from the earliest days of 
the republic have been accustomed to 
look upon it as a more or less unneces- 
sary institution that may be pared 
down with safety whenever a demand 
for retrenchment of public expenses 
arises. 

“Enlistment in the army in time of 
peace is not uncommonly regarded as 
evidence of worthlessness on the part 
of the recruit, and desertion in such a 
time is generally looked upon as noth- 
ing more culpable than the breach of a 
civil contract for service. The deserter 
suffers little or no loss of caste by his 
offense, and is seldom without friends 
and sympathizers to shield him from 
arrest and to intercede in his behalf 
in the comparatively rare event of his 
falling into the hands of the military 
authorities. 

“It is safe to predict that desertion 
from the army will continue to be ex- 
cessive until there shall have been a 
radical change of public sentiment to- 
ward the army and until the deserter 
shall come to be regarded as the crim- 
inal that he is, to be ostracized and 
hunted down as relentlessly as any 
other transgressor of the laws. There 
is no reason to look for such a change 
of sentiment in the near future, and 
there are some who believe that the 
change will never come until our people 
shall have learned through national 
disaster and humiliation that the effec- 
tive maintenance of an army of pro- 
fessional soldiers is absolutely essen- 
tial to the preservation of the national 
honor and life, and that the trained 
and disciplined troops of a modern 
enemy cannot be withstood by hastily 
organized armies of untrained or hal!f- 
trained civilians.” 

General Ainsworth says the actual 
strength of the entire military estab- 
lishment June 30 last was 3934 officers 
and 63,022 enlisted men. 

The losses in the regulararmy dur- 
ing the fiscal year were: Officers killed 
in action or died of wounds, 
ete., 24; resigned or discharged, 
dismissed, 13; deserted, 3; retired, 
total, 119.

Fort Ethan Alien Desertions 

Burlington, Vt., Oct. 30.—Following 
an inspection of Fort Ethan Allen by 
Inspector General Mills, a board of 
officers has been appointed to determine 
the cause of desertions from the garvi- 
son and to recommend steps to prevent 
them. There are about 1200 men at 
the post, and the monthly number of 
desertions ranges from 10 to 20, al- 
though in one month SO men deserted. 


Flood Cost Three Lives 

Chicago, Oct. 30.—Three lives were 
lost, property valued at $150,000 was 
destroyed and scores of families were 
made homeless on account of the break- 
ing of a water main here. Water from 
the burst water pipe flooded several 
blocks. Two men were killed by gas 
in the Illinois tunnel while attempting 
to ascertain whether the flood had 
damaged the property of the tunnel 
company. Mrs. Lottie Hamlin, an in- 
valid, 70 years of age, died of shock. 


Shy on Panama Canal Money 

Washington, Oct. 30—The Panama 
canal appropriation of $10,000,000 is so 
far exhausted that payments on youch- 
ers are being deferred. Treasury offi- 
cials say that the balance at present 
is $1,000,000, and that an urgent de- 
ficiency appropriation will be needed 
from congress before adjournment for 
the holidays. The $1,000,000 on hand 
is needed to pay salaries and wages till 
eongress provides more money. 


Locomotive Boiler Exploded 

New Brunswick, N. J., Oct. 30.—One 
man was killed and two others were 
perhaps fatally injured by the explosion 
of the boiler of the locomotive of a 
freight train near this city. The loco- 
motive was completely wrecked. Fire- 
man Eshelman was roasted alive by 
red hot coals. .

1cory of Doctors In the Case 

of Poisoned Orphans 
surlington, Vt., Oct. 30.—Two more 
girls of the St. Joseph’s orphan asylum 
were taken ill Sunday from the effects 
of the mysterious poisoning which 
caused the death of three children and 
the illness of 17 others on Friday. 
Yesterday’s victims were taken with 
violent convulsions. All the sick chil- 
dren at the orphanage are now resting 
comfortably, with no apparent danger 
of more serious illness. 

While not positive that their theory 
is correct, several physicians agreed 
that the children’s illness was due to 
eating the bark and leaves of locust 
trees in the asylum yard. A definite 
solution of the mystery, however, 
awaits the completion of the analysis 
now in progress at the state laboratory 
on the digestive organs of the three 
children who died. 


Compulsory Extermination of Moths 

Boston, Oct. 380.—Superintendent 
Kirkland of the state work for’ sup- 
pressing the gypsy and browntail 
moths has taken decisive action under 
the law by ordering the cities of Med- 
ford and Salem to appropriate and ex- 
pend each the sum of $5000 in work 
against the moths, beginning Noy. 1 
and continuing through the rest of the 
year. ‘This action was taken after the 
two cities had failed, in the words of 
the official communication, “to expend 
a sufficient amount for the abatement 
of the moth pests.” 


Young Roosevelt “‘Makes Gooa” 

Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 30.—Harvard 
men are praising the work of Teddy 
toosevelt in the freshman-Worcester 
game Saturday. Roosevelt played end 
and gave a splendid account of himself. 
Although he is the lightest man on the 
team, weighing little more than 130, 
the president's son is chock full of sand 
and the hardest player on the team. 
He is first choice for the position of 
end on the 1909 team. Roosevelt was 
badly bruised and used up in the game 
Saturday, but beyond this fact he suf- 
fered no real injury. 


Fears For Missing Schooner 

Boston, Oct. 830.—Many anxious in- 
quiries are being made about the three- 
masted schooner Sadie C. Sumner, now 
33 days out from Apalachicola, Fla., 
with a cargo of lumber for this port. 
She left the former city Sept. 26 and 
was spoken Oct. 11 off Alligator reef, 
but there has been no tidings of her 
since. It is possible that she was over- 
taken by the fearful storm which swept 
the Atlantic between Oct. 10 and 13, 
inclusive. 


Politics and Religion Cut Out 

Boston, Oct. 30.—After a secret in- 
vestigation carried on by the board of 
police a general order was issued giv- 
ing strict orders that no member of 
the police department shall engage in 
a political or religious argument, 
whether on duty or not, or take part 
in politics at all. It is claimed that a 
number of men have been at work on 
their beats soliciting votes for a certain 
candidate for mayor. 


Shaw’s Piay Gets Hard Knocks 

New Haven, Oct. 30.—After one pro- 
ductions of Bernard Shaw’s new play, 
“Mrs. Warren’s Profession,” at the Hy- 
perion theatre, Mayor Studley has or- 
dered the license revoked and Anthony 
Comstock has stated that all of the 
members of the theatrical troupe 
should be arrested. The local dramatic 
critics have branded the play as 
“shockingly indecent” and “nasty.” 


Found Drowned In Greek 

Rutland, Vt., Oct. 80.—The body of 
Mrs. William C. Smith, who | disap- 
peared from her home last Friday, 
was found yesterday afternoon in Otter 
creek. It is supposed that she com- 
mitted suicide, although no reason for 
such an act is known. Mrs. Smith 
was 26 years old. Previous to her mar- 
riage she taught in a school at New 
Haven.

Middletown, Conn., Oct. 30.—Mrs.

When the party came to 
a smooth place in the road Mrs. Corn- 
wall asked to be allowed to steer the 
machine, and she did so with success.

South Hamptcn, N. H., Oct. 30.—The 
body of John W. Orr, constable and 
farmer, was found on the bank of the 
Upper Powow river near his home 
here. While there were no _ serious 
bruises to indicate foul play, the police 
have begun an investigation, as Mrs. 
Orr alleges that $75 is missing from 
her husband's clothes.

IN AMERICAN LEGATION 


Americans In St Petersburg Will 
Be Safe From Harm 

Washington, Oct. 30.—The condition 
of affairs in Russia formed the basis 
of a dispatch received at the state de- 
partment from Spencer Eddy, the 
American charge at St. Petersburg, 
who said the situation was very alarm- 
ing. The dispatch was the subject of 
h long conference between Secretary 
Root, who returned to the city from 
New York last evening, and First As- 
sistant Secretary Bacon, who has been 
acting as the head of the state depart- 
ment during Root’s absence. 

Mr. Eddy asked the department for 
instructions to meet any eventualities 
which might arise out of the condition 
of affairs as they now exist in St. Pe- 
tersburg, and late last night these were 
cabled to him. One feature of these 
covers the question of protection to 
Americans residing in St. Petersburg 
in case of a general uprising which 
might endanger their lives. In_ the 
event of an outbreak they will be ac- 
corded the protection of the American 
embassy until further arrangements 
can be made for their accommodation, 
if such be found necessary. 

It is not believed by the state depart- 
ment officials that there is any great 
number of Americans now in St. Pe 
tersburg, as most of the tourists have 
left the country in anticipation of the 
winter season. Such as may be in the 
interior, it is thought, are not in any 
danger. 


Over Six Millions In Graft 
Philadelphia, Oct. 30.—The report of 
the board of investigating engineers ap- 
pointed by Mayor Weaver to examine 
the filtration system of the city and 
the northeast and southeast boulevards, 


now under construction, is made pub- 
lic. It is signed by Cassius BE. Gil- 


lette of the United States engineer 
corps, who investigated the Savannah 
harbor frauds, and John D. MacLennon 
of Washington The report shows that 
up to date the city has lost through ex- 
cessive cost, collusive bids, illegal ad- 
vertising and in other ways, the sum 
of $6,330,000. 


Money Hidden In Baby Carriage 

Pittsburg, Oct. 30.—The persistent 
belief of detectives that the wife of 
Edward G. Cunliffe, the Adams Ex- 
press robber, had in her possession 
$5000 of the $101,000 stolen by her hus- 
band on Oct. 9, led to a search of the 
Cunliffe home in this city, and in the 
lining of a baby carriage was found a 
package containing $5000. The au 
thorities say there now remains about 
$6000 which has not been accounted 
for. Cunliffe, who has pleaded guilty 
to two charges of larceny, will be sen 
tenced next Saturday.

A Record-Breaking Trip 

Flagship West Virginia, off Sa- 
vannah, Ga., Oct. 30.—A strong breeze 
from the northeast has kicked up a 
heavy sea, but notwithstanding these 
unfavorable circumstances the squad- 
ron maintained an average speed of 20 
knots from Jupiter light to the present 
point, thus breaking all records of any 
squadron in our navy. President 
Roosevelt spent most of Sunday on the 
forward bridge with Admiral Brown- 
son. 


King Lays Great Conerstone 

Genoa, Oct. 30.—King Victor Em- 
manuel laid the cornerstone of the new 
harbor works Sunday. As the king, by 
the aid of an electrical device, lowered 
the stone, which weighed 11 tons, into 
the sea, there was a scene of great 
enthusiasm.

Coddington School Lot 
Too Confined and Too Small. 


There is danger now that the condi- 


modations become known, tbat efforts 
will be made to accomplish too much 
all at once. However, whether a new 
building is erected or not, it seems 
desirable to purchase now the Faxon 
lot on Faxon avenue for an addition to 
the schoolyard. If the use of the pre- 
sent building is to be continued even 
for a few years, the lot shou!d certainly 
be taken.

Conspiracy 
Case Heard 


In Supreme court at Montpelier, Ver- 
mont, Oct. 26, says the Barre Times, 
the case of State vs. James Duncan et 
als, known as the Hardwick conspiracy 
case, was started and the arguments 
were not compieted so that the case 
went over until Friday. 

The case bas never been tried in low- 
er court but was carried at once to the 
Supreme court on a plea in abatement 
and on a demurrer to the indictment. 
State’s Attorney Thompson of Cale- 
donia county argued for the state and 
Taylor & Dutton for the respondents. 
James Duncan is secretary of the na- 
tional granite cutter’s union with of- 
fices at Quincy, Mass. 

The State alleges conspiracy on the 
part of eleven men to unlawfully inter- 
fere with the business of certain granite 
manufacturers. It is alleged that Dun- 
can and the others used threats in their 
efforts to have the firms employ union 
men, When the case was brought be- 
fore the grand jury the men named 
refused to testify on the ground that 
they would be incriminating them- 
selves. State’s Attorney Thompson 
entered a demurrer and the demurrer 
was sustained. 

The men named are Messrs. Duncan, 
McCormick, Stevenson, Kelley, Hum- 
phrey, Story, Hendry, McNaughton, 
Briggs, Merrill and Hunneford. Of 
these Duncan is the only one who has 
not appeared in the case in person.

Manifesto Granting Civil Lib- 
erty to His People 


WITTE PLACED AT HELM 


New Assembly to Have Actual 
Legislative Power and to Be 


E ected on Broad Suffrage-- 
Practical Abdication of Czar 


St. Petersburg, Oct. '31.—Practical 
abdication of his autocratic powers, 
the conferring of the rights of civil lib- 
erty, inviolability of person, liberty of 
conscience, speech and assembly upon 
his whole people, has been made by 
Emperor Nicholas, Czar of Russia, in 
an imperial manifesto issued yesterday 
afternoon and which has been received 
by the municipal council with “Hurrah 
for the emperor of a free people.” 

After referring to the present turmoil 
in Russia and the necessity for a peace- 
ful settlement, the manifesto says: 

“We, therefore, direct our govern- 
ment to carry out our inflexible will in 
the following manner: 

“First, to extend to the population 
the immutable foundations of civic lib- 
erty, based on the real inviolability of 
person, freedom of conscience, speech, 
union and association. 

“Second, without suspending the al- 
ready ordered elections to the state 


| douma, to invite to participation in the 


douma, so far as the limited time be- 
fore the convocation of the douma will 
permit, those classes of the population 
now completely deprived of electoral 
rights, leaving the ultimate develop- 
ment of the principle of the electoral 
rights in general to the newly estab- 
lished legislative order of things. 

“Third, to establish as an unchange- 
able rule that no law shall be enforce- 
able without the approval of the state 
douma and that it shall be possible for 
the elected of the people to exercise real 
participation in the supervision of the 
legality of the acts of the authorities 
appointed by us. 

“We appeal to all faithful sons of 
Russia to remember their duty towards 
the fatherland, to aid in terminating 
these unprecedented troubles and to 
apply all their forces in co-operation 
with us, to the restoration of calm and 
peace upon our natal soil.” 

A simple perusal of the manifesto 
shows how complete is the czar’s 
abdication of his autocratic power. 
The very style of the document is clear 
and direct and devoid of the verbose, 
vague and bombastic phraseology 
which heretofore has characterized 
the czar’s manifestoes. 

It not only betrays real authorship, 
but shows that the czar at last has Ir- 
reyocably bowed to the inevitable. He 
does not even conceal the fact that the 
discontent and agitation of his sub- 
jects has driven him to take the step, 
and practically yields everything—civil 
liberty, the inviolability of person and 
liberty of conscience, speech and as- 
sembly. 

He not only converts the farcical im- 
perial douma, with only consultative 
power, into a true legislative assembly, 
without the assent of which no meas- 
ure shall become law and before which 
all governmental authorities must an- 


swer, but promises, eventually, uni- 
versal suffrage. 
The news spread like wildfire 


throughout the city. The revolution- 
ists and active agitators generally de- 
clared loudly that the government’s 
promises would no longer suffice and 
that the strike must be continued. 

M. Witte, the Russian minister, last 
night issued an appeal to the American 
people to co-operate in the peaceful in- 
troduction of civil liberties. M. Witte 
is appointed minister and has begun 
organizing his cabinet. 

Count Witte comes into power as 
minister president with an imperial 
mandate which will enable him to con- 
vert the farcical national assembly 
into a real legislative body elected by 
greatly extended suffrage, and to con- 
fer upon the people fundamental! civil 
liberties. 


Unccvering Naturalization Frauds 
Chicago, Oct. 31.—Joseph Kennedy, 
who figured in fraudulent naturaliza- 
tion operations here, was sentenced to 
an indeterminate term in the peniten- 


tiary on a confession of perjury. Be- 
fore the sentence Kennedy gave in- 
formation which has resulted in a 


search for four other men said to have 
aided in illegal introduction to citi- 
zenship of several hundred Italians. 


Politicians Were Poor Shots 

Paris, Oct. 31—Deputy Pugliesi and 
Celestine Bosc, an unsuccessful candi- 
date for election to the chamber of 
deputies, had an encounter in the 
streets, during which Bose fired thrice 
and Pugliesi fired twice, no shot tak- 
ing effect. They were arrested. The 
encounter followed an electoral feud. 


New York Census Figures 

Albany, Oct. 31.—The population of 
Greater New York, as counted by the 
state enumeration bureau and just an- 
nounced, is 4,014,304, as compared with 
3,437,202 in 1900, and 2,507,414 in 1890. 
There are now 8,066,672 people in New 
York state. In 1900 the population 
was 7,268,834, and in 1890 6,003,174.

SHOT CHINESE WOMAN 


Admiral Train is in Serious Dif- 
ficulty In Consequence 
Washington, Oct. 31.—The state de- 
partment has cabled to the United 
States consul at Nanking, China, ask- 


y‘articulars about the case of Admiral 
Train, who, according to a cablegram 
from Shanghai, got into serious trouble 
in Nanking. In view of the present 
ttrained relations between the United 
States and China, and particularly on 
account of the fact that Nanking is 
the center of the boycott movement of 
American goods, the incident is re- 
garded as serious. 
It is the -‘ustom of the naval officers 
on the China station to go fowling 
whenever opportunity offers among 
the Chinese rice fields, which at certain 
seasons abound with ducks and smaller 
birds feeding on the rice. Shooting in 
| the tall rice is certain to be followed 
by some accidents, but the naval offi- 
cers say these are easily adjusted asa 
rule by the payment of a small sum 
of money to the victim or his friends, 
One officer recalls shooting a Chinese 
babe on its mother’s back, which was 
settled amicably by the payment of 50 
Mexican dollars, with the result that 
many Chinamen were tempted to put 
themselves in the way of shotguns. 
The Shanghai cablegram said that 
Rear Admiral Train, commander-in- 
chief of the American Asiatic squad- 
ron, and his son, Lieutenant Train, 
were pheasant shooting when the ad- 
miral accidentally shot a Chinese wo- 
man, slightly injuring her. Hundreds 
of villagers thereupon surrounded the 
officers, took away their guns, knocked 
the admiral down in the mud and held 
Lieutenant Train as hostage. Forty 
American marines who landed as a res- 
cue party were attacked by a mob of 
Chinamen who tried to pitchfork the 
officers. The marines were obliged to 
fire twice. The Chinese officials re- 
fused to restore the officers’ guns and 
supported the villagers. 


Shanghal, Oct. 31.—The outrage on 
Rear Admiral Train and his son, Lieu- 
tenant Train, has been referred to the 
governor of Nanking. Americans are 
demanding the punishment of the lead- 
ers of the mob and the restoration of 
the guns taken from the officers,

| compromise agreement on the wage Is- |

Before the new agreement goes into | 
‘actual effect, the compromise will have 
!to be passed upon by the individual 
unions tomorrow night, but there is | 
every reason to believe that the various 
| organizations will endorse the action 
of the Textile council, which last night 
voted to recommend that the compro- 
; mise stand be accepted. The Manufac- 
| turers’ association has already en- 
dorsed the proposed agreement. 

The manufacturers, with the excep- 
| tion of M. C. D. Borden of New York, 
{owner of the Fall River Iron works, 
| declined on Oct 16 to restore the wage 
| schedule which prevailed before the re- 

duction of 12% percent on July 25, 1904, 
directly, but offered a straight advance 
of 5 percent and introduced a profit-shar- 
| ing plan, based on the margin between | 
| the price of eight pounds of Middling } 
| Uplands cotton in New York, and the 


| selling value of 45 yards of 28-inch 

64x64 standard print cloth. The ar- 
| rangement provided that when the 
| 


margin between the price of the two | 
commodities reached 75 cents, the | 
manufacturers would pay a dividend of 
1 percent and a similar dividend for 
every cent above the minimum margin 
until the margin reached 85 cents. For 
each cent above 85 the dividend was 
to be % of 1 percent. 

The operatives were dissatisfied with 
this arrangement, claiming that they 
would seldom receive wages as high as 
those paid prior to the cut of 1904. A 
general strike was threatened, the 
Textile council maintaining that the 
millowners should restore the 1904 re- 
duction and then take up the profit- 
sharing proposition. ‘The position of 
the council was strengthened by the 
action of Mr. Borden, who voluntarily 
restored the old wage scale, without 
the dividend plan. 

To avert a strike if possible, Mayor 
Coughlin and others induced both 
sides to again consider the wage issue 
before taking final action. Yesterday | 
afternoon the Manufacturers’ associa- | 


tion and Textile council met and went | 
over the whole situation. Last night 
both sides announced that a compro- 
mise had been agreed upon, the manu- 
facturers consenting to lower the} 
minimum margin upon which dividends | 
shall be declared to the operatives | 
from 75 cents to 72% cents. The previ- | 
ous plan of making a direct advance in | 
wages of 5 percent was also changed, | 
the Textile council receding and agree- 
ing to an increase which will bring the 
price for weaving up to 18 cents per cut 
of 45 yards. Under the new plan the 
direct advance will amount to about 4 
percent. 

According to the price of Mid-Upland 
cotton today, 10.75 a pound, and the} 
price of standard print cloth, 3 5-8 cents 
a yard, the margin is 771-8 cents, be- 


as a standard, and the total wage ad- 
vance Is slightly less than 9 percent. 

It is thought that the compromise 
agreement, if ratified by the various 
unions, will be adopted by mills else- 
vhere which follow the Fall River 
schedule.
